Vatican visit 
puts pressure 
on Carey

CARDINAL Basil Hume is to 
fly to the Vatican next week for 
guidance on how the Roman 
Catholic church might wel¬ 
come the hundreds of Angli¬ 
can dergy threatening to 
defect over the ordination of 
women. 

At the same time, the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury is pre¬ 
paring to meet the Church of 
England’s most senior oppo¬ 
nent of women priests in an 
attempt to resolve a crisis that 
could split his church in two. 

Cardinal Hume, who as 
Archbishop of Westminster is 
the spiritual head of Britain's 
two million Roman Catholics, 
is expected to take the opportu¬ 
nity of a administrative meet¬ 
ing in Rome to obtain advice 
before Catholic bishops meet 
to consider how to respond to 
Anglican approaches. 

Although the Vatican has 
distanced itself from the nego¬ 
tiations, its statement earlier 
this week indicated an open 
door to rebel Anglican dergy. 
it is inconceivable that the 
bishops could offer the rebels a 
workable proposal without 
prior Vatican guidance. 

Dr George Carey will mean¬ 
while try to combat an unprec¬ 
edented attack on his 
stewardship of the Church of 
England by seeking an ac¬ 
commodation with Dr David 
Hope, the Bishop of London, 
at a meeting after Easter. Dr 
Hope, who is third in the 
Anglican hierarchy. leads the 
diocese with where opposition 
to women priests is strongest 
— even though it has the most 
women deacons — and he is 
under pressure to dedare 
London a "no-go area" for 
women priests. One option 
would be to place the care of 
all opponents under one of his 
four area bishops — two of 
whom are against the ordina¬ 
tion of women — but he is 
unlikely to proceed without Dr 
Carey’s blessing. 

The Rev Rob Marshall, 
spokesman for Dr Hope, said: 
"Relations are cordial between 
the two. although they come

from different theological 
viewpoints. Dr Hope has ar¬ 
ranged a meeting with the 
Archbishop to try to sort 
things out," 

Church leaders are increas¬ 
ingly concerned, however, that 
Dr Carey is incapable of 
providing the leadership need¬ 
ed to see his church through in 
one piece. Many of his critics 
hold him directly responsible 
for the feared schism and one 
said: "I just cannot see how he 
can turn the situation round." 

The Bishop of Chichester, 
Dr Eric Kemp, said the gener¬ 
al perception was that Dr 
Carey was doing much less 
than the Archbishop of York. 
Dr John Habgood. to resolve 
the problem. Dr Kemp, who 
opposes women priests, said: 
“Statements have been made 
about die right of opponents to 
have a proper place and to be 
appointed to senior jobs. The 
opponents are waiting to see 
how this is going to be carried 
out" 

Any solution proposed by 
Anglican bishops at their 
meeting in June would de¬ 
pend almost entirely on the 
church leadership, he said. 
But he accused Dr Carey of 
being unrealistic, and cited his 
Easter message, to be broad¬ 
cast on Channel 4 tonight in 
which the Archbishop says * 
that those planning to leave 
the church over women priests 
should fart church unity above 
personal interests for the sake 
of the Christian faith in 
Britain. 

In the light of such com¬ 
ments. Anglican churchmen 
are losing hope that the 
scheme for episcopal visitors 
drawn up by the general 
synod's house of bishops last 
year to persuade opponents of 
women priests to stay in the 
church is practical without 
more concessions and legisla¬ 
tion to back it up. One source 


said: “It's just like the poll tax 
and the Conservative party. 
Wherever you look in the 
church there is a crisis. These 
tilings should have been antic¬ 
ipated before the vote last 
November." 

Desperate to hold the 
church together and stave off 
defections to Rome, nine bish¬ 
ops who oppose women priests 
have taken matters into their 
own hands and are working 
on a formula to divide the 
provinces of Canterbury and 
York into ten regions. Each 
region would have at least one 
bishop opposed to women 
priests who would have pasto¬ 
ral care for parishes and 
priests unable to accept the 
legislation. 

Although tiiis would create 
a “church within a Church'; 
dividing the Church of Eng¬ 
land into its inherently protes- 
tant and catholic parts, it could 
avoid many of the threatened 
defections. It would effectively 
devolve leadership from Can¬ 
terbury, giving diocesan bish¬ 
ops a greater say in church 
affairs. 

Although the regional pro¬ 
posal is not new in itself, this is 
the first time it has been 
discussed in tire context of 
women priests. The idea will 
be debated at the bishops' 
meeting in June, 

The signal from the Vatican 
earlier mis week that rebel 
Anglican dergy might be wel¬ 
comed into the Roman Catho¬ 
lic church has already opened 
the door to defections. Dr 
Sheridan Gilley, chair of the 
theology department at Dur¬ 
ham University, wifl today be 
redeved into the Catholic 
church. Ann Widdicombe. the 
social security minister, will be 
received later this month.

NUT set 
to order 
two-year 
boycott 
of tests

LEADERS of Britain’s big¬ 
gest teaching union yesterday 
raised tire stakes in the dispute 
over the government’s com¬ 
pulsory classroom tests by 
threatening a two-year boycott 
in primary and secondary 
schools. The decision could 
herald the end of the tests as a 
national exercise. 

The executive of the Nat¬ 
ional Union of Teachers, 
which had previously limited 
its calls for arrion to the 
English tests at 14, gave 
unanimous support to a hard¬ 
er line. Proposals for a boycott 
of all tests at 7.11 and 14 will 
be put to the union's annual 
conference in Brighton today. 

If, as expected, delegates 
agree, a ballot of NUT metre 
bars involved in the tests will 
take place before the end of the 
month. One union is already 
boycotting the tests and 
another is committed to a 
ballot. John Patten, the educa¬ 
tion secretary, declined to 
comment last night 
Doug McAvoy, the NUTs 
general secretary, said the 
executive would recommend 
calling off a boycott only if the 
tests were scrapped. Although 
the union welcomed the re¬ 
view of the curriculum and 
testing announced by Mr 
Patten teachers oould not be 
expected to continue with a 
discredited process 
“We are taking this action so 
that teachers and pupils alike 
do not suffer the burden of 
unsound tests simply to satisfy 
the political whim of the 
secretary of state," Mr 
McAvoy said. “We believe that 
parents wifl be with us on 
that" 

The intervention of the 
NUT, which has more than 
150,000 members involved in 
the administration of this 
year’s tests, would have an 
immediate effect on the assess¬ 
ment of pupils aged seven. 
Most of the union's members 
are primary teachers, many of 
whom have almost completed 
their assessments. The results 
of these would not now be 
published although teachers 
would still report to parents. 
Mr McAvoy said that the 
extension of a boycott into 
1994 was designed to ensure 
that primary teachers did not 
start next year’s assessments

PAKISTAN'S cricket tour

All four were released on 
police bail of £ 150 and will 
appear in court on Tues¬ 
day.

£15.000. 

Khahd Mahmood, the 
tour manager, who went 
with the players to the 
police station, last night 
described the charges as 
ridiculous and said: “At

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Hypnotherapist’s patients talk 
to police after films found

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WOMEN treated by an Essex 
hypnotherapist suspected of 
sexually assaulting and film¬ 
ing between 30 and 40 of his 
patients were yesterday being 
interviewed by detectives. 

Nearly 30 women came 
forward within hours of 1 an 
appeal by Scotland Yard for 
patients of the man to make 
contact after the discovery of 
video film at his home. The 
videos were found when police 
began investigating^ the man 
who was accused of indecently 
assaulting a 20-year-old 
woman last month. 

He appeared in court on 
Thursday accused of indecent 
assault As he left court he was 
rearrested for questioning 
about other alleged offences. 


The 49-year-old unemployed 
man, who cannot he named 
for legal reasons, was rere¬ 
leased on bail last night after 
being questioned by police at 
Romford, Essex. 

Police suspect the videos 
were filmed secretly during 
the past year while the victims 
were under hypnosis. They are 
investigating whether any 
films were sold. Detectives 
need to discover whether the 
women were aware of what 
was happening and had con¬ 
sented. Yesterday they 
launched a special telephone 
hotline for women to contact 
at Romford police station. 

Detective Sergeant Colin 
Threadgold, in charge of the 
investigation, said he had 


viewed two videos. “They 
show women, in my opinion, 
under hypnotic control who 
are having some very strange 
things done to them. It would 
amount to serious sexual 
assaults if the ladies were to 
complain of them ." he said. 

The hypnotherapist offered 
free treatment for weight prob¬ 
lems, dieting and stress, adver¬ 
tising in the local press. The 
man, who is married and has 
two grown-up children, falsely 
claimed to be medically quali¬ 
fied. The videos are thought to 
have been made in his home 
and feature women aged from 
their late teens to middle age.

Serbs bar UN from siege town

THE United Nations suffered 
yet another setback in its 
struggle to bring peace to 
Bosma-Herzegcvzna yesterday 
when the Bosnian Serbs re¬ 
fused point-blank to aBow 
Canadian troops to enter the 
besieged town of Srebrenica. 

UN militaiy chiefs foiled in 
talks yesterday to persuade the 
Serb general Ratko Mladic to 
change his mind, and he left 
declaring: “No way to deploy 
more peacekeepers in Bosnia. 
Only over my dead body and 
that of my family." 

The general did, however, 
agree to include Srebrenica in 
a ceasefire that is just about 
holding in the rest of Bosnia. 
He also promised to meet 
Muslim militaiy leaders on 
Monday to discuss the fate of

the town, which has been 
under siege for a year. 

The Serb block on the 
deployment of about 250 Ca¬ 
nadian peacekeepers is a fresh 
Wow both to the UN, which is 
struggling to regain its credi¬ 
bility after bullets were found 
in an aid lorry, and to its 


commander. General Phi¬ 
lippe Morillon. who has made 
a personal pledge to protect 
the Muslims of Srebrenica. 
Only a month ago. General 
Morillon was hailed a hero 
when he got food to the town 
after repeated delays and con¬ 
frontations with the Bosnian 
Serbs. But on Thursday he 
was humiliatingly forced to 
turn back as he made his way 
to Srebrenica and he is facing 
criticism at home in Fiance, 
with many senior officers de¬ 
manding that he be recalled. 

Diplomatic sources at the 
UN suggested yesterday that 
the boxes of ammunition un¬ 
covered at a Seri? checkpoint ■ 
on Thursday were probably 
smuggled on to foe lorry by 
local people working for the 
UN High Ccsnmissioner for 
Refugees at Sarajevo airport 
Both Serbs and Muslims are 
involved in loading food and 


medicine. Peter Kessler, a 
UNHCR spokesman, said: 
“We are totally baffled by this. 
Despite our best efforts, some 
wily people managed to oper¬ 
ate a smuggling network 
tinder our noses." Another 
spokesman rejected Bosnian 
Serb suggestions that the 
UNHCR was deliberately try¬ 
ing to arm the Muslims. 
‘That’s ludicrous," SyJvana 
Foa said. “We take responsi- 
biJity, but we also consider it 
an incredible abuse of our 
humanitarian operation.” 

The Bosnian Serb army 
formally protested to the UN 
about foe ammunition yester¬ 
day and said: “In foe event of 
a repetition, foe convoys wil be 
seized and the personnel 
arrested." While foe Serbs

PEARS E McAuley. one of the 
two IRA suspects who made a 
spectacular escape from 
Brixton prison nearly two 
years ago, was arrested by 
Irish police as he stepped off a 
train in Dublin yesterday. 

The other suspect, Nessan 
Quinlivan, was arrested by 
Irish detectives last Sunday 
after a raid on a farmhouse in 
co. Tipperary. He was charged 
in Dublin's Special Criminal 
Court with firearms offences 
and remanded in custody.

searched by police, who found 
a handgun. Held under the 
Ireland’s anti-terrorist Of¬ 
fences Against the State Act 
for questioning about the pos¬ 
session of a firearm and other 
offences, he was taken to the 
Bridewell police station. 

Under the act, be can be 
held for 24 hours, which can 
be extended for a further 24 
hours before charge or release. 
Both he and Quinlivan are 
likely to face extradition appli¬ 
cations from Scotland Yard, 
which yesterday said it would 
set in motion the machinery. 

The two were originally 
arrested in Britain in a car at 
Stonehenge in October 1990.

Outside 
the prison, they hijacked one 
car at gunpoint and then 
commandeered another after 
shooting the driver in the leg. 
The pair vanished after being 
dropped by taxi at Baker 
Street Underground station. 
They paid the fore with a £20 
note stolen from the wounded 
motorist

about the escape, Kenneth 
Baker, then home secretary, 
ordered an enquiry into sec¬ 
urity at Brixton, and Reg 
Withers, the governor, took 
early retirement A senior dvil 
servant in the prison depart¬ 
ment was also moved and all 
prisoners waiting trial on ter¬ 
rorist charges were moved 
from Brixton. 

Police were furious at the 
loss of the two men after 
extensive police operations 
had led to their capture and 
Mr Baker faced calls in the 
Commons for his resignation.

The urchins who turned Tory dread old age under Major

TWO of the street urchins in this famous 
1937 photograph by Bert Hanty. which came 
to symbolise the great British class divide, 
became ardent Tory supporters. But now they 
are threatening to abandon John Major, 
champion of the classless society. 

George Salmon. Jack Cattin and George 
Young were 12-year-okls from the London 
slums when their picture, alongside two boys 
from Harrow outside Lord’s cricket ground, 
first appeared. A recent reproduction of the 
56-year-old photograph on die front of the 
Spectator has prompted Mr Young. 68, and 


MrCatlm, 67, to express disillusionment with 
ihe party they have supported all their lives. 

On the magazine's cover, headlined "Breed¬ 
ing Winners — the Strength of the Upper 
Classes", Mr Young, the child from the slums, 
was replaced by a cartoon of Mr Major. He 
wrote to the magazine: "I never aspired to be a 
toff but. approaching retirement after a 
blameless and hard-working life (as a Conser¬ 
vative voter). I have been looking forward to a 
comfortable retirement I am now becoming 
nervous. VAT on domestic fuel today, what 
tomorrow? Could the man sharing ray 
trousers please give me some worthwhile 
assurance that f will not face economic 


obliteration in my old age? Good lads deserve 
better.” 

Last night Mr Young, now a window- 
dean er who saved for many years to buy his 
east London council house, said: "I just feel 
they don't know what they’re doing any 
more." 

He added: "We ducked out of school to 
make a bit of money. We used to take the seat 
cushions from the cricket ground bade for a 
few bob and open the taxi doors for the 
Harrow boys. It was the only way to make a 
living." He remembers being in awe of the 
Harrow boys “We had never seen anything 
like them before.” he said. “They were so far 


removed from our experience. It made me 
sad, though, when l heard that both of them 
had died.” Thomas Dyson died from 
diptheria 13 months after the photograph 
was taken. Peter Wagner, after a life of 
serious fitness, died aged 60. 

Mr Carlin, whose mother used to send him 
to queue outside Lord’s with a pillowcase to 
collect leftover bread rolls when he should 
have been in school, is now a legal executive 
after a career in the civil service. He said: “My 
dad was a communist but he tried so hard to 
convert me I went the other way. But I'm not 
veiy happy with the Conservatives now. it all 
seems to be going wrong.” 


Newton falls foul of VAT pledges

TONY Newton, Leader of the 
Commons, was under fire last 
night after apparently deny¬ 
ing that the government had 
ever ruled out extending VAT 
to domestic fuel and power. 

Asked about alleged broken 
election promises, Mr Newton 
said: “What was said was that 
there were no plans to extend 
the scope of VAT.” 

When his BBC interviewer 
protested that die Conserva¬ 


tives had castigated Labour for 
claiming that they would raise 
the tax. Mr Newton retorted: 
“I am simply making a factual 
point about what was said.” 

But Ftank Dobson, Lab¬ 
our’s employment spokesman, 
said later that Mr Newton had 
admitted that the public was 
wrong to take ministerial 
statements at face value. “He 
is certainly saying that whatev¬ 
er a Tory says in an election 
campaign can be ignored." 

Speaking a year to the day 
after John Majorwas returned 


with a 21-seat majority, Mr 
Newton defended the VAT 
switch as a necessary response 
to the recession's unforeseen 
length and depth. “Govern¬ 
ments have to respond to cir¬ 
cumstances as they change.” 

But the latest opinion poll 
suggests that the electorate 
might not be so forgiving. A 
Gallup survey published in 
The Daily Telegraph yester¬ 
day found that 76 per cent of 
people believed that they had 
been misled by the Tories over 
taxation during the campaign. 


The survey, giving Labour an 
18.5 point lead over the 
Conservatives, also confirmed 
MORl's finding that the gov¬ 
ernment has fallen further 
behind the Opposition in the 
12 months since die election 
than any administration since 
the second world war. 

Mr Newton said that the be¬ 
ginnings of recovery reflected 
die quality and strength of Mr 
Major's leadership. 

But Mr Dobson said: “It 
has been like the year of the 
nerds.”

BA pilots to vote 
on 24-hour strike 

British Airways pilots are to bold a strike ballot over a 
dispute about pay and conditions. A 24-hour strike is one 
of the options being considered if pilots vote for industrial 
action in the ballot to be held later this month. 

The dispute centres on BA's decision to set up a new 
division at Gatwick employing about 120 former Dan-Air 
pilots on routes inherited from Dan-Air. They are paid 
about 40 per cent less than BA pilots. BaJpa. the pilots' 
union, said that BA pilots faced being transferred to other 
parts of the company or forced to work for the new 
operation on lower wages. It wants all pilots’ pay brought 
into line.

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Van design blamed

URGENT changes arc to be 
made to vans used in 
privatised prison escort duties 
after design faults were 
Warned for escapes by two 
prisoners. Bars wifl be put on 
die windows of the vans before 
court business resumes new 
week, after one prisoner 
cracked the glass and fled. 

Gary Salesman, 20. was still 
on the run yesterday after 
escaping from a van used by 
tbe Group 4 security firm as 
be was being driven from 
Derby Magistrates' Court to 
Glen Paxva young offenders’ 
institution on Thursday. He 
was the third prisoner to 
escape in the first four days 
since Group 4 began operat¬ 
ing the first privatised prison 
escort service. 

Tougher security lodes have 
been placed on the roof halv¬ 
es of other vehicles after 
another prisoner escaped 
while being driven from Lin¬ 
coln jail to Spalding Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday. The 
escape of a third prisoner, who 
vaulted from the dock at Hull 
Magistrates’ Court, is being 
Warned on human error. 

The security failures have 
alarmed ministers and the 
Prison Service Agency. The 
new vans are built to specifica¬ 
tions ordered by the Home 
Office and are not designed or 
manufactured by Group 4,

to question the privatisation of 
the penal system. Derek Lew¬ 
is. director-general of the 
agency, has called a meeting 
with Group 4 executives. 

According to Home Office 
figures in six of tbe seven 
counties where Group 4 car¬ 
ries out escort duties, there 
were 57 escapes from police 
and 1 1 from prison officer 
escorts in the year until the 
end of March.

Du Maurier affair 
true, says writer

THE author of foe official 
biography of Daphne Du 
Maurier yesterday admitted 
her firm belief in foe lesbian 
affair between foe novelist and 
the actress Gertrude Law¬ 
rence. No judgment on foe 
alleged homosexuality was 
made in die biography at foe 
request of Dame Daphne’s 
family. 

Maigeret Forster, whose bi¬ 
ography has met with wide 
acclaim, said foal foe had not 
drawn conclusions in the 
book, despite finding two let¬ 
ters from Dame Daphne 
which described a physical 
relationship between foe two 
women. Pressure from foe 
family, which refuse to believe 
in the affair, had not allowed 
any judgment to be made on 
foe subject. 

“But if asked, yes, I do think 
they loved each other,” she 
said yesterday. “Daphne was 
absolutely devastated by the 
death of Gertrude, she was 
catatonic ax foe time and none 
of foe family could understand 
why.” 

One of the letters, published 
in the book, describes a linger¬ 
ing goodbye between Ger¬ 
trude and Dame Daphne. 
The letter was proof in itself. 
Forster said. 

The controversy surround¬ 
ing the novelist’s alleged ob¬ 
session with certain women 
continues this weekend with a 
film about her to be broadcast 
tomorrow. A dose former 


friend of Dame Daphne, writ¬ 
er Michael Thornton, has 
spoken out against tbe makers 
of the film, alleging that be 
was trapped into recording an 
interview in which he was 
asked questions about foe 
lesbian relationship against 
his wilL In a lector to The 
Times, he claims that foe pre¬ 
conditions upon which he 
agreed r to be filmed were 
ignored and that requests to 
take him out of the film were 
refused. 

Both Forster, foe interview¬ 
er. and Granada Television, 
foe maker of foe film, strongly 
defended the programme. A 
spokesman for Granada said 
that Mi Thornton bad been 
fully briefed before foe inter¬ 
view. while Forster described 
his damns as ridiculous. 

Mr Thornton, a friend and 
correspondent of Dame 
Daphne for 30 years, said that 
his relationship with foe novel- 
isfs family had been ruined by 
foe controversy and could be 
further jeopardised by his part 
in the film. 

Mr Thornton said foal he 
had never believed in the 
alleged affair and that foe 
letters from Dame Daphne 
had been pure fiction on her 
part “She was a chameleon 
who changed her odour de¬ 
pending on who she was with.

This 
kind of case does untold 
damage to the profession and 
obviously causes great pcxblic 
concern.” 

Anyone can practise hypno¬ 
therapy without supervision or 
qualification. There are up to 
70 hypnotherapy organ¬ 
isations, each with their own 
training and regulatory stan- 
i daids. but there is no umbrella 
f organisation with which all 
hypnotherapists must register.

trained people dabbled in 
hypnotherapy.

Nasa toys with tiny 
trucks for Mars

A FLEET of remote- 
controlled vehicles the size of 
, toy trucks could soon be 
rumbling across Mars as part 
of a mission by Nasa, the 
American space agency. 

Engineers, struggling to 
meet tight budgets, are plan¬ 
ning to dot die Martian 
surface with a network of low- 
cost scientific stations, each 
with a small rover carrying 
instruments and a television 
camera. The stations and 
trucks will study Martian 
rocks, weather and winds. 

Tatty Spear, of the Jet Prop¬ 
ulsion Laboratory (JPIJ in 
Pasadena, California, the 
centre developing the first 
mission, said: “We may also 
fit seismology instruments so 
we can measure Mars 
quakes.” The Viking mission, 
which landed on Mars in the 
mid-1970s, cost $43.5 million 
but each of the Mars Environ¬ 
mental Survey (Mesur) craft 
will be built and launched for 
about $10 million. 

The scheme is being orches¬ 
trated by the solar exploration 
division of Nasa in Washing¬ 
ton DC, and the first craft. 


called Pathfinder, is already 
being designed at JPL. 

The craft will plunge 
through the Martian atmo¬ 
sphere protected by disc-tike 
structures that can withstand 
the entry temperatures before 
deploying parachutes and air 
bags to cushion the landing. 

Mr Spear said technology 
developed by the Soviet Un¬ 
ion for its planned but aban¬ 
doned Moon lander will be 
used to right the stations. The 
petal-tike sides of the craft 
fold out on to the surface to 
expose the mam instruments 
and release the rover. 

If the scheme is given the 
godhead, the Pathfinder test 
could be launched in 1996, 
probably by a Delta rocket 
The mam mission could start 
with four craft dispatched in 
January 1999 for arrival in 
December that year, followed 
by four more in January 2002. 
The final eight would be 
launched simultaneously on 
two rockets in 2003.

Somerset this week, 
evangelicals were urged to 
interpret the Bible in its social 
context instead of as a wholly 
literal text Theories of biblical 
criticism, anathema to funda¬ 
mentalists, were discussed. 
Evangelicals were told that 
faith must be accompanied by 
good deeds, and urged to be 
active locally and nationally 
on social issues. New converts 
were advised in one seminar 
to read the King James 
Authorised version oFthe Bible 
.rod not the more modem 
versions usually recommend¬ 
ed by evangelicals.

During 
worship, a choir sang Han¬ 
del's Messiah as well as gospel 
songs. There was little or no 
“speaking in tongues” during 
open worship, a phenomenon 
of the charismatic evangelical

FOUR women, led by Anne 
ScargOl, wife of the president 
of the National Union of 
Mineworkers, last night set¬ 
tled down for their second 
night of protest against pit 
closures 500 metres under¬ 
ground at Parkside Colliery on 
Merseyside. 

The four, members of Nat¬ 
ional Women Against Pit Clo¬ 
sures, began their sit-in at the 
last mine in the Lancashire 
coalfield, near Newton-le-Wil¬ 
lows. on Thursday evening 
after tagging on to a party of 
teachers on a tour. 

Parkside ceased production 
in October as pan of the 
government's plan to dose 31 
pits. British Coal has contin¬ 
ued to maintain its fabric in 
case a private mining group 
wants to take it over. 

Supporters of the women 
yesterday asked. British Coal to 
be allowed to supply them 
with food and drinks. A Brit¬ 
ish Coal spokesman said the 
women were acting illegally, 
adding: "We have asked them 
to shin, and they won't It is 
not our intention at this stage 
to give them any facilities.” 

They are staging their pro¬ 
test at the bottom of the pit’s 
No.2 shaft Local NUM offici¬ 
als said they were in a 


tunnel, the chairwoman of 
their protest group. Sylvia Pye, 
said: "It is quite cold and 
uncomfortable down there: If 
thQr have no food it will be 
tough, but they are tough 
women. One of us went down 
yesterday and they said that 
they would stay as long as they 
could." A demonstration, to be 
attended by Mrs Scargfll’s 
husband Arthur, is planned 
outside the pit on Monday. 

In December last year. Mis 
Scargill led a group of women 
who occupied the control 
room and telephone exchange 
at Markham Main colliery in 
South Yorkshire, another pit 
where production had ceased 
Since then, she has led 
marches and chained herself 
to the doois of the Department 
of Trade and Industry in 
London, where the President 
of the Board of Trade. Mich¬ 
ael Heseltine, has his office. 

When Mr Heseltine was 
pelted with eggs and flour 
during a visit to a new steel 
plant near Doncaster, she 
said: “1 cannot condone vio¬ 
lence in any way, but 1 can 
understand their anger. I 
don't know how Michael 
Heseltine had the cheek to 
come here.”

• THE first black chairman of 
the Commission for Racial 
Equality has called for young t 
male Afro-Caribbeans to take t 
a more responsible attitude 
towards fatherhood. 

With figures showing that 
almost a quarter of families in 
the Afro-Caribbean commun¬ 
ity are headed by tone women, 
Herman Ouseley. who takes 
over as chairman of the com- 
mission later this month, said 
that absent fathers were an 
increasing cause of concern. 
“Among young people, male 
Afro-Caribbeans have been 
not as responsible as they 
should be in recognising the 
importance of being fathers to 
their children throughout 
their existence, from cradle 
right through to adulthood'' 

Twenty-three per cent of all 
Afro-Caribbean families a& 
headed by a lone femdt 
parent, compared with 6 per 
cent of white families, 6 per 
cent of Indians. 9 per cent of 
Pakistanis and 16 per cent of 
Africans, according to a report 
by the Policy Studies Institute. 
The proportion among whites 
has risen from 3 per cent since 
1982 and from 16 per cent 
among Afro-Caribbeans. 

Mr Ouseley called for those 
members of the ethnic minor¬ 
ity communities who had 
achieved success to provide 
more risible leadership to 
young people and to build 
relationships with those who 
were becoming part of an 
underclass. £ 

“The important thing hr the' 
foreseeable future is to ensure 
that successful blacks are 
being projected as role mod¬ 
els. They have a responsibility 
to help others who are looking 
for leadership and to pur 
something bade into the com¬ 
munity,” he said. It was no 
longer enough For sportsmen 
and television personalities to 
provide the only role models 
for young blacks and Asians. 

Mr Ouseley, 48, was bom 
in Georgetown. Guyana, 
came to Britain in 1957, aged 
12. and was educated at a 
comprehensive school in south 
London before beginning a 
career in local government 
He is currently chief executive 
of Lambeth council in south 
London.

Memory of Baltic Exchange F " 

blast haunts victim’s father . a#

THE IRA bombing that de¬ 
stroyed the Baltic Exchange in 
the City of London a year ago 
today still haunts Danny Car¬ 
ter. whose 15-year-old daugh¬ 
ter was one of three people 
killed in the attack. “The 
memory is with me all the 
time. It is videoed in my mind, 
step by step." he said 
yesterday. 

Danielle Carter died and 
her younger sister Christiane, 
then 8. suffered terrible cuts to 
her face and chest horn flying 
glass. Today, Mr Carter and 
his family will lay a wreath at 
the spot where Danielle died. 
It will be the first time that 
Christiane has been back. 

The IRA's biggest main¬ 
land bomb exploded the night 
after the general election. Mr 
Carter. 44, was walking up 
from an underground car 
park after delivering a car to 
the offices where he works as a 
chauffeur. Wayne Lyphcott 
his separated wife's boy friend, 
was waiting to pick him up 


outside the Baltic Exchange 
with Danielle, her boy friend 
Craig Wfflcs, 16. Christiane 
and her friend Sara Saddoo, 
7, when die 1001b bomb 
exploded in a van. 

Mr Carter, of Laindon. Es¬ 
sex. said: “The shockwave 
from the blast blew me back¬ 
wards. I ran through the dust 
and rubble, choking, hysteri¬ 
cal. glass under my feet, debris 
still falling around me. a

terrible smell of smoke, of 
burning. It was deadly quiet 
for a spUt second then I started 
hearing die sirens, the scream¬ 
ing, people shouting ‘Help, 
help’, me shouting ‘Danielle. 
DanieQe’. 

“When 1 came through the 
dust I glimpsed die car. I 
didn't recognise it — it was 
blown to bits. All 1 could think 
of was the kids and then I saw 
Christiane and the others 
smothered in blood. I shouted 
'Danielle' and ran round die 
car and found her, lying half 
out of the car. face down in a 
pool of blood." 

The force of the blast had 
forced Danielle’s head against 
die side of the car, killing her 
instantly. At the time, her 
father thought that she was 
unconscious. It was six hours 
before he learnt that she was 
dead. 

He remembered putting the 
younger girls into a taxi to take 
them to hospital. Later, he saw 
Christiane in hospital, covered 
in blood. Knowing that she 
was alive and with other 


members of the family, he 
started looking for Danielle, 
having been told by a doctor 
that she had an eye injury. He 
went to three hospitals trying 
to trace her. 

He sympathised with the 
families of Johnathan Bail 
and Tim Party, killed by the 
Warrington bombing last 
month, but could not accept 
their hopes that their children 
would become symbols of 
peace. “I cant accept that 
Danielle should have been 
sacrificed. Every time a bomb 
goes off. every time someone 
gets hurt, I feel more anger, 
more bitterness," he said. “I 
lost my daughter, but they (the 
IRA} didn't stop and 1 don't 
see them stopping now." 

He said that he could not 
understand how Gordon Wil¬ 
son. whose daughter died in 
the Enniskillen massacre, 
could meet the IRA. “There is 
no way I could sit opposite 
those people—1 would have to 
have a six-inch steel barrier 
between us and I would still 
try and get at them."

Labour reaffims 
commitment D 
a united Irelard

LABOUR leaders yesterday 
reaffirmed their support for a 
united Ireland as the govern¬ 
ment attempted to capitalise 
on revulsion over the Warring¬ 
ton bombing and restart talks 
on foe future of Northern 
Ireland. 

Kevin McNamara. Opposi¬ 
tion spokesman on Northern 
Ireland, made dear in a BBC 
radio interview that his party 
remained committed to a uni¬ 
ted Ireland achieved with the 
consent of die majority in the 
north. 

His remarks were a remind¬ 
er that there are still deep 
differences of emphasis on the 
mainland about the shape of 
any constitutional settlement 
in the province. 

Earlier this week, on a visit 
to Northern Ireland. John 
Major emphasised the gov¬ 
ernment's underlying com¬ 
mitment to existing 
arrangements, saying that 
Northern Ireland wcwld re¬ 
main part of the United King¬ 
dom as long as the majority of 
is people wanted it to. 

Mr McNamara denied that 
Labour’s stance would encour¬ 
age the IRA in the belief that 
one more push in its cam¬ 
paign of violence would drive 
out British troops from the 
province. 

"We are a constitutional 
party and there are also other 
constitutional parties which 
support the question of a 
united Ireland. We don’t ex¬ 
pect to see it happen tomor¬ 
row. but we do expect to work 
for it” he said- 

Mr McNamara attacked 
hardline unionists, such as the 
Rev Ian Paisley, for refusing to 
treat with Dublin until it 
renounced is territorial daim 
over the north. “We don’t 
expect that people should be 
able to put a veto on any 
attempts to seek to achieve that 
aim." he said. 

He did, however, join with 
the government and the 
Liberal Democrats in ruling 


out negotiations wii the IRA ^ 
while ir pursued ii terrorisi 
activities. 

Mr McNamara welcomed 
the government's ffons to 
resume constitutiaaJ talks 
after May’s councflelections 
in the province. Ut ques¬ 
tioned the approac it was 
taking and the possiifity that 
it might be trying toio a deal 
with the unionists to /in votes 
in the Commons bttfe over 
the Maastricht treat; 

The last round of ilks were 
made up of threi strands: 
negotiations aroon; the con¬ 
stitutional parties irNorthem 
Ireland and the gyemmeni 
over rhe internal dministra¬ 
tion of the north: ngotiaiions 
. ^between Dublin, th parties in 
Belfast and the ge’emment: 
and negotiations, between 
London and Dubn. It was 
accepted that noting would 
be agreed until all three 
strands had been rrohtfd. 

Mr McNamaa said:

Dispute hits launch 
of Europol force

THREE months after a 
European police intelli¬ 
gence unit should have 
started operations, British 
officials are to chair fresh 
calks to end wrangles over 
where it should be based, 
who should be in charge 
and herw much it will cost 

Later this month, offici¬ 
als will meet in Copenha¬ 
gen. under the chair¬ 
manship of a Home Office 
official, in an attempt to 
launch the unit with a 
drugs intelligence depart¬ 
ment At the end of June, 
interior ministers from the 
EC will review progess at a 
meeting that Paul Condon, 
the commissioner of the 
Metropolitan police, has 
described as critical. 

The idea for “Europol" 
was proposed several years 
ago by Chancellor Kohl of 
Germany. EC members 
agreed to begin by setting 
up a European drugs intel¬ 
ligence unit which would 
be fed by national drags 
units in each member state, 
last autumn, a working 
group including two British 
officers began work on the 


unit in Strasbourg uder

AMOOD of hysteria has 
semed on Los Angeles as it 
awaits a verdict in the second 
federal trial of four police 
officers accused of violate* 
the civil rights of Rodney 
Mug when they beat the black 
morons! on March 3, 1991 , 

Nearly a year after the 
officers were acqu itted of most 
charges in a state trial — a 
verdict which led to three days 
of rioting, arson and the 
death of more than 50 people 
— many people in the dty are 
preparing for a renewed wave 
of violence. The legal argu¬ 
ments are now all but over, 
and the jury is expected to 
begin deliberations this week¬ 
end, providin g the finale to an 
ugly drama that has lasted 
more than two years. Yester¬ 
day the city's fear and fore¬ 
boding could be seen in many 
ways: the merchants of 
Koreatown arming them¬ 
selves the white cab driver 
who refuses to drive through 
South-Central Los Angeles 
the open churches offering 
counsel to members of their 
congregations the watchful 
expressions on the faces of the 
police, and the small huddles 
around television screens in 
every bar and hotel lobby. 

Some television stations are 
broadcasting “Verdict Watch¬ 
es", while the mayor. Tom 
Bradley, and the police com¬ 
missioner. Willie Williams, 
have appeared repeatedly on 
television to appeal for calm 
and reassure residents that 
the mistakes of last year w31 
not be repeated — the effect of 
which has been to heighten 
the fear that, whatever the 
verdict, more violence is inev¬ 


itable. The authorities may 
say they do not expect further 
riots, but their actions seem to 
suggest the opposite. 

Commissioner Williams 
has promised that, as soon as 
the jury begins deliberations, 
about 6,500 uniformed offi¬ 
cers who have undergone 
extra riot training and are 
now armed with rubber bul¬ 
lets and tear gas, will flood the 
streets in the biggest display 
of force in the city’s history. 
The National Guard is on 
stand-by. its commanders 
bragging that within 24 
hours troops could be at every 
crossroads in the dty. 

But at the city's notorious 
flashpoints — South-Central, 
Koreatown. Pico-Union and 
parts of Hollywood — some 
shopkeepers have started to 
board up their premises, 
while others have reportedly 
assembled their own arsenals 
for self-defence. 

“The arming of Los Ange¬ 
les is one of my major 
concerns," said Mr Williams 
in a television interview on 
Thursday night, referring to 
the huge quantity of arms and 
ammunition stolen in last 
year’s riots and never recov¬ 
ered. Police say their main 
fear is that a chance incident 
could prompt bloodshed even 
without widescale rioting. 

Closing arguments in the 
case started on Thursday and 
continued yesterday, as the 
two sides presented starkly 
different visions of the ac¬ 
cused men: the officers were 
heroes and “sacrificial Iambs 
foisted on the public altar to 
pay for [offidalj negligence"

FBI agents had been led to 
believe by lawyers for David 
Koresh, the Branch Da vidian 
cult leader, that he would 
lead more than 90 sect fol¬ 
lowers out of the barricaded 
compound after celebrating 
their version of Passover, 
which ends on Tuesday. 

However, Steve Schneider. 
Mr Koresh’s deputy, told 
agents by telephone that 
members had never prom¬ 
ised to leave after Passover 
and were already planning 
their post-Passover festivi¬ 
ties. “He is wondering why 
everyone is putting so much 
stock in them coming out 
next Tuesday," said an FBI 
agent 

In the war of nerves, the 
FBI continues to bombard 
the compound at night with 
arc lights and loud music to 
drive out the cult while sect 
members taunt the FBI with 
a new banner bung from 
their watchtower. It says: 
“FBI, God sees your lies."

Japanese threaten to 
pull out their troops

JAPAN issued a warning yes¬ 
terday that it might withdraw 
its troops from Cambodia if 
the Khmer Rouge mounts 
more attacks on UN personnel 
to disrupt next month’s 
elections. 

Toshio Nakayama, the de¬ 
fence minister, said in Tokyo: 
“If it becomes dear that a 
widespread armed disruption 
of the election is in force, we 
must of course think of an 
emergency evacuation or a 
halt in operations.” Mr 
NaJkayama’s remarks came 
after gunmen in Cambodia 
killed an unarmed Japanese 
UN volunteer.

Last night the United Na¬ 
tions Transitional Authority in 
Cambodia (Untac) announced 
that because of the “obvious 
danger” to its peacekeepers, 
all UN personnel using Cam¬ 
bodia's two main highways 
must travel in groups with an 
armed UN escort. A directive 
to afl Untac members asked 
them to increase vigilance 


when travelling on national 
routes 5 and 6 . which link the 
capital with the northwest of 
the country on both sides of 
the Tonle Sap lake. 

Latest reports indicate Mr 
Atsuhito was battered, possi¬ 
bly with rifle buds, before 
being shot when being 
stopped on his way to a 
security conference of electoral 
officials in the Kompong 
Thom province capital Ac¬ 
cording to field sources, he 
identified the armed men who 
stopped his vehicle as Khmer 
Rouge before his radio went 
dead.

FOR two days next week, it 
wfll be as if George Bush had 
never Left office. There will be a

The celebrations will be 
Kuwait's way of saying thank 
you to Mr Bush for leading 
the Gulf war coalition.

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Bonn takes hesitant step into battle to save face with Nato

GERMANY’S constitutional 
court has saved Bonn's face. In 
a 5-3 vote in Karlsruhe—cast, 
it seems, in a purely pragmatic 
spirit — the judges have per¬ 
mitted German aircrews to 
participate in the radar sur¬ 
veillance needed to enforce a 
no-fly zone over Bosnia. 

. That represents a victory for 
Helmut Kohl, the chancellor, 
though perhaps only a tempo¬ 
rary one. He can now shield 
Bonn from some of foe heavy 
criticism bom Washington 
about Germany’s weak com¬ 
mitment to the Nato alliance. 
Volker Ruhe. the defence min¬

Russia ready 
to veto UN 
tightening 
of sanctions

RUSSIA is threatening to use 
its veto in the United Nations 
Security Council for the first 
time since the end of the Cold 
War to block a resolution 
tightening UN sanctions on 
Yugoslavia.

Russia's 
UN ambassador, had warned 
key Western governments that 
Moscow might veto the resolu¬ 
tion. if it were to be put to a 
vote on Monday as planned. 

Moscow says it wants to 
allow more time for Vital! 
Churkin, President Yeltsin's 
special envoy to the Yugoslav 
peace talks, to pursue his peace 
effort with the Bosnian Serbs. 
Mr Churkin is due to travel 
from Belgrade to New York 
for talks this weekend aimed

The proposed new sanctions 
would tighten the existing 
embargo on Yugoslavia, mak¬ 
ing it more stringent than 
even that imposed on Iraq 
after the invasion of Kuwait 
The draft resolution would 
plug loopholes in the present 
embargo by banning afl trans¬ 
shipment of goods through 
Yugoslavia to other countries, 
unless approved by the UN. 
and by stopping all traffic on 
the Danube river unless a 
monitor was placed on board. 
All shipping inside Yugosla¬ 
via’s 12-mile territorial waters 
would be banned. The resolu¬ 
tion-would also authorise the 
seizure of any Yugoslav train, 
plane, ship or lorry suspected 
of breaking UN sanctions, 
and would freeze all Yugosla¬ 
via’s assets abroad. 

However, in a closed-door 
meeting of the security council 
on Thursday. Russia reserved 
its position on only two aspects 


of the new sanctions package: 
the paragraph allowing sei¬ 
zure of trains, planes and ships 
suspected of sanctions-bust- 
ing. and the provision allow¬ 
ing Western navies to 
intercept vessels in Yugoslav 
territorial waters. 

Western governments were 
angered by" the Russian veto 
threat, because they have been 
holding detailed negotiations 
on the text of the proposed 
sanctions resolution and 
agreed to a week-long delay in 
voting because Russia prom¬ 
ised to support the package on 
Monday. 

Diplomats held out the 
hope that Moscow would only 
abstain if the security counal 
were to vote on Monday — 
even though Moscow tradi¬ 
tionally believes it should not 
abuse its special privileges as a 
permanent security- council 
member by simply abstaining. 

Mr Churkin was quoted by 
a Russian foreign ministry 
spokesman yesterday as say¬ 
ing that the proposed new UN 
sanctions against the Serb-led 
rump state would be “an 
untimely and Harmful step" 
that could damage the search 
for peace. 

The Bosnian Serbs suggest¬ 
ed that Mr Churkin's endeav¬ 
ours could persuade them to 
sign a modified version of the 
Vance-Owen peace plan, 
which has been accepted by 
both the Bosnian Croats and 
the Mustim4ed government. 

Nikola Koljevic vice-presi¬ 
dent of the self-styled Bosnian 
Serb Republic, indicated that 
the proposals involved discus¬ 
sion on redrawing parts of 
maps intended in the plan to 
divide Bosnia .into ten prov¬ 
inces along ethnic lines. 

“The deputy Russian for¬ 
eign minister came with very 
interesting proposals which 
would certainly improve the 
Vance-Owen plan," Mr Kol¬ 
jevic said in the Serb-hdd 
Bosnian town of Zvomik. 

Lord Owen, the European 
Community’s peace envoy, 
said yesterday the Western 
powers may have to use mili¬ 
tary force to bring peace to 
Bosnia-Herzegovina. He 
vowed to "sweat my guts out” 
in his pursuit of an end to the 
carnage in the former Yugo¬ 
slav republic.

Morillon limelight irks French officers

SEVEN months after General 
Philippe Morillon took over 
United Nations forces in Bos¬ 
nia-Herzegovina. senior 
French officers are unhappy 
about his emergence as a 
world celebrity and want him 
brought home immediately 
and replaced by a division 
commander who has already 
been designated for the job. 

The general's future is likely 
to be brought up by Francois 
Ltotard, the defence minister 


in the new Gaullist-led gov¬ 
ernment who travelled for his 
first visit to Bosnia yesterday. 
According to reports among 
the militaiy over the past week 
and published in Liberation 
yesterday, the chiefs of the 
general staff, commanded by 
Admiral Jacques Lanxade. 
began pressing for General 
Morfllon’s recall to his regi¬ 
mental headquarters in Metz 
as soon as the new conserva¬ 
tive government took office on 
March 30. 

His UN mission is open- 
ended and the general has no 


intention of returning. The 
main motive for the recall 
pressure cited by liberation 
was a dislike of the publicity 
the general has attracted from 
the stand he has taken over 
Srebrenica. 

Other officers, however, are 
outspoken in their support of 
General Morillon, a one-time 
French Legion officer who 
gave up a senior staff job in 
Paris to return to active sol¬ 
diering. Curiously, he has 
become more of a hero abroad 
than in his own country, 
where the media have given 


relatively modest coverage of 
his beauxgestes in Srebrenica 
and his battles with the UN 
bureaucracy. 

General Pierre Mignot, 
who succeeded General 
Morillon as chief of staff of tbe 
First Army in Metz early last 
year, told The Times this week 
that he was proud - of his 
colleague's bravery and gener¬ 
osity. If he had not been 
idolised in France, it was 
“partly because he is a modest 
rather private man and he has 
not gone out of his way to 
court the media".

T17 ashington is engaged in 
VV a debate of an intensity 
unseen since tbe Gulf war 
over what to do about the 
chaos in Bosnia.

“emotional gratification" of 
punishing the Serbs.

"That's what my instinct 
tells me, but I just don’t 
know," die source said., Arm¬ 
ing the Bosnian Muslims 
would also end the relief 
operations, but then Bosnia's 
government had itself asked 
for guns over food. 

“It’s a horrible trade-off, 
but one we think worth mak¬ 
ing," said the official.

PRESIDENT Yeltsin yester¬ 
day launched his campaign 
for this month’s referendum 
by cancelling recent petrol and

At a meeting with the coun¬ 
try’s media chiefs, Mr Yeltsin 
said that the “world would 
shudder" jf he lost tbe vote. 
His spokesman. Vyacheslav 
Kostikov, also announced that 
Mr Yeltsin was now prepared 
to face early elections, a step he 
had previously resisted. A 
government commission 
under Viktor Chernomyrdin, 
tire prime minister, is to be set 
up to monitor the referen¬ 
dum’s preparation and run¬ 
ning — an attempt to prevent 
parliament and the local sovi¬ 
ets loyal to it from 
monopolising the organis¬ 
ation of the vote. 

With the referendum taking 
on the character of a show¬ 
down, Mr Yeltsin is empha¬ 
sising the vote of confidence in 
him and the call for early elee- 
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tions as the most important 
questions on the ballot sheet 
The Congress of People's Dep¬ 
uties has insisted on the inclu¬ 
sion of a vote on the reforms, 
which is unlikely to yield a 
high rating, and the constitu¬ 
tional court is due to rule in the 
coming days on whether the 
failure to include a vote of con¬ 
fidence in congress, which Mr 
Yeltsin had requested, means 
the questions are weighted 
against the president 

But the Russian leader, 
bolstered by his success in co¬ 
opting President Clinton as an 
ally at the Vancouver summit 
and by a steady lead over his 
opponents in the opinion 
polls, now appears to have 
accepted even the slanted 
terms of the vote set by 
parliament and is throwing 
himself into the fight with 
characteristic energy. He is to 
visit the grimy industrial 
heartlands of Siberia next 
week and is intent on taking 
his case to the people. 

Mr Yeltsin's arch-rival, Rus¬ 
lan Khasbulatov, the parlia¬ 
mentary chairman, responded 


by calling on people to vote 
against Mr Yeltsin and his 
economic policies and stepped 
up his already colourful insults 
against the democratic camp, 
comparing the government’s 
radical reformers to Rasputin. 
Addressing deputies, he de¬ 
nied that the referendum was 
a battle between the forces of 
reform and conservatism, and 
said that parliament repre¬ 
sented tbe only balancing 
force against “those who want 
to push ahead regardless ... 
even at the price of impover¬ 
ishing the people". 

□Minsk pact The parliament 
in the former Soviet republic 
of Brioiussia voted yesterday 
for a collective security pact 
with Russia, a move opposed 
by President Shushkevich and 
nationalist groups. 

Deputies voted by an over¬ 
whelming majority for the 
pact as demonstrators against 
it ringed the building. Mr 
Shushkevich called for a refer¬ 
endum on the decision, saying 
parliament's vote threatened 
the emerging identity of Belo- 
russia as an independent state.

PRESIDENT Yeltsin yester¬ 
day intervened in the Nagor¬ 
no-Karabakh conflict but 
efforts to arrange a ceasefire 
appeared doomed. 

In a message to the presi¬ 
dents of rival Azerbaijan and 
Armenia, the Russian leader 
repressed alarm at the fight¬ 
ing and offered to mediate, his

Both the Transcaucasian 
nations denied any knowledge 
of a ceasefire due to begin 
yesterday, announced on 
Thursday by Pavd Grachev, 
the Russian defence minister. 

The Azerbaijan defence 
ministry accused Armenian 
forces of shelling Fizuli, a 
strategically vital town south of 
the disputed enclave, and cap¬ 
turing a nearly village. 

But there was no other 
indication as to whether either 
side was observing a truce, the 
latest in a long series of 
attempts to end the fiv&year- 
old conflict, which has killed 
more than 2.500 people.

THIS Easter was supposed to 
mark a turning point in 
Polish-Jewish relations, from 
the Polish perspective. The 
50th anniversary of the War¬ 
saw ghetto uprising falls this 
month and a series of com¬ 
memorative events has been 
planned. Yitzhak Rabin, the 
Israeli prime minister, is 
among those scheduled to pay 
tribute to the ghetto uprising 
at a ceremony. 

However, the flare-up of a 
fiveyear argument about the 
use and meaning of Auschwitz 
concentration camp threatens 
to disrupt the delicate relation¬ 
ship between Polish Catholics 
and tbe Jewish community. 
The World Jewish Congress is 
threatening to boycott the 
ceremony unless the Polish 
authorities immediately hon¬ 
our their promise to move 
Carmelite nuns from their 
convent next to the walls of the 
concentration camp. 

Dr Marek Edelman, one of 
the few survivors of the upris¬ 
ing, has appealed to Jewish 
leaders to come to Warsaw. 


“Your presence wifl not only 
be symbolic—it will also be an 
expression of protest against 
present crimes, both against 
individuals and nations." 

Jewish activists have been 
saying for the part five years 
that the small Carmelite con¬ 
vent — housing 30 nuns — is 
an offence to their religion, 
that it attempts to christianise 
what is in effect the world's 
largest Jewish graveyard. The 
Carmelites, backed by the Po¬ 
lish Churcb hierarchy, say 
they are praying for the souls 
of all Auschwitz victims. Jews, 
Christians and non-believers. 
After some bard bargaining— 
and some noisy demonstra¬ 
tions at die convent — it was 
agreed that a prayer complex 
would be built some distance 
from the camp- This would 
contain not only a new Carme¬ 
lite convent, but also an ecu- 
raenical prayer centre. Yet the 
building has been slow and 
the nuns have still not moved. 
The Polish Church claims the 
shift is imminent that it is 
merely a matter of moving 


with dignity and not under 
pressure; some Jewish leaders, 
however, are suspicious. 

Underpinning the argu¬ 
ment is the Jewish conviction 
that the Polish government is 
under the sway of Christian 
nationalists.

tivity towards Jewish concerns 
and may even conceal a deep¬ 
er anti-SemitisTO. 

Jewisft historians believe 
that anti-Semitic attitudes 
were widespread in Poland 
between the wars, and that 
this led to public indifference 
to Jews being murdered by the 
Nazis. Polish Catholics regard 
this as a one-sided interpreta¬ 
tion of history. They 
emphasise that Poles helped 
protect Jews from the Nazis 
and gave assistance during the 
1943 uprising. They were 
themselves victims of Nazi 
tenor. Above all, Poles are 
hurt that they should some¬ 
how be judged on the same 
level as the- Germans who, 
after all, set up the death 
camps.

Sometimes liv¬ 
ing here among so many 
people, half of whom have 
an antipathy to sleep, is like 
being trapped in a crowded 
lift, bodies squelched 
against you, stanng into 
someone volcanic pores, 
breathing another's breath. 
Non-communication is the 
only way to remain alone 
and sane. Open your mouth 
and untold webs of horror 
will draw you in. Safer to 
keep moving. 

And then l came across 
an essay by Gertrude Stein, 
explaining America to the 
French. “I used to tell them 
there is no sky over there, 
there is only air when you 
look up at the tall buildings 
at the time 1 left America the 
Flatiron was the tallest 
one...well anyway, I al¬ 
ways explained America by 
this thing, this lack of 
passion they call repression 
and gangsters, and savag¬ 
ery. ..and everybody not 
thinking because they had 
to drink and keep moving, 
in Europe when they drink 
they sit still but not in 
America and that is because 
there is no sky, there is no 
lid on top of them."

S cience and religion are basi¬ 
cally incompatible, though 
not necessarily in opposition. 
Science tries to understand 
how the world works and is constant¬ 
ly tested against reality. Theories that 
are inconsistent or at odds with 
experiment must be rejected. By 
contrast, religion is largely based on 
unquestioning certainties. One can 
discuss with Catholic theologians 
what it means for God to be in 
neither time nor space, but one 
cannot show that God does not exist 
There are those who would claim 
that there is evidence for the existence 
of God in both historical records and 
the special nature of religious experi¬ 
ence. As the philosopher A.N. White- 
head put it “The dogmas of religion 
are attempts to formulate in precise 
terms the truths described in the 
religious experience of mankind. In 
exactly the same way. the dogmas of 
physical science are attempts to 
formulate in precise terms the truths 
discovered by the sense perceptions of 
mankind." But this view is quite 
misleading. Why. for example, 
should religious experience have a 
special validity and imply the exis¬ 
tence of entities not accessible by any 
other means? However intense and 
remarkable a religious experience 
may be, it cannot be granted special 
privileges, any more than dreams can 
or should. There is nothing in 
religious experience that is, in princi¬ 
ple, incompatible with science. 

What about miracles? There is little 
to say that has not been said by the 
philosopher David Hume, who coun¬ 
tered such arguments: no testimony 
is sufficient to establish a mirade. 
unless the testimony be of such a kind 
that its falsehood would be more 
miraculous than the phenomenon 
that it endeavours to establish. 

It cannot properly be argued that to 
believe that miracles cannot happen 
is as much an act of faith as to believe 
that they can. The very nature of 
miracles is that they confound scien¬ 
tific understanding. But unlike sci¬ 
ence. mirades are not open to 
examination, and tike so-called para¬ 
normal events, the evidence for 
mirades. heaven, hell, or any sort of 
afterlife is simply not sustainable 
within a scientific view of the world. 
There is no evidence. Those who 
believe that religion and science are 
compatible have to believe in things 
demonstrably unscientific. To dte 


P eople stflU commonly sup¬ 
pose that God works by a 
kind of magic, and that if 
mortals are capable of ex¬ 
plaining the mechanics of the Uni¬ 
verse then the whole concept of 
divinity is rendered unnecessary. 

But the creation myths of the Old 
Testament actually describe a God 
who operates through observable 
laws and through the unfolding of 
human events. Men and women are 
called to participate with him in 
the progressive development of the 
planet he has made as their provi¬ 
sional home. They are invited to 
explore the nature of die creation, in a 
process called science. 

Within the creation, the divine 
truths are sometimes expressed by 
miraculous dispensations—of which 
the Incarnation, the presence of God 
as an historical person, is the chief— 
yet the normal condition of things is 
predictable and ordered. God is not 
arbitrary; his dealings with men are 
made within a relationship, a Cove¬ 
nant, not by magical effusions. 

This Judaeo-Christian view of the 
world was in some contrast to. for 
example. Greek religion. The Greeks 
believed the gods capricious in their 
involvement with the physical world 
and in the affairs of men; their will 
was discovered by drug-crazed orac¬ 
les at Delphi or the rustling of leaves 
at Dodona. In Christianity, as succes¬ 
sor to the Jewish original, the divine 
laws can be discovered through nat¬ 
ure and reason, and through revela¬ 
tion. The mechanics of the Universe 
are ultimately capableof explanation, 
even if they seem, still, some way from 
actually being explained. 

Thus Christians have always em¬ 
phasised education and the pursuit of 
knowledge. The foundations of mod¬ 
em science, indeed, were laid in the 
Christian universities of the 18th and 
19th centuries. The Judaeo-Christian 
God was also first known through 
history; he was known, that is to say. 
not tty magical forces but in real 
episodes of the human drama. He 
was known through a people, in their 


Religious thinking does 
not produce knowledge 


Hume ag pin , “Our most holy reli¬ 
gion is founded on Faith, not 
reason". For Hume, religion simply 
postulated unknown causes to ex¬ 
plain complex events. We also have to 
recognise that the Scriptures are in 
direct conflict with science, as Galileo 
found to his cost We are more dosdy 
related to apes than the Scriptures 
would like, and women did not have 
their origin in Adam's rib. 

But scientists themselves do have 
problems. However successful their 
theories may be, there will always be 
an irreducible set of laws, or funda¬ 
mental particles which must be taken 
as given, without any cause. There 
must come a point at which there is 
no cause, no explanation: the origin 


of the universe must ultimately be 
inexplicable and something must be 
taken as an unquestioned starting 
point. Sdence can never provide the 
answers to everything: even when 
there is a unified theory that might 
explain almost eveptifing. there must 
always be something — the justifica¬ 
tion for the theory, the basic postu¬ 
lates — that remains unexplained, 
unaccounted for. and scientists must 
accept this. They just have to live with 
it, painful or not Worse stilL there are 
whole areas of life where science has 
nothing to say. although Tolstoy per¬ 
haps went too far when he daimed 
that "Sdence is meaningless because 
it gives no answer to our question, the 
only important question for us, ‘whai 


shaD we do and how shall we be? 
Yet Tolstoy was correct in that sdence 
cannot provide a basis for our moral¬ 
ity or laws. Forsome, morality can be 
based only on religion, but for others, 
like me, this is not necessary. 

Sdentists, or anyone else, without 
religion, have to face a world in which 
there is no real purpose, no meaning 
to torment and jpy. and accept that 
when we are dead we vanish, that 
there is no afterlife. So it is not at all 
surprising that many scientists today 
are deeply religious — apparently 
more physicists than biologists. 
Many of the greatest sdentists say 
they have had no difficulty in 
reconciling religion and science. 
Newton even saw himself as God's

trauma of slavery and redemption, 
with their folk-wandering and their 
territorial ambitions, and their grad¬ 
ual discovery of religious values in the 
nomadic circumstances of life in the 
stark darity of the desert Modem 
people, again, find difficulty with this 
particularisation of the divine — that 
God delivered himself to a particular 
people in real historical sequences. 

■Hie modem intelligence prefers 
the general to the particular when it 
comes to grand explanations of real¬ 
ity, but the way of God expresses the 
truth that the universal may only be 
known about through smaller em¬ 
bodiments of itself. It was not the 
supposed conflict of science and 
religion in the 19th century that 


prompted intellectual doubt abotzr 
the veracity of religious phenomena: 
it was anthropological discoveries 
(with consequent cultural relativism} 
and the development of historical 
method, which jointly showed the 
Jewish experience not to be unique. 
They were a nomadic people just like 
other nomadic peoples; their God 
seemed little more than the attribu¬ 
tion of a marginalised tribe in search 
of significance. The Scriptures 
seemed to have been undermined. 

How do things stand now, at the 
end of the 20th century? Large parts 
of the science and religion debate of 
the past rested on false premises, and 
that problem persists. Sceptical scien¬ 
tists regard religion as a matter of 


individual feelings and emotion, and 
perhaps as a dimension of aesthetic 
sensation. Many contemporary 
Christians, alas, are prepared to 
agree with them. But Christianity is 
not a religion that depends for its 
authority or authenticity upon indi¬ 
vidual experience: it is objectively 
true, to which its sacramental struc¬ 
ture bears testimony. It has a reality 
outside foe emotional requirements 
of its adherents, precisely because it 
calls them to be attentive to a God 
whose will is delivered to a contin¬ 
uing tradition of believers. 

God made a real creation, with real 
laws of operation and mechanics, 
human and physical, which disclose 
his nature. God became man, the 


prophet, and spent innumerable 
hours showing how the secrets of 
nature were hidden in the Bible. 
Michael Faraday’s scientific owny- 
irv was intimately involved with his 
Christian beliefs. He was a member 
of a small Sandemaman sect who be¬ 
lieved in foe literal interpretation of 
the Bible. And while there is some 
ambiguity in Einstein's attitude to 
religion, he did write "A legitimate 
conflict between sdence and religion 
cannot exist. Sdence without religion 
is lame, religion without sdence is 
blind.” What he is saying is perhaps 
similar to what Tolstoy had in mind. 

H ow. if religion and sci¬ 
ence are incompatible 
in foe sense 1 have 
described, can one ac¬ 
count for foe beliefs of such sdentists? 
My only explanation is that doing 
science and religious feelings involve 
such different modes of thoughr that 
they- can coexist. The incompatibility 
need never confront sdentists in their 
daily work. Religion is a natural 
mode of thought found in all societ¬ 
ies. while science is an unnatural 
mode of thought that arose only once, 
in andent Greece. Faith and reason 
can live side by side provided one 
does not tiy to reconcile them. 

It is a widely held and mistaken 
view that science is responsible for the 
decline in religious belief. There is 
very little evidence to support such a 
view, and foe reasons for the weaken¬ 
ing of foe authority of foe Church are 
much more complex. But there is one 
piece of evidence which 1 find strik¬ 
ing. In foe United States, where 
sdence is much more part of the 
culture than in this country’, more 
than 90 per cenr of the population is 
religious. This alone should counter 
the absurd claim by our present 
education minister that sdence has 
impoverished our spiritual values. 

There will always be religion, and J 
hope there will always be sdence. Sd¬ 
ence is much more fragile. It requires 
free and critical discussion in order to 
survive. To reject sdence because one 
does not like what it tells us is to 
choose dogma and ignorance. But 
religion, relying as it does on dogma, 
does not have such problems.

T he intellectual scepticism of 
the modem world is not as 
some would like to suppose, 
derived from irrefutable sci¬ 
entific facts. It is, on the contrary, a 
very human response to a complicat¬ 
ed array of circumstances. The begin¬ 
ning is humanism itself, foe value 
now placed on the welfare and 
entitlements of individuals. How can 
a God exist, many ask, who allows 
fearful diseases and dreadful catas¬ 
trophes? Now foal is not a sdentific 
question but a moral one. Mass edu¬ 
cation plays some part in the growing 
disinclination to trust traditional 
religion. This is not because people 
are really any more enlightened, but 
because of their need to imagine that 
in taking up the packaged explana¬ 
tions of the accessible pundits, they 
are thinking for themselves. 

The trouble with our society is that 
we expea people to act reasonably. 
We are optimistic about the human 
capacity to contrive, if not paradise, a 
kind of resting place for mankind 
upon foe planet Men of sdence en¬ 
courage the idea. Christianity, on the 
other hand, points to foe unpleasing 
facts of human nature; men and 
women stand in need of personal 
redemption. The fishermen of Gali¬ 
lee were not called from their nets in 
order to discuss foe need for en¬ 
hanced levels of human comfort but 
to become foe followers of Christ

brated. but it will not go 
unmarked. Armed with a 
further ] 2 months of material, 
author and political commen¬ 
tator Bruce Anderson has 
been commissioned to update 
his tome. John Major The 
Making of a Prime Minister. 

Publisher Fourth Estate has 
asked for foe update to be 
completed in time for foe Tory 
party conference, when the 
Anderson oeuvre can fight it 
out in the foyers with the 
Thatcher memoirs, and Lord 
Lawson In paperback. 

Major will find that unlike 
the original edition, which 
was very flattering, some of foe 
new contents are uncomfort¬ 
able reading.

Germany must explore the sensitivities about its military role

Genman/s position within Nato has been 
eroded since unification. No longer a 
frontline state or the centrestone of Nato’s 
ronyentional defence against the Warsaw 
Pact Germany should have been searching 
? r V 1 ?* ra,e within the alliance. Instead it 
has dodged the important questions, scaled 
down the army for financial rather than 
strategic reasons and sheltered behind its 
constitution to avoid military entanglement 
outside the immediate Nato region. Presi- 
CBnton and the Pentagon have not 
hidden their irritation about what they see as 
a withdrawal from global responsibilities. 
German military commentators note that on 
some Nato issues, Bonn carries Jess weight 
than Denmark, Holland or Italy. 

Germany’s constitutional court therefore 
made a sensible, pragmatic ruling on 
Thursday in allowing German aircrew to 
take parr in policing the no-fly zone over 
Bosnia. The judges in Karlsruhe stopped 
well short, though, of authorising the use of 
ground troops outside the Nato area or 
allowing Germans to fly direct combat 
missions. That too was well advised. 

Germany’s defence posture is resolutely 
European and favours mixed units, from 
Awacs to the joint German-French brigade. 
Had the court ruled against German Awacs 
participation, then every joint mission 
involving German forces would have been 
open to question. 

Yet a balance has to be strode between 
playing a full, developed part in Nato, and 
reassuring those many countries still ner¬ 
vous about the future projection of German 
military power abroad. Across the German 
political spectrum there is agreement that 
the country should not take part in military 
operations in those areas with wartime 
memories of the WehrmachL 

That seems a reasonable and politically 
sensitive precaution. But in practice it would 
exclude Germany from acting in countries 


between the Polar Cirde in the north and the 
Libyan deserts in the south, between the 
Atlantic in the west and Moscow in the east 
The highly delicate relationship with Israel 
would predude a military involvement in the 
Middle East and many former African 
colonies have no great enthusiasm for 
German uniforms. That does not leave 
much scope for action. A new confidence¬ 
building strategy has to be devised to allow 
Germany to join in the many peacekeeping 
operations around the world. 

The priority is not so much to change the 
constitution as to change the psychology of 
ordinary Germans and their army. The 
Bundeswehr has not been trained adequate¬ 
ly for out-of-area missions and is nervous of 
combat of any kind. Not a single German 
soldier today has overseas combat exper¬ 
ience. The army’s strategy and equipment is 
still geared to a defensive war against the 
defunct Warsaw Para. Moreover the 
Bundeswehr is a conscript army, highly edu¬ 
cated but also on occasions critical of polio- 1 
cal decisions. There was a big, potentially I 
debilitating debate within the army about 
the rights and wrongs of deploying German 
aircraft in Turkey during the Gulf War. 

There is little doubt that every small, 
subsequent German move towards military 
involvement abroad will be the subject of 
agonising self-analysis as well as political 
bargaining. But the time has come for the 
German government to set in train a 
national and international debate. Would 
the Poles, Russians or Israelis, for example, 
object to Bonn’s participation in pearekeep- 
mg operations? If so, what restraints should 
be put on the German role? How far are the 
Germans themselves ready to abandon the 
status of military eunuch? Germany’s allies 
need to be patient with Bonn — it has been 
only two-and-a-half years since unification— 
but Chancellor Kohl must at least start to 
frame the issues. 


FIXED IN STONE 

The government may regret the current craze in mortgages 


Along with signs that the housing market is 
reviving come signals that consumer canni¬ 
ness too is in sap. With base rates at their 
lowest for 16 years, borrowers are flocking to 
take up fixed-rate mortgages which guar¬ 
antee today’s rates for the next two, five or 
even ten years. In the .first quarter of last 
year, applications for fixed-rate mortgages 
made up just five to ten per cent of the totaL 
In the same period of this year, they readied 
40 percent 

What is an innovation in Britain is 
common practice abroad. Fewer than 10 per 
cent of all existing mortgages in Britain are 
at fixed rates, compared with more than 80 
per cent in America and around 90 per cent 
in Germany, France and Japan. Until very 
recently, the British were offered little choice. 
British building societies, which had a vir¬ 
tual monopoly on mortgage lending until 
the 1980s, had to match that lending by tor- 
rowing from savers. And savings, tradition¬ 
ally, were at floating rates. Now, like their 
counterparts in much of continental Europe, 
the building societies can borrow money in 
the capital markets and can also insure 
themselves against interest rate changes. 

This means that as long as they have 
properly hedged their risks, building soci¬ 
eties will not be caught out if interest rates 
subsequently rise. In America, by contrast, 
thousands'of savings and loan institutions 
(the equivalent of building societies) col¬ 
lapsed in the 1980s because they were lend¬ 
ing long-term at fixed rates, but borrowing 
short-term, often at floating rates. The 
federal government had to spend hundreds 
of billions of dollars to bail them out 

The availability of fixed-rate mortgages is 


a great boon to householders. Though the 
penalties are high if borrowers pull out 
before the loan expires, at least the worry of 
higher rates is removed. When base rates 
nearly doubled in the space of a few months 
in autumn 2988, borrowers were left gasp¬ 
ing at the effect on their disposable income. 
Repayments that might have seemed pen. 
ferity manageable when the mortgage was 
taken out were suddenly crippling. A fixed- 
rate mortgage is tire best way to ensure that 
such a shock cannot happen. 

Yet the increasing popularity of fixed-rate 
loans may instead prove a headache to the 
government The feet that most Britons bor¬ 
row at floating rates has meant that mone¬ 
tary policy is a useful fine-tuning device for 
the economy. If the Chancellor raises or cuts 
interest rates by a point, borrowers feel the 
effect almost immediately. They are more 
sensitive than, say, Germans or Americans 
to these changes, and tend to rein in or 
increase their spending accordingly. 

Governments can always use fiscal polity 
— raising or cutting taxes and public 
spending — to influence the direction of the 
economy. But it is a much blunter in¬ 
strument: slower to enact, since Chancellors 
usually want to wait until the Budget, and 
then slower to produce the required effect. !

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turists, homeopaths and hypnotherapists to 
whom they can refer their patients. Some are 
even qualified to offer these treatments 
themselves as an adjunct to traditional 
medicine. But the legacy of antipathy 
remains: lad: of government recognition 
means that no publicly accountable stan¬ 
dards exist for a whole range of treatments. 

Hypnosis has proved to be a valuable aid 
to dieting, giving up smoking and overcom¬ 
ing phobias — unlike many alternative 
treatments which may be championed by 
groups of followers but whose effectiveness is 
largely a matter of faith. There is a strong 
case for reputable practitioners to form a 
national accreditation body which would 
have something of the force of a licensing 
authority. Bui in the world of com¬ 
plementary medicine, this kind of uniform 
self-regulation has proved extremely difficult 
to erect. There is a vast number of different 
organisations which recommend different 
techniques and systems of training. 

The real problem may be that the concept 
of alternative therapy itself defies regulation. 
If all existing complementary treatments 
were subsumed under respectable govern¬ 
ment control, this might only give rise to an¬ 
other wave of un orthodoxies which went 
beyond the reach of those legal limits. But, 
for conscientious hypnotherapists, as well as 
those in conventional medicine who admire | 
its humane — and inexpensive — effects, 
there would be much to gain from serious 
collaborative efforts to regularise its practice. 
In this case, reassuring patients has a parti¬ 
cularly dose relationship to helping them. 


The principles of 
teaching religion 

From Mr Philip Gore and others 

Sir, At this most important time of the 
Christian year it distresses a number 
of us who are members of the General 
Synod that the Church of England 
has adopted a polity which has led it 
to endorse religious education sylla¬ 
buses with a grossly inadequate 
Christian content 
According to a disturbing report 
published last month by the National 
Curriculum Council, no local edu¬ 
cation authority syllabus examined by 
the council complies with the require¬ 
ment of the 1988 Education Reform 
Act that religious education should be 
“in the main Christian-. None stales 
what proportion of time should be 
devoted to Christian teaching. 

The greatest tragedy of aD is that the 
Church of England has tailed to use 
the influence and ultimately its right 
of veto to stop such syllabuses, which 
the NCC regards as illegal. The 
Church has endorsed at least 27 of the 
syllabuses. Its authorities should 
launch an enquiry into how this sorry 
stale of affairs has arisen. 

Although less than 4 per cent of the 
population adhere to a non-Christian 
faith we believe that young people 
should leant about the important 
non-Christian faiths represented in 
Great Britain. It is better to do this at 
the secondary stage and to ensure that 
ail young people study one faith or. 
exceptionally, two faiths coherently 
and in detail, with introductory work 
on other faiths. 

Instead of this, many diocesan 
advisers have been backing syllabuses 
which set no limit on the number of 
faiths to be studied, even for children 
as young as five. This is bad educa¬ 
tional practice and leads to teaching 
which tends to trivialize all faiths. 

The Church of England must 
demand clear and full Christian 
content in all locally agreed syllabuses 
of religious education. Local church 
authorities have a right of veto. For 
the good of our children they must be 
prepared to use it

Sir, There is a nice irony in the 
proposal by Bishop Konstant chair¬ 
man of the Catholic Education Ser¬ 
vice for England and Wales, for the 
current Education BiD to be amended 
“to safeguard the partnership be¬ 
tween church and state" (report, April 
5. early editions). 

The partnership was enshrined in 
the Education Act 1944. That re¬ 
mains unchanged unless schools opt 
for control by the Funding Agency for 
Schools. 

As the bishop has indicated. Catho¬ 
lic education is known for the atten¬ 
tion it gives to spiritual and moral 
values. What seems problematic is the 
weakness of the moral position which 
encourages church schools to opt out 
of local education authorities on the 
basis that they win thereafter receive a 
disproportionately large share of the 

finite resources available for the 
public education service. 

The partnership between church, 
state and the local education authori¬ 
ties is put at risk only if the present 
arrangements are allowed to break 
down. Cardinal Hume and the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury have given 
principled leads on the issue of grant- 
maintained schools. It is to be hoped 
that others will follow, or be very dear 
as to why they have difficulty in so 
doing.

Hoover promotion are a rarity. 

Hoover will pay die price, not only 
of a £20 million profits write-off, but 
also of potentially serious damage to 
its hitherto spotless brand reputation, 
as a result of a scheme put together by 
its own marketing department. This 
cautionary tale offers three key lessons 
for management 

First, to become more involved in 
key promotional derisions at a senior 
level. It is too important a function to 
be delegated to junior marketing 
management. 

Secondly, to become totally quality¬ 
conscious by ensuring that promo¬ 
tional activity not only looks good in 
presentation, but provides satisfaction 
to the consumer in delivery. “Small- 
prinr promotions must be avoided. 

Thirdly, to recognise the expertise 
available from the many experienced 
and professional consultancies, whose 
creativity and strategic insight are 
acknowledged worldwide.

The private life 
of du Maurier 

From Mr Michael Thornton 

Sir, Granada Television is screening 
on Sunday a documentary on Dame 
Daphne du Maurier, filmed to co¬ 
intide with the publication of Mar¬ 
garet Forsters official biography. 

When it was first suggested that i 
might appear in the Granada film 1 
declined, on the same grounds that! 
hesitated before malting available to 
Miss Forster my own letters and 
memories. During a friendship of 
more than 30 years I knew Dame 
Daphne as a woman who valued her 
privacy and unvaryingly stated that 
she wished to have no official biog¬ 
raphy after her death involving the 
publication of her letters, diaries and 
private papers. It was only at the 
request of her family, therefore, that I 
gave Miss Forster some, but by no 
means all, of Dame Daphne's letters. 

I was urged to reconsider my 
objections to appearing in the docu¬ 
mentary. and I did so upon the 
understanding that I was to be asked 
about her influence on ray own life 
when young and also about what she 
told me concerning her reaction to 
finding a bundle of letters written to 
her husband before their marriage by 
Jan Ricardo, his former fiancee. It 
was the discovery of these letters that 
inspired Rebecca, which Dame 
Daphne always described as “a study 
in jealousy”. 

When the time came for the 
interview I found that h was to be 
filmed at the Aldwych Theatre — 
where Gertrude Lawrence starred in 
Dame Daphne's play, September 
Tide —and that far from being asked 
about Jan Ricardo, I was being 
questioned on film by Margaret 
Forster about Gertrude Lawrence — 
whom I met once onty when I was 
eif>ht — and about Dame Daphne's 
altitude to homosexuality. 

I expressed misgivings to Dame 
Daphne’s son, Christian Browning, 
about how this interview was to be 
used, and shortly afterwards a news¬ 
paper article appeared, alleging a 
physical relationship between Dame 
Daphne and Gertrude Lawrence. 

I have never believed there was any 
such relationship. Daphne fantasised 
and role-played afl her life. 

It is significant that not one word 
survives on paper from Gertrude 
Lawrence supporting this alleged 
relationship, and no member of Miss 
Lawrence’s family believes ft to be 
true. 

I twice wrote to the producer of the 
Granada documentary, asking for my 
interview to be removed from the film. 
Granada declined and sent me a form 
for consent to the use of the material, 
which I returned unsigned. 

The inclusion of this interview on 
Sunday, therefore, is without my 
approval and entirely against my 
expressed wishes. I feel 1 owe it to the 
memory of Daphne du Maurier to 
make these facts public

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Volcanic eruption preserved 3,500-year-old wall paintings 


By Norman Hammond 

ANCIENT murals never before published nor seen 
by the public are revealed in a new book. The Wall- 
Paintings of Them, which documents the astonish¬ 
ing discoveries made at the Akrotiri site on the 
island of Thera (or Santorini) in the Aegean, where 
buildings 3,500 years old have been preserved up to 
three stories high. 

The preservation, by a volcanic ashfafl accompa¬ 
nying die colossal eruption that blew the heart out 


of Thera around 1628 BC, has shown a Bronze Age 
world rivalled only by the famous murals of 
Knossos, the Minoan palace on Crete, eighty miles 
to the south of Thera. About half the paintings, 
which were excavated nearly twenty years ago by 
die late Professor Spyridon Marinatos and subse¬ 
quently by Professor Christos Domnas, have been 
on display in the National Museum in Athens. 

The other half says Mr Peter Nomikos. president 
of the Thera Foundation and a native of the island, 
“haw remained not only unpublished but also out 


of sigh r. in storage or in the Thera museum, which 
has yet to be opened to the public. The painti n gs 
“present a brilliant new chapter in the history of 
Aegean painting". Professor Peter Warren of 
Bristol University says. 

The murals indude delicately drawn plants and 
animals, richlyaccoutred people engaged in many 
aspects of daily and ceremonial fife, ami astonish¬ 
ing tours-de-forxx fike the procession of elaborate 
barges in front of a rocky landscape, the only record 
of some ancient festival.

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EAST continually meets West 
these days. At the annual 
meeting of the Classical Asso¬ 
ciation in Durham, the school 
for gifted children in St Peters¬ 
burg is advertising for classics 
teachers to teach Latin ana 
Greek to the young from the 
age of seven. And Dr Naoko 
Yamagata of University Coll¬ 
ege London lone of the new 
wave of young scholars from 
die Far East studying the roots 
of western culture) compared 
the traditions of her two 
worlds from a vantage point 
that few westerners attain. 

Western scholars have la¬ 
belled Homer’s world a shame 
culture, and compare it to 
Japan. Dr Yamagata has 
found significant differences 
between die shame and guilt 
of Japanese tradition and 
those of western epic. In both 
warriors are supposed te fight 
to the death for their pride, 
and their women protest that 
they would rather die than 
survive their men. Bat in 
Homer there are no instances 
of suicide. In spite of their 
protesting, the ladies end up 


sleeping with the enemy. 

However, in Japanese epic, 
such as the medieval Tale of 
the Heike dan, there are 
constant suicides by women, 
children and warriors as proof 
of their loyalty. And society 
praises their behaviour. 

But the notion of shame is 
too simple to explain the 
complexities of behaviour in 
the western and eastern he¬ 
roes. East and west are study¬ 
ing each other's roots with 
more sympathetic under¬ 
standing than before. But 
those roots are still veiy differ¬ 
ent. Dr Peter Brown of Trinity- 
College. Oxford, examined the 
oid comic business of knock¬ 
ing on doors. From the earliest 
Greek comedy onwards to 
knock on a door has been used 
as a build-up for a surprise. 
The device is seldom used in 
tragedy. And when h is, as 
with the porter in Macbeth, it 
is used as comic relief. And 
cany-on knocking is stfll the 
slogan for our modem come¬ 
dians on television. To knock 
on a door means look out for a 
surprise and a joke.

RICHARD MELVILLE 


Richard Valentine 
Melville, geologist and 
palaeontologist, died on 
March 13 aged 79. He 
was born on February 14, 
1914, atHdworlh 
Barracks. 

RICHARD Melville was a 
hi leading expert in fossil sea- 
' urchins and something of a 
polymath whose breadth of 
interests, cultural as well as 
scientific, was gloriously sub¬ 
versive of the “two cultures’' 
school of over-specialisation. 

After graduating in 1938 
from Reading University, 
where he had come under the 
influence of the Professor H. 
L Hawkins, a world leader in 
the study of fossil sea urchins, 
he was appointed to the Geo¬ 
logical Survey and Museum 
(now the British Geological 
Survey). There he was to 
become a principal geologist, 
chief palaeontologist and fi¬ 
nally assistant director, retir¬ 
ing in 1974. 

rii His wort: involved identify- 
!r ing and interpreting fossils 
collected in die course of 
geological mapping and in 
deep boreholes. These are of 
great importance in analysing 
die stratigraphy and structure 
of rocks and essential to an 
understanding of mineral re¬ 
sources and engineering. 

Strictly speaking, Richard 
Melville specialised in Meso¬ 
zoic faunas of 65 to 250 
million years ago (although he 
often worked on carboniferous 
and tertiary sequences) and, in 
particular, Mesozoic echino- 
derms such as sea urchins, on 
the classification of which he 
contributed many papers and 
g. on which he was often consult- 
* ed from overseas. He was also 
an expen in the geology of 
many areas of the United 
Kingdom, especially the 
southeast 

During the war, he super¬ 
vised the transfer of the most 
important fossils to safer stor¬ 
age on the premises of the 
then University College. Ban¬ 
gor. Wartime survey work, 
relating mainly to mineral 
reserves, was to be the basis of 
his later work on die non¬ 
marine bivalves of the North 
Staffordshire coalfield (1947). 

During the 1950s, the sur¬ 
vey began a series of deep- 
cored boreholes to extend 
knowledge of the three-dimen¬ 
sional geology of the United 
Kingdom and to delimit po¬ 
tential resources of minerals 
such as coal and salt These 
yielded some important fossil

collections. Melville contribut¬ 
ed extensively to the Stoweli 
Park and Upton, Buiford, 
borehole accounts, identifying 
many specimens and describ¬ 
ing new taxa of moUusca. 

His work with the Geologi¬ 
cal Survey of Great Britain 
was interrupted by a four-year 
secondment (1961-65) to the 
British embassy in Paris as 
scientific attache and later 
scientific counsellor, he was 
also scientific advisor to the 
UK delegation to the OECD, 
studying the organisation and 
methods of geological surveys 
in a number of other Euro¬ 
pean countries. In 1971 -72 he 
was seconded to the Natural 
Environment Research Coun¬ 
cil as deputy secretary. He also 
served. 1972-75, as a member 
of the BBC’s science consulta¬ 
tive group. 

Melville was secretary of the 
Palaeontographical Society 
and editor of its monographs 
for 13 years. From 1968 to 
1985 he was secretary of the 
International Commission on 
Zoological Nomenclature, the 
unique world authority for the 
application of scientific names 
to all animal organisms, and 
editor of its bulletins. 

His association with the 
commission had started as 
early as 1953. when he was 
instrumental in revising the | 
Rules of Nomenclature, lead- I 
ing to the publication of the 
International Code of Zoolog¬ 
ical Nomenclature. In subse- 
quentyeais his achievement in 
raising funds for the commis¬ 
sion (of which he was complet¬ 
ing the centenary history at his 
death) was crucial to its 
survival. 

A kindly and convivial man. 
he was a member of a hetero¬ 
geneous collection of dubs 
including the Athenaeum but 
also the Tetrapods (“founded 
in 1930 as a dining dub for 
those interested in vertebrate 
zoology"; bid. according to at 
least one observer, most fasci¬ 
nating because “although the 
talks are indeed on verte¬ 
brates, these mostly have any¬ 
thing but four legs”) and the 
Lucxetians, founded in 1910 
and restricted to a small male 
membership, meeting at Kew 
Gardens in the summer in 
recent years. 

In addition to a prodigious 
list of scientific papers, he was 
the author with Frank Dimes 
of Fossil Collecting in the 
KTG (Know the Game) series 
for children. Blessed with a 
phenomenal memory for an¬ 
ecdote and literary quotation, 
and an aptitude for foreign 
languages, his wit and erudi¬ 
tion were legendary. 

As a young man he had 
studied the french horn under 
Aubrey Bran and played in 
the Newbury. Symphony Or¬ 
chestra under George 
Wheidon. During and just 
after the war he played with 
and for the Working Men’s 
College in northwest London, 
and published a paper in their 
journal of March 1949, on the 
history of the Uffington White 
Horse. 

His wife predeceased him in 
1982; be is survived by his 
daughter. 


ALEXANDRE 

MNOUCHKINE 


Alexandre Mnouchkine, 
doyen of French film 
producers, died in Paris 
on April 3 aged 85. He 
was born in SI Petersburg 
^ on February 10.1908. 

ALEXANDRE Mnouchkine. 

one of the giants of the French 
cinema with a career span¬ 
ning more than 60 years, had 
an instinct for backing films 
that appealed to a broad 
public. His productions, how¬ 
ever, were not low-brow but 
tended to bridge the gap 
between the commercial cine¬ 
ma and the so-called cinema 
d'auteur. He worked with a 
wide range of directors includ¬ 
ing Jean Cocteau. Chrisdan- 
Jaque, Claude Lelouch. Alajn 
Resnais. Bertrand Blier, 
Georges Lautner, Claude 
Miller and the Paris-Ameri¬ 
can Bob Swain. 

Mnouchkine emigrated to 
France after the Russian Revo¬ 
lution and his Erst job was as a 
junior prop roan with die 
celebrated director Ren6 Clair. 
He took French citizenship m 
1930 and by 1932 had set up 
as a producer. After the second 
world war he founded Films 
Ariane, named after one of his 
daughters. 

Mnouchkine produced two 
Jean Cocteau films. L'Aigle a 
deux tites and Les Parents 
Tenibles. in the late 1940s. 
while the following decade 
saw a string of successes, 
among them Christian- 

Jaque's swashbuckling 

Fanfan la Tulipe with Gerard 
Philippe, a legendary star; 
Babette fen va-t-en guerre 
with Brigitte Bardot and Ju¬ 
lian Duvivieris Le Retour de 
Don Camilla starring the 
great comic actor Fernandel. 
The 1960s saw the start ot a 

long association with Philippe 
de Broca and the actor Jean- 


Paul Belmondo. The latter 
became France’s number one 
box office star in Mnouchkine- 
backed adventure films such 
as L'homme de Rio, Le 
Magnifique and others. 
Mnouchkine also produced 
several films by Claude 
Lelouch. There followed 
Resnais’s Stavisky and Eller's 
Prepares vos mouchoirs. and 
then a series of thrillers, nota¬ 
bly Latimer's Le Professional 
Miller’s Garde d vue and 
Swain’s fast-moving La Bal¬ 
ance about the underworld. 

Mnouchkine was ever- 
ready to take risks saying that 
luck was as much an ingredi¬ 
ent of a film’s success as talent 
and hard work, and was often 
present in the studios lending 
a hand. He survived a serious 
heart attack in 1981 and was 
soon back in his office. Even 
when he relinquished the di¬ 
rection of Films Ariane he 
remained active as a producer 
with Name of the Rose with 
Sean Connery and the two- 
part epic La Revolution Fran¬ 
chise. made to coincide with 
the 1989 bicentennial of the 
storming of the Bastille. The 
film attracted him, he said, 
because it had been consid¬ 
ered an “impossible” project 

Mnouchkine kept his thick 
Russian accent and lived to 
fulfill his ambition to work, in 
his native land where last year 
he produced Eldar Riazanovas 
La Prediction. At the nme of 
his death, he was working in 
Italy with director Guiseppe 
Tomaiore with whom he had 
collaborated on the successful 
Cinema Paiadiso. In 1989. 
Mnouchkine was elected pres¬ 
ident of the Academic desarts 
e t technique du cinema which 
awards the C&are. Frances 
equivalent of the Oscars. 

He is survived by his two 
dau ghters. 


Charles Stuart, chairman and chief 
executive of Brymon Airways, 1983- 
91. and chairman of the Sooth West 
Regional Health Anthonly. 1990-92. 
died from a heart attack at his home 
in Tiverton. Devon, on April 7 aged 
64. He was bom in London on May 
28.1928. 

CHARLES STUART was a skilled and 
ardent upholder of British air transport 
throughout the past 25 years and made 
important contributions to the manage¬ 
ment and efficiency of a wide range of 
British air services. At the time of his 
death he was energetically and enthusias¬ 
tically in the thick of launching a new 
independent scheduled airline — Air 
Bristol—due to start services ibis year. He 
turned Brymon Airways into one of the 
country's most successful regional airlines 
during the 1980s and. despite setbacks, 
remained agreat believer in the potential 
growth of regional airline networks. He 
helped in the creation of London City 
Airport the rebuilding of Plymouth's 
airport and, in 1990. won the interna¬ 
tional Air Transport World Award for 
Best Regional Airline at a ceremony in 
New York. 

Charles Rowell Stuart was educated at 
St Olave’s and St Saviour'S Grammar 
School in London, and at the London 
School of Economics where he gained a 
BSc in economics before joining British 
Rail in its planning department from 
1951 to 1969. From BR he became 
corporate marketing director of British 
European Airways and. in 1972, director 
of BEA’s One-Eleven aircraft division. On 
the formation of British Airways. Stuart 
was appointed head of commercial plan¬ 
ning and pricing of its European division 
where, from 1973 to 1977, he was head 
of industrial affairs. He joined the British 
Airways board in 1977 and. with Sir Roy 
Watts, launched the successful series of 
shuttle services on BA’s domestic trunk 
routes. As a sideline he completed the first 
New York marathon as a member of the 
official British Airways team. During this 
time he was also a director of British 
Airways. Cyprus Airways. British Air

Tours. British Airways Association Com¬ 
panies and Trust House Forte Travel- 
In 1953, at the age of 55, Stuart retired 
from British Airways “to run a form in 
Devon”. That intention was. in the event, 
largely overtaken by an invitation to 
become chairman' and chief executive of 
tiie regional airline, Brymon Airways 
based at Roborough airport Plymouth. 
During the next eight years he led a team 
which built Brymon into one of the most 
successful of Britain’s regional airlines 
and a lead airline in the launch of the 
London City Airport. In the following 
year Stuart retired from Brymon to 
become chairman of the South West 


Regional Health Authority and subse¬ 
quently to join also the boards of South 
West Water, Exeter Airport and to 
become a university governor. 

In 1989 he had delivered the Brancker 
Memorial lecture before the Chartered 
Institute of Transport on the require¬ 
ments for the successful development of 
future British air transport 

In May of 1992 Stuart suffered a severe 
heart attack from which he had appeared 
to have recovered. 

Charles Stuart married Anne Grace 
Mingo in 1951. She survives him 
together with their two daughters and a 
son. 


BOBBY MITCHELL 


Bobby MitcbeB, Newcastle United 
and Scotland mtpra atmnai footballer 
died in hospital in Tyneside on April 
8 aged 68. He was bora in Glasgow 
on August 16,1924. 

BOBBY Mitchell played outside left for 
Newcastle United in three FA Cup¬ 
winning side in five seasons in the 
1950s. 

One of the supreme entertainers of 
football in the post-war era. he cost 
Newcastle £16,000. at that time a record 
fee for a winger, when he was transferred 
-from third division Lanark m February 
1949. He had already been selected to 
play for the Scottish League representa¬ 
tive side, but he achieved fall internation¬ 
al recognition when he moved south of 
the border and played alongside the 
Newcastle giants of the time, Jackie 
Milbum. Joe Harvey, Ernie Taylor. 
Jimmy Scoular. Bob Stokoe. Vic Keeble 
and the Robledo brothers. 

Mitchell’s debut for Newcastle was 
a gains t arch rivals Sunderland and he 
made a total 408 appearances in the 
dub’s famous black and white striped 
shirts scoring 113 goals. The fact that be 
won only two caps for Scotland, in 
victories against Denmark and France in 
Glasgow in May 1951, was purely 
because of the brilliance of one of his 
contemporaries. BQly Liddell, the Liver¬ 
pool winger. 

On Tyneside Mitchell was a hero; the 
phrase "Bobby DazzJer” was coined to 
admire his talents. In an era when 
Stanley Matthews and Tom Finney were 
in their prime Mitchell had few other 
equals as a winger. He was a delight to 
watch and thrilled crowds with his skill 
and his maty dribbles. Mitchell liked the 
ball played to his feet so that he could then 
attack and torment his opposing full back. 

Newcastle, with “Wor Jackie” Milbum 
and Mitchell, went to Wembley in 1951. 
1952 and 1955. Milbum scored the 
goals in the 2-0 defeat of Blackpool in the 
1951 FA Cup final; George Robledo 
scored in the 1-0 defeat of Arsenal a year 
later, and Mitchell, alongside Milbum 



and George Hannah, scored when 
Manchester City were defeated 3-1 in 
1955. 

Mitchell stayed at St James’ Park. 
Newcastle, until his mid-thirties; some 
idea of the affection in which he was held 
was reflected by an attendance of 41,000 


when a testimonial was staged for him in 
1961. 

He moved to Berwick Rangers that year 
and later became player-manager at 
Gateshead before becoming a publican in 
Newcastle, the city that had revered him 
for more than a decade. 


B. H. MONTGOMERY 


Baron Harieigh 
Montgomery, headmaster 
of King Alfred School 
Hampstead, 1944-62, 
died on March 19 aged 
90. He was born on April 
11,1902. 

FOUNDED in 1898, King 
Alfred School, on the way 
down from Hampstead Heath 
to Golden Green, has held up 
the flag of progressive educa¬ 
tion in London for nearly a 
hundred years, its survival 
owes much to one man who. 
in all devoted over 25 years of 

his life to it 

B. H. Montgomery — he 
disliked his Christian names 
and scorned their use — 
originally came to King Alfred 
in 1932 straight out of Ox¬ 
ford. where he had read 
English and taken a diploma 
in education. His first job was 
to teach geography and to act 
as a form master in the 
Middle School. Though a shy 
man, he was an impressive 
teacher — probably more at 
ease with children than with 
adults. He had a gift for 
interesting his pupils without 
in any way imposing rote 
learning. He also produced 
plays for the school, effortlessly 
getting even 11-year-olds to 
learn their lines. 

With the outbreak of war in 
1939. St Alfred’s was evacuat¬ 
ed to Rqyston in Hertford¬ 
shire. and "Monty." as he was 


by now universally known, 
had to play his pan in coping 
with the difficul t adjustment of 
turning what had always been 
a day school into, at least 
temporarily, a boarding one. 
The strain was particularly 
heavy on him as he had ty 
now a wife and a young baby 
and it was no surprise when he 
left in 1940 to gain teaching 
experience elsewhere. 

In 1944. however, the gov¬ 
ernors of a now sadly depleted 
King Alfred's invited him 
bade to take over the headship 
on the school's return to ns 
former premises at Manor 
Wood. It was not a particularly 
enviable inheritance. The 
school’s buildings had been 
requisitioned by the War Of¬ 
fice and were in a poor state, 
lacking even such amenities as 
taps or door-handles. The 
playing-field, too. had been 
used for five years for motor¬ 
cycle instruction and had to be 
entirely relaid. Fortunately, 
Monty possessed genuine 
DIY aptitudes and within two 
years school and playing-field 
were back to normal 

In a way. an even more 
formidable challenge lay in 
instilling the spirit of the 
school into a fresh staff and a 
whole range of new and old 
pupils — many of whom had 
been scattered to the winds 
during tiie war years. Monty’s 
quiet authority, and total com¬ 
mitment to the progressive 


ethos in education, enabled 
him to bring off this task. too. 

That did not. however, pre¬ 
vent King Alfred’s going 
through a difficult period in 
the 1950s. when its woman 

joint-head departed (the 
school had been one of those 
that pioneered co-education) 
and there was some dissension 
over the choice of her succes¬ 
sor. By now an almost “Mr 


Chips” figure. Montgomery's 
own calmness helped the 
whole community to weather 
this storm. 

His first wife died leaving 
him with a comparatively 
young daughter to bring up 
but he eventually remarried, 
retiring with his second wife 
Mary to Dorset, where he 
spent the last 30 years of his 
life. 


Professor Hudson 
Ntsanwisi. chief minister 
of the South African 
“black homeland” of 

Gazankuhi, died on 
March 25 of leukaemia in 
Johannesburg aged 72. 

He was born on Jnly 11. 

1920. at the Shilnvane 
mission station near 
Tzaneen. northern 
TransvaaL 

HUDSON NTSANWISI 
kepi a firm grip on the tiny 
black bantustan in the north¬ 
ern Transvaal for 23 years. 
His subjects rose against him 
only once, in 1990. but he 
displayed the essential skills of 
a politician and a survivor, 
and rode out the storm. He so 
dominated his charge that he 
leaves it without any obvious 
successor. 

Hudson William Edison 
Ntsanwisi was educated first 
at primary school in 
Shiluvane. where he passed 
standard six in 1935. He 
qualified as a teacher at the 
Lemana training college near 
Elim. and taught at a number 
of schools including 
Emmarentia Geldenhuys 
High and founded ShDuvane 
secondary school. 

He read African studies and 
English at Fort Hare Univer¬ 
sity for a BA degree, and then 
was promoted to schools in¬ 
spector in Pietersburg, and 
later seconded to the Univer¬ 
sity of the North. He obtained 
a correspondence course MA 
with Unisa. (the University of 
South Africa) the country’s 
campus-less university, later 
studying linguistics at George¬ 
town University and the Hart¬ 
ford seminary foundation in 
tiie United States. When he 
returned to the University of 
the North he occupied the 
chair of African Languages. 

In 1969 he left the univer¬ 
sity to take charge of what was 
then known as the Tsonga- 
Shangaan Territorial Author¬ 
ity. The process of the separate 
development of South Africa's 
ethnic groups involved the 
establishment of a series of 
homelands for each tribal 
group of blacks. The Tsonga- 
Shangaans were of Nguni 
stock (that is. related to the 
Ndebde, Zulu and Xhosa 
tribes) though their language 
was not intelligible to the other 
branches. In 1973. 
Gazankufa was granted self- 
government, through the 
terms of the Bantu Home¬ 
lands Constitution act of 
1971. 

Ntsanwisi declared himself 
a firm opponent of apartheid, 
but argued that bladt people 
had to involve themselves in 
any mechanism that could be 
used to fight white supremacy. 
At the height of black opposi¬ 
tion to any form of participa¬ 
tion in white-created 
structures he argued that his 


was just another way of ad¬ 
vancing the struggle. Others 
might engage in armed insur¬ 
rection: he believed that by 
working within the apartheid 
structures and by tackling the 
white authorities day by day 
he could improve the lot of his 
people. He saw education and 
the dissemination of other 
services as the most efficient 
way of raising standards, and 
eventually freeing the black 
people from oppression. 

His was a comfortable exis¬ 
tence. and he was not seriously 
tested for many years. Indeed, 
like many other politicians on 
the continent he built himself 
a commercial empire while in 
power, with a number of 
businesses owned directly by 
him or by his children. 

He was not a natural demo¬ 
crat His rule brooked no 
opposition, and he was said to 
have governed with an iron 
fist 

But in 1990 South Africa 
began its journey along the 
road to change and a demo¬ 
cratic form of government 
Ntsanwisi found that he was 
not as popular as he had 
imagined. His hitherto dodle 
subjects were now demanding 



his head. Local hotels and 
superm arkets which had loyal¬ 
ly maintained his portrait in 
their foyers prudently took his 
image down. Students boy¬ 
cotted classes. His own civil 
service stopped work for two 
months to persuade him to 
quit He allowed, in an inter¬ 
view. that he had been deeply 
hurt by the insults and betray¬ 
al of his own people. 

“If I had served the Lord my 
God with half the zeal I served 
them. He would have saved 
me," he said. 

But in the end he outfoxed 
them. He joined the African 
National Congress and made 
the trip to Johannesburg to 
make his peace with Nelson 
Mandela. He joined with four 
other bantustan leaders to 
pledge his loyalty to the libera¬ 
tion cause. Three years later he 
was still in charge. 

He is survived by his wife 
Beatrice, two sons and two 
daughters. 


EDWARD WILSON 


Edward H. Wilson, co- 
founder of die American 
Humanist Association. 

died in Salt Lake City. 
Utah, on March 26 aged 
94. He was bom in 
Concord, Massachusetts, 
on August 23.1898. 

BORN into a Unitarian fam¬ 
ily. Edward Wilson grew up in 
a community where, as his 
father told him. “tiie people 
worship God Almighty half 
the time and Ralph Waldo 
Emerson the other.” It was a 
dichotomy ai the root of a then 
deep division in the Unitarian 
church, with Humanists cry¬ 
ing to dislodge the church 
establishment from its ortho¬ 
dox Christianity. Wilson was 
studying at the Unitarian 
Theological School in Penn¬ 
sylvania when he decided to 
throw in his lot with the 
Humanists at a time when 
like-minded students were 
being expelled: “1 did all my 
required dass work but I spent 
ray own time avidly reading 
everything about humanism 
that I could lay hands on. By 


mid-June in 1924 I had said 
to myself. That is it! Human¬ 
ism has time, science, and 
human need on its side. I’ll 
stick with id”' 

It proved to be a lifetime 
commitment In 1928 Wilson 
became the first managing 
editor of The New Humanist 
Magazine, and was a primary 
author of the “Humanist 
Manifesto,” published by the 
magazine in 1933. 

Using the Rationalist Press 
Association of England as a 
model. Wilson and his col¬ 
leagues formed the Humanist 
Press Association to run the 
magazine. In 1941, with the 
group now joined by the 
philosopher John Dewey, this 
became the American Hu¬ 
manist Assodation. and the 
name of the publication 
changed to The Humanist. 
with WOson as its first editor. 

He remained a Unitarian 
pastor but founded the Fellow- 
ship of Religious Humanists 
in 1964 as an independent 
affiliate of the Unitarian Uni¬ 
versalis: Association. He is 
survival fry two sons. 


THE NATIONAL GALLERY 

The National Gallery was opened to 
the public yesterday for the first time 
after a somewhat prolonged recess. It is 
generally known that the rooms in 
which the pictures are hung are but 
badly calculated for the purpose, and 
that the interior of the place is more than 
commensurate in defects with the 
absurdities and bad taste of the outside. 
Those who have seen the pictures in the 
Louvre, at Paris, though the place in 
which they are hung is not particularly 
well adapted for the occasion, will 
readily admit that they have a better 
chance of being seen to advantage, even 
in that building, than those of the 
English National Gallery, in the con¬ 
temptible closets of the pie-crust edifice 
on the north side of Charing-cross. It is 
distressing to the eye of taste to see the 
manner in which tiie pictures are hid in 
the little receptacles in which they are 
now deposited, and it is disgracefal to 
the national respectability to tolerate the

existence, much more the original 
erection, of such a honeycomb of cells 
for the exhibition of those great works of 
art on which so much money has been 
vainly lavished. 

The place was yesterday crowded with 
visitors, who seemed, for the most part 
doubtful whether or not they had 
mistaken the nature of the bunding they 
had entered, and many of whom were 
inquiring of the attendants in what part 


of it the gallery was situated. Bad 
pictures—and there are not a few of 
such a dass—stand forth in prominent 
obtrusion, and good ones appear to 
shrink into the privacy of retirement to 
avoid the contact of their flaunting 
companions. So much has been said 
about the great majority of die pictures 
of which the collection is composed, that 
it is unnecessary to go into any farther 
detail of their merits and defects. There 
is a picture of Kemble as Hamlet, by the 
late President, quite unfit for this place: 
a Lord Ligonier by Sir Joshua, a fine 
portrait; opposite to which is a portrait 
of a 1 ady. by Lawrence, but not worthy of 
that great artist In the same room with 
these three last is the worst of the 
additions, a huge unmeaning gallery 
picture-—-"Religion and the Virtues." 
by A. Kauffman. It is perfectly absurd to 
see a thing of this sort occupying the 
space it does on the walls of an edifice 
erected to contain the highest specimens 
of genius!

Interest rise fears prompt 
fixed-rate mortgage rush

MONEY EDITOR 

HOMEBUYERS are snap¬ 
ping up fixed-rate mort- 
ges at the rate of more 
in 3.000 a day. The move 
back to fixed rates after three 
decade s when variable-rate 
loans have been the norm is 
caused by fears that interest 
rates could rise again. 

During the first quarter, 
about 40 per cent of applica¬ 
tions were for fixed-rate mort¬ 
gages. compared with 5 to 10 
per cent in the same period 
last year. The proportion could 
have been higher but for the 
fact that lenders usually re¬ 
quire a larger deposit for fixed- 
rate mortgages. 

The figures are likely to rise 
even more quickly in the 
coming months because Ab¬ 
bey National, the second larg¬ 
est lender, accounting for 
about 14 per cent of the

mortgage market, last month 
withdrew discounts for first- 
time buyers and is encourag¬ 
ing them to fix their mortgage 
rates. Fixed-rate mortgage of¬ 
fers of about 6 per cent are 
being used to attract buyers 
into foe market and to tempt 
existing borrowers to change 
their bank or building society. 
Those buying repossessed 
properties can find rates fixed 
at less than_5 per cent These 
compare with standard vari¬ 
able mortgages at 7.99 per 
cent. Some deals with rates 
fixed for six to nine months 
cost as little as 4 per cent. 

Abbey, which was foe first 
society to offer fixed-rate mort¬ 


gages in 1988. now offers a 
fixed rate until November next 
year at 6.25 per cent, or 7.25 
per cent until May 1996. 
Other borrowers are being 
offered 6.85 per cent to Nov¬ 
ember next year, up to 8.59 
per cent to January 1998.

The head of Hambro Countrywide is 
ready to take advantage of a housing 
recovery, as Sara McConnell discovered

H arry Hill is hop¬ 
ing the weather 
will be unremark¬ 
able this week¬ 
end. If the sun shines, would- 
be housebuyers may be 
tempted to head for the beach. 
But if it is too cold, they will 
spend the Easter break hud¬ 
dled round their television 
sets. Neither too hot nor too 
cold, and estate agencies 
should be busy. Estate agents 
are the last to claim that their 
industry is an exact science. 

The joint managing director 
of Hambro Countrywide, the 
biggest quoted estate agent, 
has some grounds for opti¬ 
mism based on recent experi¬ 
ence. “If it is just a reasonable, 
temperate weekend, the sort of 
weekend which doesn’t en¬ 
courage people to rush out and 
walk the dog or whatever, then 
there is a chance that it will be 
good, because each of the past 
few weekends has been very, 
very busy, it is totally a matter 
of weather*’. 

The importance of Easter is, 
however, more psychological 
than financial for Hambro 
Countrywide. As with all 
agents surviving one of the 

most protracted _ 

slumps in liv¬ 
ing memory, 
anything that 
makes poten¬ 
tial buyers 
more enthusi¬ 
astic is wel¬ 
come. Agents 
have tradition¬ 
ally done brisk 
business over _______ 

Easter ■ as 
people come out of winter 
hibernation. But Easter week¬ 
end will not be make or break 
for Hambro Countrywide. 

Hie signs are already there 
that business is starting id pick 
up. even if the green shoots are 
going to need a lot of nurtur¬ 
ing. The Halifax and the 
Nationwide this week reported 
house price rises of 1.2 per 
cent and I percent respectively 
in March, the biggest for four 
years. 

The last four years have 
taken their toll of an industry 
whose hallmarks are over¬ 
weening enthusiasm and opti¬ 
mism. Hambro Countrywide 
is no exception. As an agent 
whose stoat in trade is the 
three-bedroomed semi and 
which likes to see itself as “the 
ordinary working man’s estate 
agent”, it has suffered 
throughout the recession 
along with its clients. 

If the company reports a 
profit for the first half of 1993, 
which it hopes to “because we 
have had a great January.

million. "Those figures would 
be shameful if they weren't 
compared with everybody else, 
the Abbey National having 
announced that it had lost 
E236 million over Eve years. It 
is fairly well accepted that 
every other major group has 
lost in excess of E100 million in 
the last five years.” 

The market collapse that 
has spelt disaster for so many 
companies was due. Mr Hill 
believes, to Nigel Lawson’s 
badly handled abolition of 
multiple tax relief on mort¬ 
gage interest in 1988. “when 
the market frankly collapsed 
overnight”. Buyers were given 
an August deadline in the 
March Budget and many 
rushed to buy with multiple 
tax relief. Mr H21. who be¬ 
lieves in plain speaking, does 
not stop at Mr Lawson. Many 
large institutions have mainly 
themselves to blame for their 
losses following their ill-fated 
attempts to set up chains of 
estate agencies, he claims. At 
the time, it seemed to institu¬ 
tions an easy way of selling 
endowments and other insur¬ 
ance policies to housebuyers 
on the back of house sales. ”1

Hambro Countrywide was 
also bom in the housing 
boom, set up by Hambros 
Bank in 1986 out of the 
merger of Bairsrow Eves and 
Mann and Co. two publicly 
quoted companies.

guys from south London with 
Brylcreemed hair and white 
socks driving a Capri far too 
fast”. 

He insists that most estate 
agents do not set out id 
mislead and are keen to match 
willing buyer with willing 
seller. “It is our job to try and 
sell people a home.” The 
Property Misdescriptions Act, 
which came into force last 
Sunday, should not mean 
radical changes to Hambro 
Countrywide’s existing prac¬ 
tices, Mr Hill said. 

It is hard to imagine Mr 
Hill himself as a Brylcreem- 
wearing south London wide 
boy. Certainly, he wants to sell 
houses — indeed, this is what 
he believes he is good at But 
that is really quite by coinci¬ 


dence as he had no plans to 
become an estate agent After 
being rejected for officer train¬ 
ing at Sandhurst joining the 
local firm of surveyors in his 
home town - of Barnsley 
seemed marginally more excit¬ 
ing than being a bank derk.

Federal charges

JANET Reno, the attorney 
general has said she will await 
the outcome of the trial in New 
York of Clark. Clifford and 
Robert Altman, the Washing¬ 
ton lawyers, before deciding 
whether to bring federal 
charges against them.

Fears of renewed 
US inflation fade

FEARS of a resurgence in 
American inflation have 
proved premature, according 
to official statistics, out yester¬ 
day. that suggest a negligible 
0.1 per cent rise in the con¬ 
sumer priceindex in March. 

The news will be met with 
relief in tbe US bond markets, 
which were closed yesterday 
for the Good Friday bank 
holiday but reopen on Mon¬ 
day. the bond markets, hav¬ 
ing misinterpreted a series of 
signals pointing to a rise in 
prices, have recently reversed 
the post-efection bull run of 
rapidly falling bond yields. 

Yesterday’s figures and 
Thursday’s publication of the 
producer price index, which 
was similarly positive, confirm 
inflation is not among Ameri¬ 
ca’s many economic problems. 

According to labour depart¬ 
ment statistics, the consumer 
price index for urban consum¬ 
ers. America’s doses! thing to 


a comprehensive measure of 
inflation, was up by 0.1 per 
cent seasonally adjusted, hav¬ 
ing risen by 0.5 and 0 J per 
cent in Januaiy and February. 
The main factor was a fall in 
die price of clothing. 

The news is especially en¬ 
couraging for houseowners 
since the mortgage rate, now 
about 7.5 per cent, is dasefy 
tied to the long end of the 
bond market On Thursday 
bond yields on die 30-year 
.Treasuries feff by 0.1 per cent 
to 6.85 per oent, encouraged 
by producer price figures. 
More improvements are ex¬ 
pected on Monday. 

The news also aids Pres¬ 
ident Clinton's efforts to re¬ 
form America’s deficit-ridden 
economy. Low inflation will 
help keep mortgage and bor¬ 
rowing rates low, and increase 
die scope for tax increases to 
help cut the deficit and enact 
overdue structural reforms. 


Bonn hopes for EC veto on steel plan

THE German government is retying on 
tbe European Commission to block a 
DM1 billion plan to modernise east 
Germany's surviving steel industry as a 
veto from Brussels would reduce the 
need for painful capacity cuts at west 
Germany’s troubled and mainly private 
sector sted mills. 

Although it faces mounting industrial 
unrest in eastern Germany, the Bonn 
government is concerned about over 
taxing west German tolerance, already 
strained by the huge cost of rebuilding 
Che devastated east German economy. 
Transferring sted jobs from west to east 
could produce a political backlash in the 


recession-gripped west The Treuhand 
privatisation agency last week approved 
a modernisation plan for EkostahL the 
steelmaker in east Germany. 

Tbe economics .ministry in Bonn has 
passed on the plan to Brussels, but Karel 
van Miert, tbe European competition 
commissioner, has let it be known that be 
cannot approve the scheme, which in¬ 
dudes tbe construction of a DM300 
million rolling milL The scheme also 
foresees a halving of crude steel capacity 
to 1 million tonnes. 

Leading west German steelmakers 
have put forwards proposal to end crude 
steel production at Efaostahi, with the 
works being supplied from western mills. 
That would ease the pressure on loss- 
making firms in the west to make further 
cuts in capacity beyond those already 


announced. The European Commission 
wants 30 million twines of crude steel 
capacity eliminated over die next two 
yearn, based on 85 per cent capacity 
usage in economically favourable times. 

German industry calculations indicate 
that Germany will have to shed 5 million 
tonnes, while Spain and Italy, whose 
steelmakers have received huge subsi¬ 
dies, will need to eliminate 5 million and 
9 million tonnes respectively. 

The German steel industry association 
has told the government that its mem¬ 
bers wifl be able to finance the costs of 
capacity cuts only if they can improve 
capacity usage at their own plants and 
concentrate production at the most 
profitable plants. _ ■

Meals on wheels: Michael Guthrie wants to bring French standards to roadside eating 


F orget fluffy bunnies 
and chocolate eggs; 
Easter these days 
means traffic jams and a 
chance for the family to 
sample the delights of motor¬ 
way catering — usually sau¬ 
sage. egg and chips, the 
favoured meal of the prime 
minister. 

But if Michael Guthrie, 
chairman of Pavilion, has his 
way. Britain's motorway ca¬ 
fes could soon be trans¬ 
formed into continental-style 
eating emporia serving crois¬ 
sants. pizzas, fresh salads, 
designer meals and 
freshlyb rewed coffee. 

Mr Guthrie is the fanner 
boss of Mecca, the leisure 
group that was taken over in 
a contested E600 million bid 
fay Rank in 1990. He left 
Mecca during the bid battle, 
suffering from Illness, but 
bounced back and helped his 
former adversaries at Rank to 
reduce borrowings by pur¬ 
chasing the company’s 1! 
motorway service stations. 
Hie £100 million deal in 
1991 was followed in Febru¬ 
ary by the purchase of the 
Pnma Pasta and Pizza Piazza 
chains from Rank for £20 
milli on. Bright Reasons. Mr 
Guthrie's other corporate ve¬ 
hicle. mil manage the pizza 
and pasta restaurants along¬ 
side Pfzzakmd. acquired from 
Grand Metropolitan in 1991. 

According to Mr Guthrie, 
the 11 motorway rites were 
rebranded with Pavilion's 
green and yellow logo within 
four days but the longer term 
strategy involved finding out 
what motorists want from 
service stations.

Mr Guthrie is a little 
defensive on the subject of 
pricing and admits that ser¬ 
vice stations had a bad name 
in the past for overcharging. 
He says Pavilion is not the 
most expensive but he does 


not want to get involved in a 
price war with competitors. 
Forte and Granada. "We 
have to charge more to cope 
with the peaks and troughs.” 
he explains, adding that they 
are required by the govern¬ 
ment to be open 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year and have 
to provide free toilet facilities 
and parking round the dock. 

Pavilion’s strategy is dear¬ 
ly to won over a public weary 
with junk food and indiffer¬ 
ent service, but Mr Guthrie 
also beleives he can get brand 
recognition and appeal to 
high mileage drivers such as 
company reps and truckers, 
who might otherwise pass up 
a stop at a service station.

Meanwhile, Mr 
Guthrie has increased turn¬ 
over on the 11 rites from £98 
million in 1991 to £110 
million last year. 

His last challenge was to 
brighten up the nation's fad¬ 
ing bingo halls. After motor¬ 
way service stations, can we 
now look forward to better 
airport catering or perhaps 
pizzas on British Rail? 


Tokyo concern grows as dollar 
falls to fresh low against yen 


THE dollar dipped to another 
record low against the yen 
yesterday. The US currency 
dosed at YU3.15 in Tokyo, 
down Y0.50 from Thursday’s 
finish and its lowest since the 
modem exchange rates were 
set up in the late-1940s. 

Japanese government offici¬ 
als have been expressing con¬ 
cern over the yen’s climb 
against the dollar, saying it 
wDl hurt export-oriented 
manufacturers. Yoshiro Hay- 
ashi, the finance minister, said 
that he may discuss die ex¬ 
change rates with Lloyd Bent- 
sen, the US treasury secretary, 
when he visits Tokyo to discuss 
aid to Russia next week. 

Analysts said there is strong 
demand for the yen among 
foreign investors amid signs of 
economic recovery in Japan, 
induding strong gains on the 
stock market, while some scep¬ 
ticism about the pace the US 
recovery has emerged. 

The dollar has closed at 
record lows on five of tire last 
seven trading days in Tokyo. It 
has fallen a total of Y11.73, or 
9.4 per cent, since February 2. 
After opening at YJ 13.55. die 
dollar moved no higher than 
Y113.58. In New York, it 
finished trading on Thursday 
at Yi 13.40. a new post-war 
low there. 

There was speculation that 
Japan’s central bank inter-

vened to slow the yen’s appre¬ 
ciation against the dollar yes¬ 
terday. The Bank of Japan has 
stepped into the market sew 
era! times since lastweek in an 
effort to stem the yen’s surge, 
but little effect was expected 
unless the yen-sefling was co¬ 
ordinated with the _ central 
backs of the United States and 
other wealthy nations. 

On the Tokyo stock market, 
the Nikkei average fell 75.09 
points, or 0.38 per cent, 
dosing the week atl 9,892.18.

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SIB chief 
takes more 
time for 
review

ANDREW Large, the chair¬ 
man of the Securities and 
Investments Board (SIB), has 
told the Treasury he needs 
more time to complete a wide- 
ranging review of the board’s 
regulatory effectiveness. 

He will now submit his final 
report to the Chancellor by the 
end of this month, up to a 
month later than was original¬ 
ly agreed. 

The SIB said: “The inten¬ 
tion had been to have the 
report with the Chancellor 
before Easter, but the timeta¬ 
ble has slipped a bit Mr Large 
is anxious to make sure every¬ 
thing is correct He has other 
responsiblities as chairman of 
the SIB." 

The Chancellor asked Mr 
Large last July to carry out the 
review after widespread criti¬ 
cism that the Investment 
Management Regula-tory 
Organisation (Imro) had not 
adequately monitored 
Bishopsgate Investment Man¬ 
agement and London and 
Bishopsgate International In¬ 
vestment Management, two 
companies handling pension 
fund investments for Robert 
Maxwell companies. 

The SIB admitted that its 
own monitoring of Imro. a 
self-regulatory organisation 
recognised by SIB under the 
Financial Services Act, had 
been inadequate. 

The Chancellor's request 
followed the publication of the 
conclusions of a report from 
Imro to the SIB highlighting 
some of Imro’s regulatory 
shortcomings. 

When that report was pub¬ 
lished. Mr Large said: “The 
fact that such a massive fraud 
could be carried out reflects 
badly on the UK corporate 
and financial system as a 
whole as well as on a number 
of institutions and individuals 
within that system... 

“For its part SIB is deter¬ 
mined that the lessons of this 

affair for the regulatory system 

set up under the Financial 
Services Act are learnt quickly 
and thoroughly. SIB itsdf 
needs to rethink how it plays 
its part in ensuring that the 
self-regulatory bodies provide 
effective investor protection."

Only then will the banks be 
in any position to decide on a 
much-needed debt standstill, 
raising doubts over whether 
Tuesday’s payment although 
relatively small given the 
group's total debt of £1.2 
billion, will be met 

The accountants have said 
the need to review Queens 
Moat’s accounting policies, 
along with apparent profits 
shortfalls from hotels operated 


on an incentive basis, will 
convert expected profits of £80 
million in 1992 into losses of 
the same order. 

Barclays, with National 
Westminster one of foe two co¬ 
ordinating banks that are 
spearheading the financial re¬ 
structuring. has already 
allowed a £7 million payment 
to be made to debenture 
holders out of balances at the 
bank.

company said it made an 
operating loss of Fr330 mil¬ 
lion in 1992. having made an 
equivalent loss of Fr228 mil¬ 
lion in 1991.

Japan stands firm over rice imports

JAPAN has refused to give 
way in a dispute over rice 
imports that threatens an 
early settlement of outstand¬ 
ing world trade issues. 

Cabinet members met in 
Tokyo yesterday and ap¬ 
proved the 1992-3 annual 
report on agriculture, which 
concluded that Japan must 
remain self-sufficient in rice 
production, its staple food. 

Japan’s trading partners 
have been pushing it to offer 
greater access to foreign com¬ 
panies and open its rice 
market to imports in the 
current multilateral trade 
talks. But the report made no 
concession to pressures from 
Japan's trading partners to 
change tack on agricultural 
polity, tt said: “Efforts should 
be made to establish highly 
productive paddy-field agri¬ 
culture. pursuant to a policy 
of maintaining domestic self- 
sufficiency in rice." 

Tokyo opposes a draft plan 
proposed by Arthur DunkeL 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (Gatt) director- 


general to replace all form 
import barriers, including its 
ban on rice imports, with 
tariffs. Japan’s opposition is 
one obstacle to completion of 
the Uruguay Round of Gatt 
originally scheduled to finish 
by 1990. 

International criticism is 
mounting that Japan has 
assumed a low profile because 
of tire rice issue. Mickey Kan- 
tor, US trade representative, 
said last week that Tokyo was 
acting as if it were not 
interested in a new Galt 
accord. 

On Wednesday Rabun 
Muto, Japan’s new foreign 
minister, signalled that rice 
imports were a possibility, 
saying that Japan cannot 
continue to bar every single 
grain of foreign rice. 

At his first news conference 
since taking office. Mr Muto 
echoed the sentiment, but the 
annual report compiled by 
the agriculture ministry, said 
Japan's rice policy remains 
unchanged because its food 
f-suffirien 


cent is still low. Tokyo has 
said rice imports would 
threaten national food sec¬ 
urity. “Maximum efforts 
must be made at the Gatt 
Uruguay Round to ensure 
that Japanese interests are 
appropriately reflected in the 
results of form trade negotia¬ 
tions," the report said. 

It also said reforms of the 
agricultural structure, such as 
enlarging average form size. 



shortening working hours 
and increasing incomes, 
should be accelerated towards 
the next century. 

Rice farms account for 80 
per cent of all agricultural 
households in Japan. But the 
reforms seem to be needed 
most by part-time rice farm¬ 
ers. as full-time formers are 
relatively well off. 

The ministry wants to see 
more formers earn lifetime 
incomes on a par with work¬ 
ers in other industries and 
work between 1.800 and 
2.000 hours a year. It hopes 
that most will do so within the 
next ten years, the report said. 

Among full-time form 
households, formers currently 
average 2,230 working hours 
per year, about 10 per cent 
more than workers in other 
industries, while their aver¬ 
age annual form income is 10 
to 20 per cent less than that 
earned by non-formers.

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AS FEARS mount of an aU- 
oui strike by east German 
metalworkers after Easter, 
Norben Blum, the labour 
minister, has called on their 
union and the employers to 
switch to a new pay system 
that would contain a profit- 
refaied element 

Herr Blum's appeal came 
after the employers’ rejection 
earlier this week of a final 
compromise plan over imple¬ 
mentation of the pay-levelling 
deal of 1991. which foresaw 
east German wages matching 
those in west Germany by 
April 1994. The powerful 
metalworkers’ union is expect¬ 
ed to order a ballot for an all- 
out strike by its east German 
members on April 19. 

The employers’ federation 
has walked away from the 
agreement to increase east 
German metalworkers' pay by 
'26 per cent this month, with 
the final levelling up by next 
April. 

Amid warning strikes, the 
metalworkers' union has ac¬ 
cused the employers of acting 
illegally and threatening the 
whole basis of harmonious 
post-war industrial relations. 

Herr Blum said that a strike 
in east Germany’s present 
poor economic state would be 
a “medium-sized employment 
catastrophe’' that would create 
serious difficulties for com¬ 
panies and destroy jobs. 

A profit-related component 
in pay deals could introduce 
the necessary flexibility and 
not overstrain any firm. 

The employers called the 
compromise deal put forward 
earlier this week, which would 
have extended the levelling up 
period, a “pack of duplicity" 
that effectively invited com¬ 
panies to commit commercial 
suicide.

The society asked how 
much she earned and the branch 
representative recoiled in horror. 
The new loan would be more than 
three times her salary. The society’s 
rules would not let her borrow more

than three times her annual wage. 
This was imprudent lending. 

She appealed to head office that 
her credit rating was impeccable 
and reminded the society that in 
addition to her salary she also had 
£200~a-month contribution towards 
living costs from her widowed 
mother, who lives with her. The 
head office rules would not allow this 
income to be counted and the society 
fumed her down once again. 

But there was a way to borrow the 
money, said the branch. It was not a 
mortgage but a secured loan. It 
would cost a little more, but would 
allow her to get the dream kitchen. 
She applied and was turned down 
again by head office. 

The eyer-helpful branch apolo¬ 
gised. said there was nothing it 
could do. and then suggested a 
personal loan. This would cost quite 
a bit more and would have to be paid 
back more quickly. The monthly

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payments could top the £101 a 
month that her mortgage payments 
had been reduced by, but there 
would be no problem with the loan 
as this much more expensive way of 
borrowing would take into account 
the money paid by her mother 
towards household bills. 

If she were cynical, the borrower 
could think that it was a good way of 
directing her towards the loan that 
makes a larger profit for the society. 
After all. it would appear to someone 
who does not make the rules at 
building societies, to be more likely 
that she cannot afford the much 


higher payments than the lower 
mortgage payments. 

In another part of the country the 
problem might be negative equity 
rather than low salary. This too has a 
solution without the need to charge 
the borrower more. If building soci¬ 
eties and banks allowed branch staff 
to have a bit more flexibility then sit¬ 
uations like this might not happen. 

The borrower has idolised the 
society that had faith in her, and let 
her buy her first home. She cannot 
believe that it could really want to rip 
her off Its head office says that it will 
sort her case out next week. These 


sort of situations happen all the time. 
No bank or building society is 
immune from the obeying-rules 
syndrome that brings them into 
disrepute, and usually involves more 
money being made by the institu¬ 
tion.

A t long last, the complaints 
procedures for the investment 
industry are being reviewed. 
It should not take Lord Ackner, a 
former law lord who has been ap¬ 
pointed by the Personal Investment 
Authority, long to find the current 
system wanting. Investors have been 
passed from one regulator to an¬ 
other in their search for compensa¬ 
tion or a fair hearing. 

Currently, investors have a whole 


range of ombudsmen and other ar¬ 
bitrators to choose from. Not that it 
really is a choice in many cases. They 
buy a unit trust from an indepen¬ 
dent broker and do not know 
whether to apply to the insurance 
ombudsman, the arbitration scheme 
of the Financial Intermediaries 
Managers and Brokers Regulatoty 
Association, the Investment Man¬ 
agement Regulatory Organisation’s 
ombudsman or the Securities and 
Futures Authority’s scheme. A 
reader, who has a fat file of corres¬ 
pondence with her broker, the 5 FA, 
and the fund manager, now tells me 
that her file may have to go to 
Fimbra. She despairs of the system 
set up to protect investors. 

What investors need is one scheme 
with the expertise to deal with all 
manner of personal investor com¬ 
plaints fairly, funded by the whole 
industry. 

Not all complaints are justified, 
many are the result of misunder¬ 
standings, but an easily accessible 
complaints and compensation sys¬ 
tem will give investors a greater rea¬ 
son to have confidence. 


Rising crime 
pushes up 
(tost of home 


insurance

INSURANCE costs are an 
ominous dark doud on the 
horizon for many newly opti¬ 
mistic first-time buyers and 
home owners, cheered by talk 
of an end to the recession. 

Heme contents premiums 
are rising rapidly to take ac¬ 
count of the rising tide of crime 
and buildings insurance pre¬ 
miums face another sharp rise 
in some areas, despite the fad 
that actual rebuilding costs are 
falling. Fiisfrtiroe buyers also 
face die cost of mortgage 
indemnity insurance, which on 
an average £50,000 mortgage 
can cost more than £700. 

Mortgage rates are at then- 
lowest for 2 5 years, and attrac¬ 
tive fixed-rate offers take them 
even lower. But borrowers 
must take into account the 
sometimes high cost of com¬ 
pulsory buildings, contents, 
mortgage protection and in¬ 
demnity insurance that can 
add a substantial amount to 
the basic mortgage payments. 

Abbey National announced 
this week that it is to increase 
contents premiums by an aver¬ 
age of 37 per cent from next 
month. It is the latest of many 
lenders to announce large 
rises. Last month, Woolwich 
,-JBuilding Society increased its 
’intents premiums by an aver¬ 
age of 50 per cent Most other 
lenders and insurers have 
increased premiums substan¬ 
tially in the past two years. 

These increases are coupled 
with large rises in buddings 
insurance, which, in some 
cases, have doubled. Commer¬ 


cial Union estimates that 9 per 
cent of its policyholders had 
increases of 75 per cent at the 
beginning of 1992, when 
insurers changed the way they 
calculated premiums. 

Most first-time buyers also 
have to take into account the 
cost of mortgage indemnity 
insurance. This protects the 
lender should the borrower 
default and the property has to 
be sold at a loss. The premium 
is paid as a lump sum at the 
outset by the borrower and 
may be added to the mortgage 
in some cases. 

Abbey National has decided 
to organise its own mortgage 
indemnity cover because the 
three insurers providing this 
cover for tire second-largest 
mortgage lender wanted to 
charge too much and to re¬ 
strict the provisions of the 
cover. The insurers have faced 
substantial losses because they 
wrote a lot of business at the 
height of the housing market 
in 1988. which has gone bad. 

Building societies were giv¬ 
en the go-ahead last week by 
Norman Lamont, the Chan¬ 
cellor, to offer this kind of 
insurance and some of the 
larger ones are hkdy to do so. 

By offering its own cover, 
Abbey has been able to hold its 
indemnity premiums at the 
1991 level. They would have 
risen otherwise. A person 
taking out a £50,000 loan on a 
£62,500 property would still 
have to pay £156.25 in premi¬ 
um. For a £50.000 loan on a 
£55,555 property, the premi-

um is £583.36 and for a 
£50,000 loan on a £52,631 
property, the indemnity pre¬ 
mium is £736.87. 

Cautious borrowers may 
want to ensure that they do not 
default on their loans. Pay¬ 
ment protection polities will 
meet their mortgage pay¬ 
ments for up to two yeah if 
they lose their jobs or fall 01 for 
a long time. This cover has 
risen by about 50 per cent in 
the past two years because of 
claims experience and now 
costs about £6.50 per £100 of 
monthly mortgage payments. 
On a £50.000 mortgage this 
will be about £22 a month. 

At Abbey first-time buyers 
are being offered free accident, 
sickness and unemployment 
cover for two years, when they 
take out fixed-rate loans. But 
they do have to take Abbey 
National’s contents and insur¬ 
ance polities when they take 
out the mortgage fixed at 6.25 
per cent until November next 
year, or the 7.25 per cent 


mortgage fixed until May 
1996. Both of these have a 
£199 booking fee. Other bor¬ 
rowers can have a fixed rate at 
6.85 per cent until November 
next year, or a 7.5 per cent 
mortgage untfl May 1996. 
With these, the fee is £250 but 
insurance is not compulsory. 

The Halifax also has mort¬ 
gages at 6.25 per cent untfl 
February 1995 for first-time 
buyers who have saved 10 per 
cent of the property’s value. 
This climbs to 6.99 per cent 
for 95 per cent mortgages. 
Both loans require buildings 
and contents insurance or a 
mortgage protection policy to 
be arranged by the sodety. For 
other borrowers the sodety is 
offering loans fixed at 6.99 per 
cent until July 1995. on loans 
up to 75 per cent of the value. 
It has a range of fixed rates up 
to 8.35 per cent on 95 percent 
loans to July 1997. 

National & Provincial this 
week launched a twt>year 
fixed rate at 5.95 per cent for 


existing home owners for 
loans up to 60 per cent of the 
valuation. It also has loans to 
June next year at 5.99 percent 
on loans up to 75 per cent 
Loans can be fixed at 6.99 per 
cent until June 1996, or at 7.7 
per cent untfl June 1997. A fix 
at 7.95 per cent is available 
until June 1998, on loans up 
to 75 per cent of the value. AH 
the fixed-rate mortgages re¬ 
quire buildings and contents 
cover through the society. The 
arrangement fees are £200 
until June 1995, and £250 for 
longer terms. 

Buildings and contents poli¬ 
cies offered by lenders are 
often based on the number of 
bedrooms in the property. 
These make it easier to ensure 
that the householder does not 
imder-insure and saves having 
to add specific items to a policy 
as soon as they are bought. 
This type of contents policy has 
risen most in the past few years, 
as the insurance companies 
miscalculated the amount of 


contents that could be 
crammed into a typical three- 
bedroom semi and the claims 
associated with them. 

When assessing the risk 
companies consider the kind 
of the house, the age of it and 
the age of the policyholder. 
The younger the house and 
the older the policyholder the 
happier the insurer. It also 
used to be die case that proper¬ 
ties in rural idylls were regard¬ 
ed as virtually risk-free where 
urban crime such as burglary 
was concerned. Recently in¬ 
surers have found that theft 
claims in the large town sub¬ 
urbs and the countryside have 
soared, while those in inner 
cities have risen less quickly. 

One of the reasons they give 
is that security measures and 
Neighbourhood Watch are 
making it tougher for burglars 
to get into homes in buflt-up 
areas, whereas they can find 
the going easier m rural 
districts that have not been 
used to a high level of crime.

McKee: ‘savings available’ 


AN INCREASING number of 
householders are voting with their 
feet and switching their buildings 
and contents insurance away from 
their building society or bank. Some 
have discovered they can make 
savings of up to 50 per cent by going 
to a direct insurer. Others can get a 
choice of rates from an insurance 
broker (Sara McConnell writes). 

Direct Line, the direct insurance 
ami of the Royal Bank of Scotland, 
sard It had seen a great deal of 
interest from building society and 
bank customers in both buildings 
and contents insurance, particularly 
sine* Abbey National said it was 
putting up its contents rates. 

Chris McKee, director at Direct 
Line, said: “People don’t realise how 


much they are paying in premiums. 
It is only where there are increases 
like the Abbey’s this week that they 
suddenly think about it” 

Direct Line is one of a growing 
band that sell contents and build¬ 
ings polities direct to the public over 
the telephone. They do not pay 
commission to brokers, which cuts 
the cost to the policyholder. Building 
societies and banks can earn com¬ 
mission of 30 per cent of more for 
each insurance policy sold. 

Mr McKee estimated that in 
some areas, people could save up to 
20 per cent on buildings and 
contents cover. It is not compulsoiy 
to take buildings cover with a 
building society or bank providing 
the mortgage, although it is a 


condition of many fixed-rate deals 
and first-time buyer discounts that 
borrowers take household insurance 
with the sodety. Other borrowers 
may be charged a £25 “administra¬ 
tion fee” by the lender if they opt for 
a different insurer. like Direct line, 
HID House Hammond, of Bristol, 
will pay that fee. 

Barry Hufbert, H31 House Ham¬ 
mond's managing director, said: 
“We have baa a flood of people 
transferring their insurant* from 
building societies.” A broker will 
normally earn a commission of be¬ 
tween 15 and 30 per cent, but will be 
able to offer a range of polities from 
different insurers. Insurers will 
charge significantly different premi¬ 
ums for cover in the same postcode 


area. Mr Hulbert said. In central 
Bristol, for example, buildings insur¬ 
ance for a £100,000 house mil cost 
£300 a year from Sun Alliance but 
only £160 from Lombard Continen¬ 
tal Commercial Union will charge 
£140 a year for contents cover for a 
house in the same postcode area, 
white Guardian Royal Exchange will 
charge £) 14 and Lombard £90. 

CGA Direct also offers quotes over 
the phone. Ian Dibber, managing 
director, said it could provide cover 
at up to 50 per cent less than a 
building society. It has sold 25 per 
cent more policies in the first ten 
months of this year than in the whole 
of last year. At least a third of these 
previously had insurance through 
their bank or building society. 


THOUSANDS of Legal & 
General policyholders face 
rises of up to 20 per cent in 
their buildings insurance pre¬ 
miums when they next renew 
their policies. The increases 
are among the first on build¬ 
ings insurance since insurers 
changed the way they calcu¬ 
late premiums two years ago. 

In 1991. insurers stopped 
charging a flat rate of about 
£2.20 per £1.000 of cover. In¬ 
stead. they charged house¬ 
holders a rate based on the 
postcode, mainly reflecting 
what they saw as the increased 
rides of subsidence, storm 
damage and floods in some 
areas. Some people in low-risk 
areas saw the premiums fall. 
Others had large rises Costs 
ranged from El .80 per £1,000 
of cover for the lowest risk 
areas to £4 per £1,000 for the 
highest risk postcodes. 

L&G has now moved 93 
postcodes, mainly in southeast 
and east England, into a 
higher risk rating band for 
buildings insurance. Ray Fac¬ 
er, the company’s household 
underwriting manager, said 
the postcodes had been moved 
up a band as the previous 
premium was “insufficient" to 
cover the risk posed. 

Those homes already in a 
high-risk band that have been 
moved into an even higher 
one could have to pay up to 16 
per cent more for buildings 
cover. Mr Facer said. In parts 
of north London and Ilford. 
Essex, for example, where 
householders had paid premi¬ 
ums based on £3 per £1,000 of 
cover they wfll now pay £3.50, 
a 16 per cent rise. Others, in 
areas including parts of west 
London, will pay £3 instead of 
£2.60 per £1.000 of cover, 15 
per rent more Some London 
and southeast postcodes rated 
in the highest risk bands of E4 
per £1.000 wfll now be rated at 
£4.50 per £1,000, 12 per oent 
up. However, householders in 
some parts of areas such as 
Sunderland. Truro, Cornwall, 
and Liandridod Wells. Powys, 
considered low risk, will pay 
22 per cent more as they have 
been moved from the £1.80 
per £1.000 band to the E2.20 
band. 

In all. 70 postcodes in areas 
inducting parts of Newcastle 
and parts of northwest Eng¬ 
land have been moved down a 
band and the level of the 
premiums should fall. The 
remaining 2,537 of the coun¬ 
try’s 2.700 codes will not be 
affected. 

Other insurers are likely to 
follow L&G's lead and move 
postcodes into different bands 
if they find they are getting 
large numbers of claims from 


those areas. 

Jeff Kehoe. Sun Alliance’s 
underwriting pranager. 
household, said the company 
was carrying out a review of its 
claims experience in all 
postcode areas. "We wouldn't 
expect any major changes in 
the next six months." he said. 

Eagle Star raised the cost of 
cover for the highest risk 
postcodes from £4 per £] .000 
of cover to £4.20 Last Decem¬ 
ber. However, it has not 
moved any postcodes into 
higher rate bands yet General 
Accident and Commercial 
Union have not changed their 
buildings premiums since 
they started to base them on 
postcodes, but say the situation 
is “under continuous review”. 

Several companies have in¬ 
troduced loyalty bonuses for 
long-standing customers or 
no-claims bonuses for people 
who have not made a claim. 





Facer “insufficient cover” 


General Accident policyhold¬ 
ers who do not make a claim 
for five years get a 25 per cent 
discount. Norwich Union pol¬ 
icyholders who do not claim 
for three years get a 10 per 
cent discount. If they have also 
been customers for three years, 
they get an extra 10 per cent, 
to make a total of 20 per cent. 

Householders with newer 
homes will also get a discount 
from some companies. Since 
February, Norwich Union has 
offered a 1 Op per £1,000 of 
cover discount on homes built 
since 1980. Homes built be¬ 
fore 1920cost lOpperEl.OOO 
more to insure in lower risk 
areas and 20p per £1,000 
more in higher risk areas. Sun 
Alliance reduces the insurance 
cost of homes built since 1946, 
while increasing that of pre- 
1920 homes. Mr Kehoe, of 
Sun Alliance, said this was 
because houses built before 
1920 tended to have weaker 
foundations and were riskier 
to insure.

MORTGAGES used to be so 
sirilpte .first there were repay¬ 
ment loans and then, in the 
earijt- 1970s, endowment life 
assurance became an accept¬ 
able back up with, unto 1984.

It takes a computer to track

Endowments are still popu¬ 
lar with lenders, who earn 
millions of pounds of commis¬ 
sion from selling them, but, 
since the Financial Services 
Ad came into force, they have 
had to decide whether to sell 
the:'policies of just one insur¬ 
ance company or monitor the 
whole range. 

^Nearly every bank and large 
building society, apart from 
the Cooperative Bank and 
Bradford & Bingley and 
Yorkshire building societies, is 
now tied to a life assurance 
company whose products it 


must sell, regardless of how 
well or badly that company 
looks after the money. Some 
have linked with an existing 
insurer, others have set up a 
new company, often as a joint 
venture with an established 
insurer. 

But that is only the first of 
the options. The big banks 
and. increasingly, some of the 
building societies have a direct 
salesforoe, which is a team of 
people who can sell only the 
lender's and the tied insurer’s 
products, but who are not 
restricted to working at the 
branch. They can go through 
the details in die customer’s 
office or when he or she is at 
home after work. They do not 
cold-caU customers, but will 
meet anyone who asks to see 
them. 

Those who do not like the 
tied insurance company but 
do like the mortgage packages 
have an alternative. 

All the large tied lenders, 
apart from Bristol & West and 
Cheltenham & Gloucester 
building societies, have by¬ 
passed the restricting legislar 
tion by having separate 
subsidiaries to act as indepen¬ 
dent financial advisers that are 
free to span the whole range of 


products available from insur¬ 
ance companies. 

Those homebuyeis who feel 
they can cope with the com¬ 
plexity of the subject, will find 
it is worth casting around 
several lenders for home 
loans, because there are some 
very good deals about at the 
moment, especially for first¬ 
time buyers. They need to be

sure they understand what 
they are getting. Once the rate 
of interest is given, the second 
question that should be asked 
is what are the restrictions? 

Almost every special-deal 
mortgage has strings at¬ 
tached. Usually, the lender 
insists that the borrower buys 
extra insurance on which it 
earns more commission. Spe¬ 


cial offers will have far higher 
arrangement fees than the 
basic-priced loans—often five 
times as much. 

The Courts and Legal Ser¬ 
vices Act, when it comes into 
force, will prevent lenders 
from making it a condition of 
the basic mortgage that bor¬ 
rowers buy their insurance 
policies. But even then sperial- 
deal loans will be excluded 
from the legislation and it will 
be up to borrowers whether or 
not to accept the terms. 

Most commonly, the com¬ 
pulsory insurance will be a 
buildings and contents policy 
or unemployment insurance. 
It is less usual these days for a 
lender to insist on an endow¬ 
ment or pension mortgage, 
which is just as well because, 
unless the borrower makes a 
special point of talking to the 
independent division, he or 
she will have no choice about 
which insurance company 
provides the policy — it has to 
be the one with which the 
lender is tied. 

The table shows the payouts 
from full endowment policies 
taken out 25 years ago that 
matured last month. At that 
time, endowment mortgages 
were very new and low-cost 


endowments, let alone unit- 
linked policies, had hardly 
been invented. The polity 
quoted is also untypical 
because joint policies were 
unusual lenders at that time 
would usually accept only the 
husband's life, smokers were 
not charged any more than 
non-smokers, and a £ 10.000 
loan was high. 

While it is not the sort of 
policy likely to be sold today, 
the table gives an indication of 
the performance of the estab¬ 
lished insurance companies. 
Where the lender is tied to 
company with a 25-year per¬ 
formance record we have used 
the example of a policy sold by 
that company 25 years ago. 

The life companies that 
have been set up by lenders in 
the past couple of years do not 
have a long enough record, so 
we have taken a policy sold by 
the insurance company mostly 
responsible for managing the 
lender's Kinds. This is a rear 
sonable indication of the sort 
of performance that might be 
achieved by the new insurer's 
policies. 

However, as the companies 
have to point out, past perfor¬ 
mance is no guarantee of 
fiiture success.

Credit cards fall out 
of favour with MPs

CREDIT cards have fallen out 
of favour with members of 
iam ent because of the 
%gh interest rates charged. 
annual char ges and the reluc¬ 
tance to incur debts, accord¬ 
ing to a survey published by 
American Express, the charge 
card company. 

Of those MPs questioned, a 
quarter said they had stopped . 
-^asing a credit card within the 
past 12 months. Many ex¬ 
pressed a preference for cash 
or cheques. 

The 125 MPs who respond¬ 
ed to the survery were not 
opposed to credit cards, but 
they were concerned that 
consumers did not under¬ 
stand the true cost of the 
credit offered. In fact, the 
MPs themselves were not 
very dear. Almost half did not - 
know the meaning of the term 
APR. The annual percentage 
rale is the true cost of the 
credit over a year including 
charges, which enables bor¬ 
rowers to compare different 
loans. 

Almost 40 percent of those 
MPs with credit cards admit¬ 
ted that they did not know 
their current APR. But 91 per

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cent agreed that credit and 
store card issuers should re¬ 
duce the interest rates to 
reflect the bank base rate 
reduc tions. Of those who were 
willing to suggest a rate to be 
charged, most went for 4 to 5 
per cent above the bank base 
rateof 6 percent, or a straight 
15 percent 

More than half said that 
credit card issuers should 
communicate the cost of us¬ 
ing cards more dearly. A few 
thought that credit cards 
should have a health warning 
so that users would think 
before using them. 

The MPS also felt there was 
confusion between credit 
cards, which allow customers 
to borrow long-term provid¬ 
ing they pay back a mmimum 
of 5 per cent of the amount 
owing each month, and 
charge cards, which require 
the full amount outstanding 
to be deared each month. 

While nine out of ten MPs 
said they knew the difference 
between the two types of card, 
they estimated that as many 
as half of their constituents 
did not know the (fifference. 

The parliamentarians 
believe that it is never too 
young to start financial con¬ 
trol and planning. More than 
nine out of ten thought that 
schools should do more to 
educate future consumers on 
personal planning. 

Six out of ten said that people 
should try to plan their per¬ 
sonal finances up to 12 
months in advance. 

The MPS said that they had 
seen a rise in the number of 
constituents seeking advice 
on mortgages, social security 
benefits and general indebt¬ 
edness. Most felt that the 
bank manager was the best 
person for people to approach 
about financial advice

Sir, In foe current discussion 
on occupational pensions, 
there has been little, if any, 
mention of foe legal swindle 
perpetrated upon foe many 
people who, on dianging jobs, 
took* 4 frozen" pensions prior to 
the great inflation of foe 
seventies. 

I contributed for 15 years to 
the compulsory scheme operat¬ 
ed by ray employer, a company 
now part of T&N. When I 
moved to another company in 
1964, J had little option but to 
take a “frozen" pension. Trans¬ 
fer was not provided for, and 
the only alternative was a 
refund of own contributions 
less tax relief. I did not. of 
course, anticipate the horren¬ 
dous inflati on which followed. 
When 1 retired in 1982. foe 
real value of my pension bad 
been reduced by a factor of 
about ten. Since then, T&N 
have meticulously kept pace 
with inflation, but of course, 
the damage had been done. 

Occupational pension 
schemes must have benefited 
enormously from foe non¬ 
indexing of “earfy leavers" (the 
great majority, in fact). Surely, 
the surpluses enjoyed by many 
such schemes should go to the 
dispossessed rather than pro¬ 
vide pension holidays for the 
employer.

Many depositors 
are unaware that in this 
computer age four days are 
needed to dear cheques. 

As a result, many accounts 
are temporarily overdrawn. 
There must certainly be a 
penalty, but not at the price 
now being charged. In days 
gone by. money lenders who 
did this were burnt at the 
stake! Interest charges of 26.5 
per cent as in foe case of your 
correspondent and at other

Countering the changing cost of legal aid 


By Owen Dyer 

CHANGES to the legal aid system, which 
come into effect on Monday, will exclude 
some people from foe system, while others 
will be liable to pay a for higher 
proportion of their legal costs and some 
will have to contribute to their costs for the 
first time. 

People on low incomes still qualify for 
legal aid, but foe maximum disposable 
income for free legal aid drops from £59 
to £44 per week, after deductions for tax. 
National insurance, rent or mortgage, 
council tax. pension contributions, union 
dues and other work expenses and 
allowances for a spouse and dependants 
are taken into account 

Those with a disposable income of 


between E44 and £130 a week will be 
eligible for legal aid. but their contribu¬ 
tions will be higher. Legal advice under 
the green form scheme, now available to 
anyone earning up to £145 a week with a 
contribution, will be limited to people al 
income support level —E61 a week. 

For foe growing numbers outside the 
legal aid net. what are the options? In 
Germany, legal costs insurance is wide¬ 
spread, bar policies have foiled to catch on 
in Britain, except as limited add-ons to car 
or home insurance. 

Some insurers offering wider cover 
have been palling out of the market, 
having discovered that this type of 
insurance is more prone than most to 
"adverse selection”. Policies are most 
lficriy to be taken ouL m other words, by 


those who envisage a possible claim 
From next autumn, lawyers will be able 10 
take cases on a "no win. no fee” basis, for 
personal injury claims, some insolvency 
cases, and applications to foe European 
Court of Human Rights in Strasbourg. 
Lawyers will be able to offer their clients 
representation without some of the risks. 

The most radical change in lawyers’ 
fees proposed is a fullblown US-style 
contingency fee system. The lawyer asks 
for no fees but has a cut of any damages 
wore usualiyaboutathiid. 

The Law Society has a working party 
looking at contingency fees with a view to 
introducing them in injury and commer¬ 
cial cases. John Appleby, who chains the 
working party, hopes to bring his propos-! 
als before a society committee this month.

you are uninsured.” CU said. 

‘That way. your common 
sense should automatically tell 
you when you are taking 
unreasonable risks.” 

Holiday makers should nev¬ 
er set off without having a copy 
of the terms and conditions of 

their insurance policy, the ABI 

says. “If the travel agency 
doesn't have them to hand, 

you should demand that they 

get them as soon as possible.” 

Polides obtained through the 

major banks, building sodet- 

ies and tour operators should 

be safe, Mr Mills said, but 
“Bucket shops offering flight 
only deals are often risky 
places to obtain insurance.” 

Documentary evidenceis es¬ 
sential when seeking medical 
treatment in the US. “If you 
have to go to an American 
hospital after a mugging, tire 
first thing they’ll ask for is 

either details of your policy or a 

credit card. You’ll only receive 
minimal treatment otherwise, 

so it’s essential to cany evi¬ 

dence with you at all times." 

Fraudulent claims are a 
major headache. “No one ever 
loses a Timex watch; they 
always seem to claim for 
upmarket brands,” Mr Mills 
said. If all daims were valid, 

the Mediterranean would be 

awash with Nikon cameras 

and Rotex watches.” Frauds 
are not always easy to prove, 

but “You get a nose for them 

in the end. For instance, a 

claim for an expensive camera 

lost on a El 50 package holiday 

in Benidonn is likely to set 
alarm bells ringing.” 


Getting to grips with maintenance payments

MORE than 800,000 lone 
mothers on income support 
are unlikely to gain from the 
new child maintenance ar¬ 
rangements set out by the 
Child Support Agency, ao 
cording to a report fry the 
Child Poverty Action Group. 

But high ina>me groups 
may benefit from the new 
rules. On Tuesday, the Child 
Support Agency started to take 
over from toe courts the work 
of determining the amount of 
such payments in most cases 
of separation and divorce. 

Alison Gamham, the Child 

Support Handbook co-author, 

said: “The scheme uses a 
formula for calculating main¬ 
tenance payments which eff¬ 
ectively leaves two families on 
the equivalent of income sup¬ 
port levels, rather than one, as 
maintenance wffl be deducted 
pound for pound from benefit 
and recouped by the Depart¬ 
ment of Social Security.” 

However, some women can 
benefit from changes in the 
tax treatment of maintenance 
payments. Previously, only the 
husband amid claim the mar¬ 
ried couple's allowance, but 
under the new rules, the wife is 
allowed to daim half, and if 
the husband agrees, she can 



receive the full amount. If the 
wife is only claiming half the 
allowance, she can daim an 
additional personal allowance 
to take the total up to the total 
of the married couple's allow¬ 


ance, at present El.720. The 
wife can also claim a further 
additional personal allowance 
as long as one child is living 
with her for most of the year. 
“On average, the man still 


earns more than the woman, 
so it might be more beneficial 
to both parties if the husband 
continued to daim the allow¬ 
ance," an Inland Revenue 
spokeswoman said. The new 


system may. however, affect 
mortgage interest relief. If the 
husband has been making the 
mongage payments and he is 
the one that leaves the house, 
then the house is no longer his 
main residence so he would 
not be able to obtain relief. To 
receive relief, he must submit a 
statement that says he is 
making the payments on be¬ 
half of his wife. Mortgages 
that are not in Miras will not 
receive relief. 

But despite criticisms, the 
agency’s long-standing main¬ 
tenance arrangements could 
help prevent family disputes. 
David Paul, an agency spokes¬ 
man. said; “We act as a buffer 
between parents who cannot 
confront each other because of 
certain situations.” 

Miss Gamham says that 
this move will only slow down 
the collection of the mainte¬ 
nance payments: “The agency 
is handling between 2 to 3 
million cases, which is a lot to 
be operating a banking system 
for. If on top of that the agency 
has to act as a buffer, it might 
take a longer time to adminis¬ 
ter the collection of payments.” 

The new rules apply to ail 
new court orders and written 
agreements that were applied 
for on or after March 15. 
1988, and to all payments due 


on or after that same date. 
Miss Gamham agreed that 
the changes had helped high¬ 
er income groups, but said 
that for poverty to be reduced 
for other lone parents, there 
needed to be a wider agenda.

JOHN Whitaker’s prepa¬ 
rations for the final of the 
show jumping Volvo 
World Cup were happily 
completed yesterday 
when he and Everest 
Grannusch. the horse he 
rides In the Gist leg of the 
competition, won the sec¬ 
ond warm-up dass. 

In a superb result for 
the three Britons compet¬ 
ing here, Whitaker’s 
younger brother, Mich¬ 
ael. finished second on 
Everest Polydektes, a 
horse not entered in the 
World Cup. and Nick 
Skehon was fourth on 
Everest Limited Edition. 
The Olympic champion. 
Ludger Beerbaum, of 
Germany, was third, 

“It's a good confidence 
booster." Whitaker, who 
is seeking a third World 
Cup win. said. His deri¬ 
sion to ride the 13-year- 
old. German-bred Gran¬ 
nusch in the first teg of 
the final and save the 16- 
year-old Everest Milton 
for the second and third 
rounds follows a wril- 
rehearsed routine. 

He made similar use of 
Grannusch when win- , 
ning the German Gassic 
in October and the Re¬ 
nault Jump in Decern- 1 
ber. Milton was used for I 
the later stages of both 
finals. 

"Grannusch has be¬ 
come much more consis¬ 
tent," Whitaker said. 
"He’s very careful and 
has plenty of scope." The 
£2,000 he won yesterday 
brings his winnings with 
Grannusch over the last 
year to more than 
£60.000. He also won a 
Mercedes in the Zurich 
Masters last month. 

Whitaker's sure touch 
was again in evidence in 
the speed dass yesterday, 
the last competition be¬ 
fore the start of the World 
Cup. Whitaker finished 
fourth on Everest Jeopar¬ 
dy, a new horse, aged 
only seven, brought to 
Gothenburg "to gain 
some experience" 

One of the problems 
for competitors is the 
atmosphere in the 
j 12,000-capacity 
Scandinavian!, the home 
of the World Cup. Show 
jumping is second in 
popularity to football in 
Sweden and riders enter¬ 
ing the arena are greeted 
with shouting, stamping 
and whistling.

Senna leaves rivals splashing in his wake

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AYKTON Senna enhanced his rep¬ 
utation as a sublime wet-weather 
driver yesterday when he emerged 
through plumes of spray at 
Donington to set the fastest quali¬ 
fying time for the Grand Prix of 
Europe tomorrow. Senna, the early 
leader in this season's world 
championship, said after the after¬ 
noon qualifying session that tomor¬ 
row’s race could hinge on the 
weather. 

If the rain that lashed the circuit 
throughout yesterday — and is 
forecast for today —■ abates, then 
the power ad vantage enjoyed by the 
Williams-Renauits of Alain Prost 
and Damon HOI will be restored. 
But if it continues, the 33-year-old 
Brazilian foresees a dose and 
exciting race. 

“It is difficult to know what to 
want for Sunday." Senna said amid 


a profusion of brightly-coloured 
umbrellas and jostling photogra¬ 
phers in the paddock carpark. “It is 
not good for safely if the wet 
conditions remain, but technically 
speaking, the only chance we have 
is the slippery track." 

Senna has made a virtue of 
discounting’s his team's chances 
before each of the season's two 
races and. by finishing second in 
South Africa and third in Brazil he 
has effectively cast himself in the 
role of Formula One alchemist 

One senses he is more optimistic 
about his chances here. Even with¬ 
out the aid of wet weather, the tight 
turns of Donington and the paucity 
of obvious overtaking chances fa¬ 
vour his McLaren-Fotd and negate 
the power of the two Williams 
cars. 

Add to that the obvious distaste

with which his main rival Prost. 
regards wet conditions and the 
suspicion the Frenchman harbours 
for the unfamili ar twists of a new 
trade, and the Brazilian seems to be 
going into the race with a derided 
advantage in morale. 

Senna said yesterday that there 
was tittle prospect of his signing a 
deal with McLaren for the whole 
season. He said he was frustrated 
that Benetton, who are also 
powered by Ford, were blocking a 
better engine deal for his team. 

“I am not happy with my situa¬ 
tion. but my place in the champion¬ 


ship depends on a whole group of 
people," he said. “Today was the 
best possible result for us. It is the 
first time we tried the car in the wet 
with the right tyres and, even 
though we pushed really hard in the 
afternoon, tire Williams got dose." 

Senna's uncertainty seems to be 
pervading the whole McLaren 
team, joint-leaders in the construc¬ 
tor’s championship alongside Wil¬ 
liams. Michael Andretti has had a 
miserable start, managing only 
four laps in the first two races, and 
Mika Hakkmen is still wondering 
when be will get a chance to drive 


after being deposed by Senna's fate 
arrival 

Despite two more spins at 
Donington. Andretti, who was 
watched by his father, Maria had 
an encouraging day yesterday. He 
finished fifth in the morning’s fire 
practice and. even though he 
slipped to eleventh in the first 
period of qualifying, he refused to 
be downhearted by his situation. 

“I need time and I need laps.” 
Andretti said. “It is going to take 
me a while to learn, but I am 
gradually chipping away at it and 
getting there. The team has tried to 
take the pressure off me and told 
me not to be too hard on myself. I 
have just got to get through this 
experience on my own." 

With Andretti struggling to 
adapt to Formula One after a 
successful career in Indycars and 


Senna’s place in doubt, Hakkmen. 
signed by McLaren from Lotus at 
die end of last season is eagerly 
awaiting his opportunity. 

“I am not frustrated by the 
situation at all” he said yesterday. 
“I have been getting a lot out of the 
testing we have been doing, push¬ 
ing myself and the car to the limit. 
It is a gorgeous situation for me 
and I am very much looking 
forward to raring. I am confi¬ 
dent that I wffl have a drive 
soon.” 

Mark Blundell who as test driver 
last season was doing for McLaren 
what Hakkmen is doing now, was 
at the lower end of the scale of 
contrasting performances for the 
five-strong British contingent of 
drivers. He finished fifteenth in the 
afternoon session after a series of 
mechanical problems.

Understated genius 
in pole position for 
fourth championship

A lain Prost was greeted, by a 
hafl of missiles when he 
returned to the rustic racing 
track at Nogaro, Gascony, last 
week Fifty-franc notes fluttered 
down from the crowded gallery 
above the pit lane, followed by 
cigarette packets, even motorcycle 
helmets, all discarded in the hope 
they would be returned bearing 
the signature of the most successful 
driver in Formula One. 

By then, it was past five o'clock 
on the first day of a four-day 
private test conducted by the 
Williams team at the Circuit Paul 
Artnagnac, a narrow, twisting 
track chosen in part because of its 
similarity to Donington, the venue 
for tomorrow's European grand 
prix. Prosfs team-mate. Damon 
Hm. had retired to a trailer. 

As another squall swept in from 
the Pyrenees, the last of the 2,000 
spectators who had converged on 
the circuit for a glimpse of the only 
Frenchman to have won the wodd 
drivers' championship, a man now 
reestablished as his country's fa¬ 
vourite sportsman, began to melt 
away. 

Prost. winner of a record 45 
grands prix in the 185 races he has 
contested since he began his 
Formula One career with 
McLaren in 1980. signed his 
autographs with a wry smile, 
exchanged a few words with some 
of the supporters draped over the 
railin gs above him and then went 
into a huddle with the group of 
engineers. Fifteen minutes later, as 
local officials lounged around 
waiting to lode the gates, he was 
bade out on the trade for six more 
laps, his Wflliams-Renault a blur 
of blue and yellow under die 
darkening sky; his dedication 
plain to see. 

He has returned refreshed and 
rejuvenated from a one-year sab¬ 
batical occasioned in part by his 
sacking by Ferrari at the end of the 
1991 season. Even in qualifying, 
so long regarded by the French¬ 
man as a tiresome prehide to the 
real business of racing, be has 
been electrifying, daiming pole 


position in this year’s two grands 

prix, in South Africa and Brazil. 

The 38-year-old Frenchman, 
who was bom in St Chamond, 
near Lyon, and now lives with his 
wife, Anne-Marie, and children, 
Nicholas. 11. and Sadia. 2. in 
Yens. Switzerland, speaks in soft, 
almost lilting tones, self-deprecat¬ 
ing and modest in the face of 
flattery, polite and amicable in 
conversation. It is hard to believe 
his career has been beset by so 
much controversy in recent years. 

It started smoothly enough 20 
years ago when he became the 
French and world junior karting 
champion and. apart from one 
celebrated incident in 1975 when 
a 20-year-old Prost struck a kart¬ 
ing rival who had shunted him off 
the track at a race's final bend and 
the odd spat with his Renault

partner. Rene Amoux, the early 
stages of his racing life were 
trouble-free. 

He was content to leant from 
Nfld I . Hilda, his team-male at 
McLaren in 1984 and 1985, even 
happy for the Austrian when he 
beat him by half a point for the 
cham pionship in die first erf those 
years. “Everything has changed 
since those days, everything,” 
Prost said in Nogaro. “There is 
100 times more pressure today.” 

Latterly, his penchant for speak- 
ing his mind has involved him in a 
scries of confrontations. The 
sport's governing body, Fisa, 
threatened to suspend him earlier 
this season after criticism he aimed 

at it in an interview and his 
acrimonious rivalry with die Bra¬ 
zilian. Ayrton Senna, which has 


dominated the sport for the last 
five years, tarnished temporarily 
his image as a highly respected 
motor racing ambassador. 

When Prost beat Jackie Slew- 
art’s record of 27 grand prix wins 
at Estoril in September 1987. it 
seemed his place at die forefront of 

the Formula One record books 

was assured. But when Ron Den¬ 
nis brought Senna to McLaren as 
Proa's team-mate in 1988, he 
unwittingly sparked an enduring 
dud that peaked with champion¬ 
ship-turning accidents between 
the two at the Japanese grands 
prix of 1989 and 1990. 

By the time of the second 
incident. Proa had left for Ferrari, 
daiming Senna had turned 
McLaren’s Honda engineers 
against him. By so dung, he was 
recognising that the two shared 
the same modus operandi, in¬ 
volved in every aspect of the team. 

“We are the only two drivers in 
Formula One who do the same 
job.” Proa acknowledged last 
week. “We are always frying to 
improve the car. Because of that, it 
is impossible for us to be together, 
but it also gives us a very high 
respect for each other.” 

The Brazilian’s star continued to 
rise during the Frenchman’s sab¬ 
batical and, in some quarters, 
Prost is cast as the straight man to 
Senna’s genius. Sit above one of 
the fastcomers at any track, watch 
Prost glide round- all control and 
poise, followed by Senna, wilder, 
running up the kerb at the exit of 
the comer and it is easy to see how 
their styles differ. 

Prosfs genius is understated 
“You look at him drive and you 
have to look hand to see wfry he is 
quick,” HiD says. “It is not immed¬ 
iately obvious. In fact, it is not 
obvious at aJL Nobody can put 
their finger on why he is so quick. 
But he is.” 

From the moment he secured 
the drive with Williams in the 
mirirife of last season in the face of 
an offer from S enna to drive for 
the team for free and the obvious 
discontent of Nigel Mansell, then

the team’s top driver, Prost became 
hotly-fancied to add a fourth world 
rifle to those he won with McLaren 
in 1985.1986 and 1989. 

Nicknamed The Professor for 
his calculating style on the trade, 
Prost is also renowned for his 
alleged behind-the-scenes ma¬ 
noeuvring. John Watson, his 


teara-male at McLaren in the 
Frenchman’s Formula One debut 
season of 1980, sums up one point 
of view by saying: “He is a vety 
sophisticated driver, but if he 
cannot beat you on the track, he 
will make sure he beats you off it” 
No doubt there are elements of 
the politician in Prost, but some 


criticism of that side of his nature 
may be bared on misplaced suspi¬ 
cion of his methods. ManselL for 
example, claimed that Prost was 
attempting to undermine him 
when the pair were team-mates at 
Ferrari in 1990 by speaking to the 
engineers in Italian. 

The Frenchman has also been 


pilloried for lacking the sort of 
wholehearted commitment dis¬ 
played by drivers such as Mansell. 
Proa is candid about his dislike of 
wet-weather conditions, his fear of 
death, his fear of serious injury^. 
Above aD. he is a pragmatist and 
his attitude to unquestioning cour¬

Inchinor will be giving the 
Craven a miss in favour of the 
Greenham Stakes at Newbuiy 
a week today. According to 
Charlton. Inchinor is his best 
three-year-old ooft. while his 
best filly, the new arrival 
Secrage. tackles the Fred Dar¬ 
ling Stakes. 


Beaten only once, by 
Zafonic. in the last of three 
outings as a juvenile, Inchinor 
has pleased his handler over 
ihe winter. Newmarket’s light¬ 
ning fast gallops have ham¬ 
pered the conditioning of 
many of [he town's classic 
hopefuls, but Charlton has 
had no such irritations at 
Beckhampton in Wiltshire. 

Chariton has opted for the 
Newbuiy trial because he does 
not want Inchinor to have 
three consecutive races at the 
same track. It was at Newmar¬ 
ket that his colt succumbed to 
Zafonic and, given a satisfac¬ 
tory debut next week, Inchinor 
will return there for the one- 
mile dassicon May 1. “They 
are muds more likely to stay 
interested if they have varia¬ 
tion in their lives," Chariton 
explained. “It doesn’t do them 
any good to have a series of 
hard races at the same place." 

Secrage wfl] be unfamiliar 
to British racegoers. Trained 
in Italy and campaigned in 
France for much of last sea¬ 
son. the daughter of Secreto 
got to within three-pans of a 
length of Zafonic over six 
furlongs at Deauville in Au¬ 
gust, with Wednesday’s 
Maisons-Laffitte winners, 
Kingmarabo and Wixon, be¬ 
hind her. 

Beaten more than five

transferred to Beckhampton.

For all that, however, they 
are passed over in favour of the 
progressive Zenith, trained by 
Ian Balding. A daughter of 
Shiriey Heights, Zenith acted 
well in soffash ground when 
chasing home the talented 
Thawakib at Salisbury in Sep¬ 
tember before opening her 
account with a decisive victory 
at Beverley. She can improve 
enough to take this prize.

Old master Jack 
still the boldest 
swinger in town 




I t has been done a few 
times too often, I wrote 
one of those caring bat 
too smart sun-goes-dawn-on- 
Nicklaus pieces. That was at 
the British Open at Sandwich 
eight years ago. The next year, 
he won the Masters for the 
sixth time. 

Jack Nicklans has astound¬ 
ed everyone, not just the 
golfing world, with his five- 
under-par 67, at the age of 53, 
for the joint lead on the first 
day of the present Masters 
tournament Yet the beauty of 
golf is that it is a game for aQ 
ages. On the same day, Gary 
Player, aged 57, hit 71, and 
Amok! Palmer a 74 at a 
sprightly 63. Raymond Floyd, 
at 50. was tied second on 68. 

Tom Galloway, an 82-year- 
old Englishman, who is still 
playing the British Seniors 
Championship, last year 
swam 20 lengths of the Com¬ 
monwealth Pool in Edin¬ 
burgh as preparation for the 
first day, and was disappoint¬ 
ed that his 60-year-old play¬ 
ing partners were reluctant to 
go out on a day blowing half a 
gale. 

Sam Snead, who won three 
Masters in the early post-war 
years, is now 80. Two years 
ago, be won the pre-touma- 
ment par-three nine-hole 
event here in a four-way tie. 
He is the oldest to have won a 
US tour title, at nearly 53. the 
Greater Greensboro Open in 
1965; and was the first ever to 
shoot his age at the age of 67 
in the Quad Cities Open. 

Golfers often mature in 
their 30s. Ben Hogan, who 
dominated the scene with 
Snead until Palmer swept 
them aside, won his first US 
Open at the age of 36, and 
three years ago. Hale Irwin 
did so at a ripe45. Floyd, who 
had such a tussle here last 
year with Fred Couples when 
49, shares with Snead the 
distinction of winning PGA 
events over four decades; and 
is the only man to have won 
PGA and Senior tournaments 
in the same year. Yet Floyd 
had his first tournament win 
at 20. 

The main reason for endur¬ 
ance at the lop is simple to 
see. Golf is the only major 
sport in which performers

compete at a walk. They do 
not need the oxygen replen¬ 
ishment from the body’s ma¬ 
jor engines of lungs and 
heart Putting, without which 
nobody can succeed, is con¬ 
ducted at a standstill and this 
skill has raver deserted 
NIddaus, even when other 
strokes were troubling him. 

Equally relevant is that so 
much of golf is played in the 
mind. The longer your experi¬ 
ence. the less you are likely to 
be frightened by the unex¬ 
pected hazard. The older play¬ 
ers have seen it all before, and 
their maturity endlessly 
grows like that of sailors. 
Francis Chichester and Alec 
Rose were respectively 66 and 
60 at the time of their solo 
rfreumravigations. 

Snead testifies to the con¬ 
centration of Nicklaus when 
playing together in Nick- 
laus's early days. Snead 
would ask the younger man if 
he had not been bothered by 
some particular clicking cam¬ 
era. “What camera?". 
Nicklaus would say. Snead 
liked to repeat the story, 
replacing camera with “the 
rabbit that ran between 
Jack’s legs". 

Nicklaus's performance is 
the more remarkable, even by 
his standards, because last 
year saw the worst of his 31 
seasons. He missed the cut in 
three of the four majors, and 
suffered his worst Masters, 
finishing 42nd. 

A week or two ago. Gary 
Player had volunteered the 
opinion that Nicklaus and 
Floyd should “quit knocking 
their heads against the waD. 
and realise their place is the 
Senior tour." Nicklaus's re¬ 
sponse was that he was not 
quitting yet not while the 
ambition remained to be the 
best he can be. 

“I’ve tried to be a ceremoni¬ 
al golfer, and I just can't do 
it" Nicklaus reflected. The 
emotion of being a great 
player is something visceral, 
impossible to define. What 


made Palmer hit dean 
through a bush you could not 
see through on the way to 
victory in the British Open at 
Troon in 1962? 

That radical mood does not 
dilute with the years. Asked 
bow he felt a week ago, 
Rtimer replied chat he still 
believed that he could win at 
Augusta. Unrealistic, maybe, 
but conceding nothing. When 
he came to the 18th, here in 
1961, middled on the fairway 
and needing par to beat 
Player, he went for the birdie 
... and took six. An iron¬ 
worker going to work, except 
he plays golf they used to say. 

To combat a hip problem. 
Nicklaus and his physical 
fitness adviser last jvar em¬ 
barked upon a weight-train¬ 
ing programme. It made 
things worse. Realising if was 
not upper body strength he 
needed, they Changed tack in 
October, looking for more hip 
flexibility and a reduction in 
body weight The sciatica 
eased. 

Analysing his “veterans" 
game. Nicklaus thought that 
whereas Hogan and Snead 
had maintained control of 
their game in later years 
between tee and green, they 
had not been able to get the 
ball in the hole. His problem 
was the reverse, he reflected. 
He needed to control more 
his drives and long irons. The 
rest would come. Including 
foe Masters of 1986, he has 
only won three tournaments 
in 12 years. 

His motivation In 1986 
came from a dismissive arti¬ 
cle that he pasted on to the 
door of foe refrigerator. 
Asked whether he had such 
an incentive on the door this 
year, he said: “I probably 
wasn’t even worth an article 
at all" 

It was too much to hope 
that Palmer’s early charge 
would Survive, and he had an 
unhappy second round, slid¬ 
ing to 7 8 fora two-round total 
of 152.

Wasps on 
course 
to salvage 
season 
with cup

IF THEY are to make any¬ 
thing of a season which has 
promised so much. Wasps 
must reach the final of foe 
pillangton Cup. The smoul¬ 
dering resentment the dub 
still feels over the critical 
league match with Bath a 
month ago will add to the 
determination which comes 
automatically when, as in the 
cup semi-final at Sudbury 
today, the opposition is provid¬ 
ed by Harlequins. 

Not all would agree with 
Wasps' understandable assess¬ 
ment that, but for the harsh 
dismissal of Fran Clough, 
their centre, at Bath, foe 
le ag ue tide would even now be 
bound for Sudbuiy. That it 
was a factor in their only 
league defeat this season is 
without doubt, so now — 
barring an upset on the final 
league weekend of the season 
— their target is foe cup. 

The pretensions of Leicester 
and Northampton to foe 
league title have been more 
tenuous, but their cup semi¬ 
final at Welford Road will be 
of heroic proportions. A crowd 
of more than 16,000 is al¬ 
ready guaranteed and. for the 
first time in foe competition's 
history outside Twickenham, 
BBC television cameras will 
broadcast the entire game. 

The match is a replay of the 
league encounter in January 
which saw Leicester daw back 
to win 13-12 with foe last kick. 
“If we learned anything from 
that, it was to take our scoring 
chances," Barrie Cor!ess, the 
Northampton coaching ad¬ 
ministrator, said. 

At the heart of it all mil be 
foe respective No. 8s, Dean 
Richards and Wayne Shel- 
ford. The former New Zea¬ 
land captain has brought im¬ 
mense credibility to North¬ 
ampton — what they call 
mono, in his homeland — and 
since he missed foe 1991 cup 
final a Twickenham appear¬ 
ance would be an appropriate 
dimax for Shelfbrd in his last 
season. The match, though, 
for which Northampton are 
without Ian Hunter, the in¬ 
jured England wing, may turn 
at half back. 

Of tiie four semi-finalists. 
Wasps have had the hardest 
cup run. Two of their three 
opponents have been from foe 
Gust division and they have not 
beaten Harlequins in three 
cup meetings. But injury and 
illness have removed Will 
Carling. Mike Wedderbum 
and Rich aid Langhom. leav¬ 
ing Harlequins with a back 
division whose average age is 
23 and Wasps favoured to 
reach their third final. 

Wasps won the league meet¬ 
ing 15-13 in September and, 
though without Dean Ryan, 
their captain, have been con¬ 
sistency itself. Ryan has had a 
split cartilage removed and 
should be fit for the final 
league match, on April 24.

They will gather en route in 
Hartlepool, where tomorrow 
an England XV, drawn princi¬ 
pally from next month's tour 
party to Canada, plays an R F 
Oakes XV in Hartlepool 
Rovers’ traditional Easter 
offering. 

Gloucester, relieved to have 
thrown off relegation fears, 
enjoy an attractive game with 
Treviso at Kingshoim today 
where the Italian dub hope to 
field both their overseas celeb¬ 
rities — Michael Lynagh. of 
Australia, and John Kuwan, 
of New Zealand. Gloucester 
will be without their centre, 


Damian Cummins, who has 
damaged knee ligaments. 

There is speculation that a 
New Zealander may become 
Gloucester's first paid director 
of coaching after Peter Ford, 
their chairman, paid a flying 
visit to that country earlier this 
month. The dub hopes to 
make an announcement next 
month, after which their 
present coach, Keith Richard¬ 
son, will dedde on his role in 
Gloucester's affairs.

Coaches prove law of adapt and thrive 


THE most contentious of the 
changes in foe laws of rugby 
union this season has been the 
experimental ruck-maul law, 
which puts the onus on the 
team taking the bail into 
contact to retain possession 
and use it rather than award¬ 
ing the next scrum feed to the 
team going forward at the 
breakdown. 

A survey in the latest edition 
of Rugby World and Post 
shows that the coaches of three 
of today’s Pfflrington Cup 
semi-finalists — Leicester, 
Northampton and Wasps — 
are in favour of foe new laws, 
while foe fourth. Bob 
Templeton at Harlequins, 
though more diffident is an 
inventive coach who gets to 
grips with whai foe law de¬ 
mands. Bath, the likely league 
winners, are also in favour. 

Among those against are 
foe coaches of West Hartle¬ 
pool. London Scottish, Sara¬ 
cens and OrreH all of whom 
have struggled this season. 
There is a dear correlation 
between foe attitude of the 
coach and foe success of the 
team. 1 do not accept that foe 
structured game is now impos¬ 
sible. What we have instead is 
a different kind of structure. 

But there is little evidence 
that the strategic review neces¬ 
sary has taken place. Rather. 


Tony Ross, the director of 
coaching at Leicester, 
finds a link between the 
successful sides and 
those welcoming change 


coaches have failed to embrace 
the philosophy of die law 
changes or to develop tactics to 
take advantage of them. My 
belief is that we have become 
over-concerned about a 
change which does not dictate 
how foe £ame is played but 
how weD u is played, and how 
well it is refereed. 

1 see nothing wrong in a law 
Which demands better tech¬ 
niques and higher skfll levels 
to avoid turnovers, though I 
do worry that defending play¬ 
ers who cheat in order to 
prevent release of foe ball are 
not always penalised. This isa 
pity because it does bring the 
law into disrepute. Flayers still 
dive over the ball after a tackle 
but not all referees co nc entrate 
sufficiently on this point 

My statistics this season 
show foe bulk of our scrums 
and lineouts taking place be¬ 
tween halfway and our oppo¬ 
nents’ 22-metre line. We need, 
then, to work on attacking 
ploys from further out because 


this is where we get most of 
our ball and it is a shame to 
kick it all away; teams must 
decide their prime attacking 
rones according to their 
strengths and dearly identify a 
communication system so that 
support is organised and 
immediate. 

The key man is the open- 
side flanker, who must be 
adept at foe various linking 
ides involved and. in particu¬ 
lar, the art of lifting foe ball 
from the ground after a tackle 
while remaining on his feet It 
must also be recognised that 
die maul rather .than the ruck, 
has become predominant 

It is no accident that the 
leading teams have worked

hard at foe development of the 
driving maul in order to pull 
defenders in before releasing 
the ball. The aim is to produce 
an “exploding” maul where¬ 
by the players probe for weak¬ 
ness at foe fringes and then 
explode like a grenade, Allow¬ 
ing shrapnel in afl directions. 

Our first objective must be to 
score our second to achieve 
the put-in at the next scrum or 
lineout This can probably be 
achieved, almost literally, by 
giving the ball to the opposi¬ 
tion in a position where they 
can do nothing with it For 
example, why pass back to the 
stand-off half when a kick 
from scrum half chased tty 
players a yard behind him 
puls the catcher under pres¬ 
sure? I have even heard it. 
suggested that foe ball be 
handed to an opponent before 
wrapping him up as a method 
of achieving the objective! 

There Is little wrong with 
the laws, provided coaches 
and referees accept foe philos¬ 
ophy implicit in mem and set 
about making them work. The 
only effective change has been 
to emphasise that if your 
technique is not good enough, 
you lose the balL That has 
always been foe case with 
passing and kicking, scrums 
and Uneouts. Why should 
rucking and mauling be any 
different?

Hartdiffe is a marginalised 
estate in Bristol where 
the Rev Annis Fessey ministers 
to spiritual and social needs 

S tanding outside her con¬ 
crete church, the Rev Annis 
Fessey, deacon of the par¬ 
ish of Hartdiffe in Bristol, 
rated SO yards downhill to toe 
ibrary, a featureless single-storey 
building covered in graffiti. “The 
riot was down there.” she says. “My 
head was whirling, there was all 
this hell going on down there, and 
here people were waiting for toe 
Brownies and the Boy's Brigade — 
they never thought of cancelling 
anything just because people were 
rioting." 

The library was firebombed in 
last summer’s violence. As the only 
public building on a peripheral 
estate six miles from the city centre; 
ii was the inevitable focus of rage 
when two local young men, one a 
suspected drug dealer, were killed 
in an accident after a high-speed 
car chase involving the police. 

During the three days of unrest 
which followed. Rev Fessey con¬ 
ducted a wedding and entertained 
the leader of the World Council of 
Churches. Once the rioters had 
dispersed she. with other local 
churches, held a joint_ Sunday 
service on the site of the riot 
More than 10,000 people live in 
Hartdiffe, in housing built in the 
late 1950s which toe council terras 
"hard to let". "Easter is about 
resurrection and redemption, and 
that is what our work here is about; 
giving people a new start and a new 
set of possibilities," she says. 


"People oome here from vagrancy, 
from bed-and-breakfasts, from 
long-stay institutions, after their 
marriages have broken up or their 
homes been repossessed 

“We have a constant influx of 
people whose lives are in crisis, who 
are in despair. The established 
community is now moving into the 
age of retirement of losing part¬ 
ners. failing health, and they need 
care themselves. The population is 
out of balance." 

The Rev Fessey and her hus¬ 
band, Brian, botb needy ordained 
after first careers in teaching, came 
to their parishes three years ago: 
she to Hartdiffe. he to Whftywood. 
"We planned to have our children 
early, so that we could take a new 
direction in the middle of our lives, 
but wben it became dear to us what 
it was. we were astounded." she 
says. 

In their modern bride house next 
to toe church, they rudi past each 
other all day as they pursue their 
work, fuelled by “a constant 
through-pul of coffee”. The church, 
despite theft and vandalism is, as 
she intends, a place of order in a 
disordered world. Her average 
Sunday congregation numbers 70. 

Regenerating toe parish means, 
first of alL practical social work in 
an area which has few facilities — 
no bank, sports ground, leisure 
centre, supermarket launderette, 
hospital, police station or police 
house “They wouldn't dare live 
here,” Rev Fessey says. 

Of toe 100 pupils who left school 
at 16 last year, only two had jobs to 
go to. The church supports a 
parents project for teenagers, ad¬ 
vice centre, children's playgroup 
and several activities for the elderly

and infirm. There is a part-time 
care worker, and an office by the 
church door which is staffed six 
mornings a week, and which has a 
computet; photocopier and tele¬ 
phone available to community 
groups. The church minibus takes 
people to Tesco once a weds. 

lire work is supported by the 
Church Urban Fund and other 
agencies, and much of Rev Fessey’s 
effort is directed to extracting 
money from other charities. "It 
takes up almost a third of our time 
and attention, and sometimes 
mote," she says. 

In her fluent and powerful 
articles for church publications. Rev 
Fessey compares condemning fam¬ 
ilies to peripheral estates to sending 
children to work in the mines. As a 
woman, a wife in the ministry with 
her husband, and as the dergy 
parson of a troubled urban parish, 
she sees change in the Church and 
in social policy as part erf her work. 
“People here have been marginal¬ 
ised!, physically and psychological¬ 
ly. Because there are no other 
professional people living here, 
there's no one else to tell the people 
who live outside, those who make 
decisions, about what's going on." 


Running five parishes in 
the Suffolk countryside 
presents different problems 
for the Rev Marie Inman 


A t Bawdsey, Suffolk, the 
Church of St Mary The 
Virgin is a little Norman 
jewel, built of flint and 
pebbles, with a broad tower which 
dominates the flat fields all around. 
The churchyard, with its ancient 
yews and freshly flowered graves, is 
tranquil, despite the constant roar 
in the tree tops of the wind off the 
North Sea and the sound of the 
pigs on the neighbouring farm. 

In the benefice of Debden, near 
Woodbridge, the Rev Mark Inman 
has four other churches besides 
Bawdsey, in the adjoining parishes 
of Aldexton. Ramshold, Sbottis- 
ham and Sutton. Although he 
hates to be viewed as a piece of 
“Victorian, flotsam and jetsam", he 
arts a Dickensian figure, bicyding 
about the lanes among a scattered 
population of 1,000 people. His 
wife. Par, edits the parish maga¬ 
zine, tends the vegetable garden 
behind the modem brick rectory 


and keeps horny bees. “Every day I 
go to a different village and use toe 
church there and if you go there 
people come, because it's the same 
time on the same day every week.” 
Rev Inman says. “That's the an¬ 
swer. If you do that you gradually 
get people along; if you alter things 
you’ve had it I think 1 do about 
seven services a week, three on 
Sunday. 1 have done four on a 
Sunday, but you’re not much use if 
you do four, you’re just a zombie 
standing up there” 

In a region where churchgoers 
will drive miles to hear what they 
consider a good sermon. Rev 
Inman is popular. “A lovely, magi¬ 
cal man, marvellous with young 
people.” a parishioner says. With 
the parish councils. Rev Inman 
negotiates his timetable, accommo¬ 
dating preferences for Rite A or 
Rite B and his own liking for non- 
denominational, Taize services. “1 
bate watered-down ecumenism; 
things tend to be like grey plasti¬ 
cine. I'd rather be ecumenical than 
talk about it," he says. 

Services combined with concern 
attract about 40 people, but his 
smallest congregations are of two 
or three. Each service gets a 


different sermon. “They are differ¬ 
ent people, it’s a totally different set¬ 
up in each parish. Just being 
around celebrating — that's toe 
hinge on which everything turns." 

Depopulation and intensive 
farming have left parishes 
polarised by class, accentuated by 
the austere beauty of this peninsula, 
which extends to Snape and 
Aldeburgh in the north. Visitors 
trickle through in thousands; week¬ 
ending am and media folk buy up 
the pretty cottages, wing com¬ 
manders and brigadiers retire here 
People from all these groups visit 
the churches; some of them attend 
the services. 

The social backbone of toe area is 
virtually feudal, with the upper 
classes feeling responsible for toe 
welfare of redundant farm workers 
or unemployed teenagers. It was a 
surprise when two adult parishio¬ 
ners recently aslred to be confirmed. 
“Confirmation is a new phenome¬ 
non here. In the old days, toe locals 
didn't oome to communion. If they 
were in service they couldn’t, 
because they were looking after the 
Sunday lunch. They came to even¬ 
song. Rectors used not to confirm 
them because there was no point" 

In the churchyard at Bawdsey 
lies toe family grave of the parish's 
patron. Sir Anthony Quilter, carved 
with his crest and mono. Plutdt 
Mourir Que Changer f* Rather die 
than change"). Rev Inman was 
already parr of toe community 
when he became its rector ten 
months ago, having worked first as 
a teacher and then as chaplain, at 
toe nearby prison at Holiesley Bay.

Treasures of a green oasis

Castles in Spain, or more accurately the 
Alhambra palace and its gardens, 
delighted Elizabeth Dashwood, but her 
children preferred the Costa’s beaches 


W hen is the Costa del 
Sol not the Costa del 
Sol? When it’s the 
Costa Tropical Mid¬ 
way between Malaga and Almeria, 
this is a haven yet to be reached by 
low-life lager louts and high-rise 
hotels, which have ruined many of 
the fishing villages closer to the two 
airports. Better still, here you are 
one hour’s drive from Granada, 
about the same front the flower- 
filled hills below the snow-covered 
mountains of Sierra Nevada, and 
just over an hour and a half from 
the nearest ski slopes. 

Granada this March was ideal: a 
whiff of woodsmoke in the air. very 
few tourists, unhanied cafes and 
bars, and just enough sun to 
wander around the Alhambra and 
the exquisite gardens of the 
Generiife without coats or fear of 

sunburn.

The 
melting snows of the Sierra Nevada 
water the Costa Tropical, making a 
verdant area in a dusty coastline. 

From the sitting-room window, a 
view across the tops of a few palm 
trees and a couple of neighbouring 
villas to the Mediterranean looked 
pretty, even if a daily freezing wind 
drove us from the sheltered pool 
area and back indoors.

Archer. We had amused ourselves 
with the idea of buying a copy of 
one of the great man’s bools (Lord 
Archer’s, not Rupert’s), knocking 
on the door and begging him to 
sign it but the second-hand shops 
had failed to divulge a single Kane 
and Abel and we weren't about to 
pay the full price. 

The high spot of the Garden 
House’S luxury weekend break got 
under way on Saturday evening, 
when a Bentley rolled up to the 
hotel door, and the chauffeur 
settled us in the back with a glass of 
pink champagne each. We tried to 
look like the sort of people who 
never travel any other way. 

We made our 
tipsy but stately 
progress through 
the countryside id 
dinner at the 
Pink Geranium 
in the village of 
Melboum. The 
restaurant is the 
stunning creation 
of Steven and 
Sally Saunders, 
in a thatched 
16th-century cot¬ 
tage bursting 
with beams and 
chintz, soft sofas 
and open fires 
candles and flow¬ 
ers. Head chef 
David Whiffen. 
King's College formerly of the 
Connaught in 
Londoa has just earned a Mich- 
din red M for excellence, and the 
quality of our meal suggests a star 
should not be far behind- 
Gravadlax with baby asparagus 
and a piquant sauce was meft-In- 
the-mouth, as was the pinkiy fender 
spring lamb. The wine list is 
impressive if steeply priced, and Mr 
Saunders is a friendly and welcom¬ 
ing host — so much so that when 
the Bentley arrived at midnight, we 
had to be prised out of a deep sofa 
and forced away from the petits 
fours and Armagnac.

EASTER day always Ms between 
March 2 1 and April 25. Its date is 
chosen according to the cyde of the 
moon, and it is traditionally cele¬ 
brated on the Sunday after the first 
full moon following the vernal 
equinox. It is the most important 
festival in the Christian calendar. 

The name Easter, it is said, was 
coined by the Venerable Bede and 
derives from the name of the pagan 
goddess of spring. Eostre. The 
cross, which for Christians 
symbolises the crucifix, also had its 
origins in pagan times, when it was 
a sign of the four seasons. Hot cross 
buns were marked with a cross to 
represent the four seasons. In 
Roman times, hot cross buns were 
baked in honour of Diana, goddess 
of the moon. Their shape, then as 
now, was round like the foil moon, 
and the cross cut into it was to mark 
the four quarters of the moon. 

Many culinary customs have 
become entwined with the Easter 
celebrations, with regional varia¬ 
tions throughout Europe.

One or two of the many varieties 
of mazurki also normally grace the 
Easter table.

On Saturday morning, food for 
the Easter feast is blessed by the 
priest At one time, the priest would 
travel around his parish, sprinkling 
holy water over the food laid out on 
foe tables of foe larger houses.

Where Gower 
sells its treasure 

Sarah Woodward samples the wares of local 
smallholders in Swansea market 


S wansea market has 
stood on the same sire 
since the !830s. al¬ 
though its Victorian 
founders would hardly know 
where to find it today, hidden 
away in a covered hall off a 
pedestrianised shopping 
street But ask anyone and 
they will point you to it for 
Swansea market plays an im¬ 
portant role in the life of the 
town. This is still a place where 
smallholders come to sell their 
own produce, where much of 
what is on offer has come from 
foe waters off foe Gower 
peninsula or foe farms of foe 
hills behind, where people 
have time to stop and chat It 
is. above all, a friendly place. 

For a guide to local cheeses, 
call at Curds and Whey, run by 
John Driver since 1984. Al¬ 
though he moved across foe 
border in the 1970s: he still 
classes himself as an im¬ 
migrant But with the new 
arrival’s enthusiasm, he has 
made himself the friend and 
champion of Welsh cheese. 
One of his best sellers is 
Llanboidy. made by Sue Jones 
in foe village of that name 
near Carmarthen, in Dyfed. 
Nellie Jones, a diminutive 
Frenchwoman living in near¬ 
by Gowerton. makes vegetar¬ 
ian soft goat cheese.

market for sale. 

Typical is Blodwin Rhys, 
who still helps out her niece. 
Maureen Muriey. by serving 
on foe stall a couple of times a 
week. Mrs Muriey*s mother is 
now 89 and gave up the stall 
three years ago; at 79, Mrs 
Rhys feels she has plenty of 
yeais left. Until she was 56. 
she touted her cockles around 
the valleys in baskets carried 
on her back. 

The cockles are gathered at 
low tide, far out on foe sands. 
Stand quietly and you can 
hear the cockles “sing” as they 
release air. Today, tractors 
rather than Welsh cobs drag 
the cockle carts bade to Pen- 
dawdd for preparation, and it 
is a while since foe cockles 
were prepared out of doors 
over open fixes in vats bought 
from gypsies, as Mrs Rnys 
remembers. But little else has 
changed. Each family has hs 
own "factory” out at Pen- 
dawdd. small sheds in which 
the cockles are cleaned, boQed 
and stripped for the market,

Frances Bissell discovers the secret of 
those tasty, egg-based tapa snacks 
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THE Spanish have 
a way with egg 
dishes, wfo'ch trans¬ 
lates readily into in¬ 
expensive fogd for 
casual entertaining 
over Easter. Gastro¬ 
nomic research for 
this article was carried out rig¬ 
orously one Sunday afternoon in 
Jerez, going from bar to bar trying 
various specialities in the company 
of BartoJo Vergara, of the Sherry 
institute. Jose Antonio Valdespino, 
the chef and brother of Miguel, 
who runs one of the few family^ 
owned bodegas- left in Jerez, and 
Tom. my intrepid husband. 

In Spain, a bar is not, tn fact, 
called a tap as bar, but a tapa. or 
tapita , which is what you are ser- 
veo. often free, when you order a 
drink Larger portions are rationes. 
Scrambled eggs made with a 
variety of flavourings — wild aspar¬ 
agus, shrimps, ham. beans or mush¬ 
rooms — are called huevos revuel- 
tos. An earthenware bowl of hot 
soup made of bread, water and gar¬ 
lic with an egg lightly cooked in it is 
called Ajo caliente or sopa di ajo. 

In Bar Juanito we ate a fine 
tortilla with herbs and carwtilla, or 
spinal cord. At Bar Bigote in 
Sanhicar, Fernando and Paco 
served the freshest fish and shell¬ 
fish, caught off Cadiz, including a 
small, sole-like fish called acedias. 
In other bars we ale different sorts 
of eggs, huevos de pescado or fish 
roe —the smaller roes of hake, not 
the large cod roes with which most 
of us are familiar. In Andalusia, 
they are simply floured, seasoned 
and deep-fried or grilled, and they 
are excellent 

The best dish of all was Manolo's 
ensaladilla at Bar las. Bridas in 
Jerez. We turned our noses up at it 
to begin with: who wants egg may¬ 
onnaise when you can have calam- 
ares. salmonetes (baby red rrmilet). 
monkfish liver and nevuclto de 
camamnes? Then we noticed how 
everyone who came into the bar 
ordered a ration de ensaladilla 
before anything else. We weak¬ 
ened. The dish was sublime: a 
suave, smooth, rich mouthful; 
Manolo’s interpretation of Russian 
salad, prawns, potatoes and carrots 
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ro a creamy mayonnaise. Our 
friends were amused when we told 
them the story. “But it is the 
best... everyone goes there for the 
ensaladilla they said. 

When we got home from Andal¬ 
usia 1 spent much time cooking 
various egg dishes and working our 
the recipes that follow, using 
readily available ingredients. You 
might not want to serve three egg 
dishes at one sitting so. for variety, 
add some olives, sliced, cured 
sausage or chorizo and. perhaps, 
some deep-fried squid rings. 

With all these dishes, 1 would 
recommend a cool, fino — Valdes- 
pino's Inocente or Osborne’s 
Quinta, bearing in mind the 
Jerezano saying: “One before 
eleven, and eleven after one". The 
first capita of the day is often not a 
fino. which some find too acidic at 
that hour, but a dry amontillado or 
oloroso. It is a nice convention.

Heat the oil in a trying pan, no 
more than V in/0.5cm deep, and, 
when hot, drip in tablespoons of 
tire batter a few at a time. Flatten 
tire pancakes with a spatula and 
then fry on both sides until the 
pancakes are a golden brown. 
Drain off the oil before serving. 


HERE is a Jerezano-styie bread 
pudding, similar to French toast 
and pain perdu, and one of those

Trim the oust from the bread and 
cut into triangles.

Drain 
the slices on paper towels and serve 
piled high on a serving dish, 
sprinkled with idng sugar and 
some honey — or trie rich. dark, 
grapy-sweet sherry tridded over the 
bread. Serve very hot 


THE meal on my flight to Seville 
provided the inspiration for this 
fruity, refreshing way to end a 
meaL It is coloured yellow and red, 
like the Spanish flag. Arrange slices 
of peeled navel oranges and 
Huelva strawberries on a platter, 
splashed, if you like, with mature 
sherry vinegar or a linle orange 
juice. For an airline dessert it was 
impressive, fresh, seasonal appetis¬ 
ing and, with its strong local over¬ 
tones, entirely appropriate. Would 
that all airline food was the same. 

ON AN entirely different eggy 
note, salmon roe makes a simple 
and elegant start to a meal. Serve it 
with toast and unsalted butter, 
thick yoghurt, soured cream or 
crime fiaiche. Make small pan¬ 
cakes, griddle cakes or Minis if you 
have more time. Or, tty small 
choux paste buns, split open and 
filled with one of the creams and a 
spoonful of salmon roe. Marks & 
Spencer stocks salmon roe in 20 of 
its stores throughout Britain. It 
costs £6.50 for 100 grams and 
comes from Denmark 


Easter eggs, wine and humbug 


It’s nonsense to say wine and eggs 


— even chocolate ones — do not go 


^ together, Jane MacQuitty reports 




E aster eggs, whether 
chocolate or otherwise, 
can and do go with 
wine. Yet many wine drinkers 
maintain that hens’ eggs, let 
alone the chocolate variety, 
mar, not many, with wine. 
Even Hugh Johnson, in his 
masterly pocket wine book 
says: "They dash with most 
wines and spoil good ones." 

Nevertheless. Mr Johnson is 
happy to serve a white burgun¬ 
dy with a fish souffle and red 
burgundy with a cheese souf¬ 
fle. and can bring himself “to 
drink champagne with scram¬ 
bled eggs as a last resort". 
Well, who couldn’t? 

Having for years drunk 
wine with eggs, I think this is 
all humbug. Even my sister-in- 
law’s laid-that-day farm eggs, 
with their deep yellow yolks 
and wonderfully foil flavour, 
have taken happily to all 
manner of wines I have 

thrown at ihem- 
The mvth of eggs being 
unsuitable for wine probably 
stems from the days when 
rotten eggs, with their foul 
hydrogen sulphide odour, 
were much more common 
than they' are now. These days. 
1 may not want to serve ^ 

finest wines with eggs, but that 

is mainly because I would 
prefer 10 serve grander fare 


with them. Any other bottle, 
though, is fair game. 

Indeed. 1 would worry about 
serving wine only with duck 
eggs, which have a slightly 
fishy flavour. But that is proba¬ 
bly more to do with a lack of a 
properly fresh supply, because 
every year the new season’s 
gulls’ eggs, which definitely 
haw the scent of the sea. go 
down weO in our household 
with the best cbablis or Cote 
d’Or white burgundy I can 
afford. If anything, delicately 
flavoured quail eggs are easier 
to partner with wine than 
heas’ eggs. 

Certainly, the French have 
not fallen foul of this nonsense 
and happily serve up their best 
bottles as partners tn every egg 
dish, from omelettes to the 
grandest of soufflGs. 

In Burgundy, oeufs en 
meuretie. an impossibly rich 
dish of eggs poached in a red 
wine sauce, is regularly served 
with the best red burgundies 
ro no ill effect with either wine 
or egg. My only advice here to 
those who intend to serve good 
wine alongside a dish gar¬ 
nished with a rich hollandaise 
or mayonnaise is to make 
certain that the wines you 
choose have high, or highish. 
acidity, otherwise the end re¬ 
sult is too liverish.

One point worth noting is to 
avoid putting cooking utensils 
covered with raw egg into the 
same washing-up bowl as dirty 
wine glasses. The protein in 
eggs froths up with detergent 
and deposits an invisible mm 
on glass that goes undetected 
until the next time you pour 
wine into ft. at which point a 
horrid, fish tank-like taint is 
obvious. Occasionally, you can. 
get the same sulphurous taint¬ 
ed glass odours with items that 
have come in to contact with 
cooked eggs. 

Chocolate Easter eggs 
present no difficulties with 
wine either, just make certain 
you choose the right wines. 
Most white wines fail miser¬ 
ably, as their Savour is usually 
wiped out entirety by dark 
chocolate, and even tastes 
neutral alongside chunks of 
sticky milk chocolate. 

Red wines are what you 
should be aiming for, prefera¬ 
bly robust gorgeous ones , 
such as the magnificent 1989 
Cabernet Sauvignon Meriot, 
villa Mafia Reserve from New 
Zealand’s Hawkes Bay region. 
This red, with its deliciously 
pepper and cassis flavours, is a 
wow with dark chocolate and 


can even tackle Groins 
dArime, those fashionable 
and powerful French crunchy 
coffee beans covered in dark 
chocolate This top red is about 
one-third Meriot to Cabernet 
grape variety and has been 
aged for almost 18 months in 
oak At El 1.99 from Thresher 
Wine shops only, it is expen¬ 
sive, but it will make a good 
partner with the Easter lamb. 


try the sweet ripe, plummy 
fruit of the splendid Villa 
Rooca Rossodd Veneto. a snip 
at Majestic Wine Warehouses 
at £2.59 (on special offer until 
May 2). It should work well 
with milk as plain chocolate.

Deer were once regarded as 
saucer-eyed Barabis. but over 
the past few years they have 
come to be seen as pests, on a 
par with rats or squirrels. The 
problem is that a series of mild 
winters has led to a huge 
increase in deer numbers, 
which the environment cannot 
sustain. Hillsides are being 
eroded and pine forests de¬ 
stroyed in the a nimals ' search 
for food. Many smaller crea¬ 
tures. such as the red grouse, 
are losing their habitaL 
There are thought to be 
about 300.000 red deer on the 
Scottish hillsides, and about 
200.000 roe deer in the wood¬ 
lands. Some experts say that 
150.000 is the maximum the 
land can bear without

Culling, however, is an ex¬ 
pensive ■ exercise, requiring 
trained stalkers, four-wheei- 
drive vehicles and a larder in 
which to stock venison. A cuU 
is somedring which many 
landowners are not prepared, 
or cannot afford, id invest in. 

For the past 40 years. An¬ 
drew de Nahlik has been 
_ such a situation. A 
war hero and a former 
big-game warden, he has been 
at the forefront of advocating 
scientific culling of deer, by 
making exact estimates, rather 
than by random shooting. In 
1958, when his first book on 
deer management was pub¬ 
lished, his ideas were regarded 
suspiciously as continental. It 
is only recently that the au¬ 
thorities have begun to heed 
his suggestions. 

“I can speak with a degree of 
distance, because I’m not Brit¬ 
ish," he says, in his almost- 
perfect English. “But they say 
what do I know?" 

Wing Commander de 
Nahlik may not have die right 
accent, but he has the experi¬ 
ence. He riaims to have shot 
neariy 2,000 deer, as well as 
the odd elephant, zebra and 
wildebeest during a five-year 
period in Kenya. He started 
more than 60 years ago. when 
he shot his first hind on his 
father's estate in eastern Po¬ 
land, where he spent a duldh

hood surrounded by deer and 
wild boar. 

When the second world war 
began, such times seemed lost 
forever “There were other 
ihin^ id stalk and shoot.” He 
fought in the Polish artillery 
and air force: was deported id 
R ussia when his resistance 
activities were discovered, and 
mom there escaped on foot to 
Hungary, on ro France and 
eventually ro Britain, where he 
spent the rest of the war flying 
In a fighter squadron. 

After the war. he was ready 
to go home, but discovered 


that his village had been 
swallowed up by the Soviet 
Union. He accepted a com¬ 
mission with tne RAF. “1 
contributed, towards winning 
tbe war, but 1 couldn't win 
back my country." he says. 

During these postwar years. 
Wg Cdr de Nahlik, armed 
with new information from 
postings in Germany and 
Kenya, consolidated his exper¬ 
tise on deer and produced a 
series of books and articles. He 
became the red deer expert of 
the British Deer Society, 
where he worked to improve 


standards among stalkers and 
devised a syllabus for deer 
management which is gradu, 
ally being taken on by agricul¬ 
tural institutions. 

Now. aged "3. he appears to 
be settled in semi-rerirement 
in a two-siorey prefab u> 
Andover. Hampshire. A zebra 
skin hanging from the wall 
alongside rows of antlers are 
the only dues to his hunting 
past. These days, action cen¬ 
tres on his office, rather than 
in ihe field. He spends much 
of his time advising landown¬ 
ers how ro manage deer so that 
they become a tourist attrac¬ 
tion. not a nuisance. 

At Lhe same time, he is in 
constant touch with the Forest- 
rv Commission, which, he 
feels, has done tittle to consider 
deer in the context of its new 
afforestation policy, 
aims to double the amount of 
w oodland by the middle of the 
next century. 

T hai new. attractive 
habitats are being 
created without die 
necessary research, 
such as that carried out by the 
Cairngorms Working Party 
headed by Mr Magnusson, 
worries Wg Cdr de Nahlik. He 
is. therefore, encouraging the 
03 m mission to plan open 
spaces in its new forests, so 
dial deer can be culled hu¬ 
manely and safely. 

The commission maintains 
char ail forest managers are 
trained to handle deer and to 
ad! objectively. “They do all 
sorts of horrid things, such as 
count dung, to work out how 
many deer live there,'’ a 
spokeswoman says. 

Wg Cdr de Nahlik warns 
that unless such measures are 
rigidly applied, a delicate eco¬ 
system is at risk "If the deer 
are allowed to multiply, then 
we will have to stop pjan&ig 
trees right away. That will be 
the public's loss. And if we 
don't preserve the woodland 
habitat, the deer will vanish. 
They will eat themselves out of 
a home." 

Deer stalkers, he says, per¬ 
form a vital role in maintain¬ 
ing this balance. He carried os 
stalking long after his hea&h 
permitted, because he saw has 
a duty. “People say we are a 
bloodthirsty lot, but we are 
more conscious of habitat and 
wildlife than all the people 
who talk about iu" he says.

Camellias shine best in the context of 
other plants, Francesca Greenoak reports

Y ou do not have to live in 
Cornwall or be a special ist 
to grow camellias well. In 
their smallish garden. 
Tam, in North wood, southeast of 
Rickmansworth. Hertfordshire. 
Doreen Solley and her husband 
grow a huge range of flowering 
plants and shrubs, of such quality 
fliarthe garden has been selected to 
be part of the display at the 
International Spring Gardening 
Fair at Wembley this weekend. 

Camellias grow among magno¬ 
lias, corylopsLs and rhododendrons. 
Carpeting the ground beneath 
them bloom many different kinds 
of cydamen. dog's-tooth violet, and 
the delicious blue-flowered culdvar 
of the wood anemone known as 
Robinsonia. You hardly know 
whether to look, up or down. 
Garlanding the front porch is a tall 
bush of the camellia “Inspiration". 
"It has bloomed since February, 
although it normally flowers from 
April to May." Mrs Solley says. 
This rich pink williamsii hybrid is 
her favourite for its hardiness, good 
form and long flowering season. 

Although Mrs Solley is a long¬ 
standing member of the Interna¬ 
tional Camellia Society, she sees 
herself primarily as a plants-' 
woman, not a specialist camellia 
grower. Her camellias blend with 
other shrubs, trees and herbaceous 
plants, and although she has about 
75 camellias, some rather rare, they 
make their effect within the overall 
balance of the garden. 

Beside a shapely coryiopsis. just 
about to burst into its spring 


luminescence, is a beautiful camel¬ 
lia called "Jury's Yellow", with 
delicious creamyyeBow flowers on 
a dense bush. Near it is a large bush 
with single, pink, bell-shaped flow¬ 
ers. called “Barbara Jane”. 

None of the spring camellias 
grown outdoors in B ritain is scent¬ 
ed. but other shrubs at Tam make 
up for this defeat: the flower- 
covered Daphne odora “Aureo- 
marginata" by the south wall, for 
example. Near to the house is an 
unbelievably large daphne "Jac¬ 
queline Postill" that Holier Nurser¬ 
ies. which bred it. reckons to be die 
best scented of ail, but which is 
rather difficult to establish. 

Mrs Solley transported many of 
her favourites from her previous 
home in Hampstead, north 
London, 20 years ago. but a well- 
grown magnolia was already estab¬ 
lished on the lawn at Tam. Near it 
she grew a cherry tree with light 
open shape and pale pink blooms 
(Prinus pendula "Pendula 
Rubral, which looks exquisite with 
narcissi and deep blue Scilla 
sibiriea naturalised beneath. There 
are wisterias racing over the new 
pergola on the terrace, and every 
tree of any size is draped with 
clematis or climbing roses, creating 
a richly textured. all-season garden.

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The fighting art 
of growing up 


Children’s judo is much more than a rough-and tumble. 
it instils honour and self-respect, Sarah Carpenter says 


M ost children are at¬ 
tracted to Judo by 
the chance to Sght 
"I like it because it’s rough.” 
says nine-year-old Andrew Ste¬ 
venson (an orange belt). 
Watching him and his brother, 
Matthew (seven, a fourth kai). 
roll about the floor with their 
father in noisy rough-and- 
tumble. it is easy to see judo as 
simply extending a deep-root¬ 
ed physical urge. But more 
than that, it controls and 
directs the energy by placing it 
in a formalised context 
Learning the right moves, 
and then applying them, keeps 
rough physical energy in cheat 


and seems to defuse any hectic 
excitement or anger. Falling 
and rolling come before throw¬ 
ing and holding; and judo, 
anyway, is not an impact sport 
involving striking, locking or 
punching. Judo literally means 
“die compliant way”, but is 
often translated as "the gentle 
sport”, because force is not met 
with force. You ride with force, 
using your opponent’s own 
streng t h against him. 

The ceremonies of judo also 
attract children. You wear 
special strange dothes, speak 
in Japanese, are bound by an 
etiquette of bowing and rituaL 
The aim of this is to enhance 



control, but it also gives a 
seductive sense of “special- 
ness” to child players, a kind of 
sec ret ri t u al tome cognoscenti 
which sets diem apart “I do 
like modem sports," Andrew 
says, “but I tike all the Japa¬ 
nese because.... wdl. be¬ 
cause it’s old.” 

The ceremonial is part of a 
philosophy that good dubs 
trech at the same lime as the 
fighting skills: a code of hon¬ 
our. of fairness and of mutual 
respect that is intriguingly 
different from everyday infor¬ 
mality. Children laugh but are 
also genuinely proud to be able 
to chant “I am a judoka, 
wearing ajudogi. playing judo 
in the dojo.” 

Of course, as with anything 
children learn, they are heavify 
dependent on their teachers. 
Many judo dubs do weO by 
children, but some do not, and 
dialling to parents and child¬ 
ren reveals bad experiences as 
well as good — children who 
have been unsupported, hint 
or simply bored. Teachers 
must understand children as 
well as they understand judo. 
Above all for children judo is a 
game and must be fun. "If it’s 
not fun. they won’t come 
back.” say Sheila and Jim 
Syrett, who teach at the Royal 
Commonwealth Pod Chib in 
Edinburgh. 


G ood teachers see child¬ 
ren gaining far more 
than just fighting 
skills. Mr and Mis Syrett 
notice how children grow in 
self-esteem and assurance. 
"Judo is about individual 
achievement and skill.” says 
Mr Syrett "But that skill can 
only be exercised in a commu¬ 
nal situation.” So children 
learn social skills as well as 
individual ones, by training 
and working together. 

Although judo caters for die 
desire to fight it was first 
developed not as martial train¬ 
ing but as a sport As wen as 
the ethos of a sport it has die 
Incentive of a glamorous merit 
system. From age six you can 
begin to climb an exciting 
ladder from kais to mans and 
coloured . belts. If children 
reach competition level there 
may be damaging stresses: 
they can be pushed into an 
aggressive determination that 
may lead to tears and even 
injuries. Yet if well-handled, 
competitions bring rewards to 
losers as well as winners. 
Comprehensively flat t en e d at 
his first competition. Andrew 
was stffl able to daim: “Well, I 
lost and I was nearly stran¬ 
gled. but I really enjoyed it”

N ew Yorkers appear 
to be saying their 
final goodbyes to 
the cold-hearted 
conformity and gluttonous 
shows of status that charac¬ 
terised the Republican era. 

Even when there was no 
money left to keep on the 
country houses, the cars and 
designer clothes, they still tried 
desperately to follow fashion, 
often raising and lowering 
hemlin es according to the dic¬ 
tates of the press. If they 
couldn’t afford an Armani suit 
they might be tempted to 
search one out from a designer 
discount outlet or make a good 
copy. Clothes were still bought 
to express actual status, or a 
wistful hankering after a mon¬ 
ied image. Endless books on 
"power dressing" proliferated 
ami did well Many shared the 
fantasy that the right clothes 
would produce the right job. 
Clothes could hide poverty and 
produce wealth. 

But now, having finally suc¬ 
ceeded in their perpetual quest 
to get a Democrat and a new 
set of values in the While 
House ( this was one of the few 

states to vote for Dukakis in the 

previous election}, NewYork- 
ers seem confident, refreshed, 
and raring to explore their own 
powers of creativity. 

Nowhere is this more appar¬ 
ent than in the way they dress. 
Clothes are of sentimental val¬ 
ue, often gifts from friends, 
and often from thrift (charity) 
stores. The recent fash i o ns of 
grunge and bondage which 
designers latched on to are 
dismissed as mere whims.

wasn’t erotic, and it wasn’t an 
expression of femininity.

Holiday job proves beyond her 


W hat does it take to be¬ 
come a jazz singer? A 
reasonable voice, a styl¬ 
ish selection of gowns 
and the ability to memorise a dutch 
of Billie Holiday songs? If only it were 
so easy. Diana Ross strikes all the 
right poses on the album and video 
taken horn a one-off concert at the 
Ritz Theatre in New York last De¬ 
cember, but any resemblance to great 
vocalists living or dead is imaginary. 

In a curious way. Diana Ross live: 
Stolen Moments (EMI, CDEMD 
1044) makes a compelling advertise¬ 
ment for the ait of jazz singing, 
simply because it shows how easy it is 
for a superstar to get it wrong. 
Perhaps we should not be too 
churlish — jazz needs every bit of 
mass-media exposure it can get Who 
knows how many of her fans may be 
sufficiently intrigued by this well- 
intentioned but flawed showto go out 
and buy the genune article, or visit a

dub to listen to. say, Marian Mont¬ 
gomery, Elaine Delmar. Carol Kidd 
or Claire Martin? 

Twenty years ago Ross turned in a 
fair portrayal of Billie Holiday in a 
sensationalised film version of Lady 
Sings The Blues. Acting on the screen 
is one thing; trying to bring the songs 
to life bn stage quite another. From 
the opening bars of “Fine and 
Mellow”, it is obvious that the star of 
the show, perhaps overawed by the 
task before her. wQl never probe 
beneath the surface. 

All good jazz singers reshape their 
material, playing with pitch and 
stretching the metre to suit their own 
purposes. Ross gives deeply respectful 
but anodyne readings. The light and 
airy voice that blended so exquisitely 


into all those Motown hits never gets 
to grips with “Them There Eyes” or 
“Good Morning Heartache". 

Judging by the video version of the 
conceit (Picture Music International 
4911013) she seems less interested in 
interpreting the lyrics than in making 
sure the spotlight catches her hair or 
wading into the audience to mingle 
with assorted pals. 

There is some consolation in die 
presence of top-flight musicians. in¬ 
ducting a contingent from The Philip 
Morris Superband. Slide Hampton, 
Urbie Green and the British-born 
tenor player Ralph Moore make tbe 
most of the undemanding arrange¬ 
ments. and trumpeter Roy Hargrove 
swoops up-and down the register. 

Ella Fitzgerald, the greatest female 


singer of them all. turns 75 this 
month, an event marked with die 
release of a 39-song double album 
The 75tb Birthday Celebration 
(MCA7GRP 26192). Beware of the 
small print, however. Rather than a 
full retrospective of her career, die set 
concentrates on her successful 20- 
year association with Decca which 
ended in 1955, when she moved on 
to the Olympian heights of the 
“Songbook” albums for Verve. 

First Lady of Song (Verve 
5178982). a three-disc compilation 
from that later period, also arrives 
this week, but the Decca ret offers 
items that have slipped in and out of 
print over the years. Her earliest 
recordings with Chick Webb are om¬ 
itted, and the story begins with the 


1938 novelty hit “A-Tisket. A-Tas- 
keT. passing through appealing col¬ 
laborations with Locus Armstrong, 

. Louis Jordan and Benny Carter. 

As well as the ballroom favourites 
and the scat extravaganzas, Fitzger¬ 
ald occasionally had to contend with 
some extraordinarily slushy charts, 
complete with choirs. Yet die voice 
always shines through, note-perfect 
timbre in place from the beginning. 

On “Until The Real Thing Comes 
Along" all the fripperies are stripped 
away, leaving her alone with one Of 
ho- favourite accompansts Ellis 
Laridns. Among pianists Larkins is 
spoken of with something approach¬ 
ing veneration, even though he has 
spent most of his career away from 
the limelight. Luckily he has been 
enticed info taking part in Concord’s 
solo recital series at Maybeck Hall, in 
Berkeley. At Maybcck, Volume 22 
(Concord CCD-4533) is an exquisite 
study in pianistic colour.

What the Nazis 
did not approve 


T he Nazi party was all 
too successful in sup¬ 
pressing the musk it 
did not want played in Ger¬ 
many. Composers of wrong 
racial origin went straight on 
to tbe “blade list And so did 
those who started exper¬ 
imenting with the new sounds 
of the Americas, North and 
South. The phrase “Entartete 
Musk" (Decadent Music) 
evolved and this is die tide 
Decca has used to launch a 
three-year plan to revive some 
of the works dial were diligent¬ 
ly swept under the carpet To 
judge from the first two issues, 
both operas, the scheme is 
going to be on a grand scale. 

Decca opens with Krenek 
and Komgold. They were 
contemporaries and rivals 
who had little time for one 
another. Krenek. despite his 
Czech name, was a Catholic 
bom in Vienna and Komgold 
a Jew bom in Czechoslovakia. 
Both died in California, final 
resting place for many an 
emigre composer. 

Krenek’s big success was 
Jonny spick auf {fonny strikes 
up). Lothai Zagrosek’s perfor¬ 
mance (436 631-2. two CDs) 
with the Leipzig Gewandhaus 
shows exactly why. It is full of 
rhythmic vigour, sharp in its 
contrasts between the compos¬ 


er Max and the negro Jonny. 
Max stands, like some figure 
in a Ken Russell bio-pic. 
communing with glaciers 
while Jonny gets down to 
business by stealing the violin 
of an international virtuoso. 

The Nazis did not care for 
jazz in a serious opera and also 
objected to Jonny having an 
affair with a white chamber¬ 
maid. Shaw Boat, premiered 
in the same year, 1927, ran 
into similar problems. Krenek 
put in perversely outrageous 
scenic demands: a set split 
between a glacier and a hotel 
terrace, to say nothing of 
requests for the odd train and 
automobile. Opera North 
found it all a bit too much 
when attempting the piece 
almost ten years ago. 

On disc there are no such 
problems and Decca provides 
a sumptuous cast led by 
Alexandra Marc as the com¬ 
poser's favourite soprano. 
Krister St Hill (remembered 
from Glyndeboume in New 
Year) as Jonny and an out¬ 
standing new tenor, Heinz 
Kruse, as Max. Krenek com¬ 
plained that audiences did not 
take Maks soliloquies suffi¬ 
ciently seriously. He has only 
himself to blame he should 
not have written such engag¬ 
ing music for a violin thiet

The charms of Komgold's 
Das Wonder der Hetiane 
(435 636-2. three CDs) are 
much fuller blown. This is 
semi-mystical opera, bearing 
traces of the Strauss of Frau 
ohne Schatten and also of 
Italians like Montemezzi and 
Alfano. Komgold took his 
time over telling his story of 
redemption. £\en so, Lotte

Fine pair failed 
to make a match 


T here was Wolfgang 
Holzmair, the Austrian 
baritone who, in his 
young prime, has been budd¬ 
ing up a formidable catalogue 
of recorded Schubert perfor¬ 
mances, who fills the Wigmore 
Hall for his every recital, and 
who makes his Salzburg and 
Covent Garden debuts this 
year. There was Imogen Coo¬ 
per, too, Schubertian pianist 
par excellence, whose com¬ 
plete recordings of die com¬ 
poser’s late works have been 
widely praised. And there was 
Schwanengesang, Schubert's 
swansongs, in a programme 
which, with no interval, was 
set to look life, death and 
finally the Doppdgdnger 
straight in the face. 

Expectations were justifiably 
high. But they did not, per¬ 
haps, take into account the fact 
that a solo pianist is not. ipso 
facto, a natural accompanist; 
and that an irresistible seducer 
of Schubert's Fair Maid of tbe 
Mill may not yet have looked 
long into the heart of Schu¬ 
bert’s darkness. 

The evening failed quite to 
make its mark. For me, the 
constant disappointment was 
Cooper's playing. As an ad¬ 
mirer of her solo work, I felt let 
down by die miscalculation 
which led to an enervating 
selfeffaoexnenL and an over-

readiness to slacken and caress 
with rubato when the voice 
needed support and defini¬ 
tion. Even raising the piano 
lid a notch would have helped. 

Already in the rushing 
brook of “Uebesbotscbaft”, 
HoLzmair’s voice seemed will¬ 
ing but enervated by its accom- 
paniment There seemed 
sometimes to be some weak¬ 
ness, perhaps from the vestiges 
of a cold, in this eloquent and 
immaculately groomed bari¬ 
tone. The cry of pain which 
ends each verae of “Fruhlmgs- 
sehnsucht” was only muted. 

For the last, dark Heine 
songs, both voice and fingers 
really strove hard, and suc¬ 
ceeded in etching the deep fur¬ 
rows of “Der Adas” by wise 
paring and sharper rhythmic 
profile. The most engaging 
songs, though, were those 
cygnets which found their way 
info these swansongs: the sup¬ 
plementary, earlier songs by 
Seidl and Reflstab, such as “Ir- 
disches Gluck” and “Lebens- 
mut”. which Holzmair sang 
with a folk-like simplicity, as to 
the Hdusle-bom.

But die music the following 
evening was generally richer, 
and included one marvellous 
piece each by Elena Firsova 
and Judith Weir. Weir's Gen¬ 
tle Violence (1987). seven 
aphoristic pieces — based on 
individual aspects of Chinese 
martial art — for piccolo 
(Ingrid Culliford) and guitar 
(Woodrow again), is engag¬ 
ingly offbeat and elegant 

Fmsova’s Odyssey, com¬ 
posed in 1990 in response to a 
strange commission to cele¬ 
brate a sailing from Vladivos¬ 
tok to San Francisco that never 
seems to have happened* is 
exquisitely shaped, with effect¬ 


ive cadenzas for ham. cello 
and flute and above all beauti¬ 
fully expressive, refined tex¬ 
tures against which she sets 
perfectly poised melodic ges¬ 
tures. Her Whirlpool (1991), a 
setting of Mandelstam neatly 
sung by Annemarie Sand with 
Culliford’s flute and Martin 
Allen's percussion in support, 
did not beguile so deeply, but 
it was tantafisingly restrained. 

Sand's poor diction later 
served Dame Ethyl Smyth's 
surprisingly Ravdian-come- 
Mahlerian Four Songs (1908) 
less than ideally. But what 
gorgeously ripe, original

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Religious art 
is bom again 

Faith, if not religion, seems alive and well : 
Joh n Russell Taylor reviews an exhibition 
of 20th-centuiy British images of Christ' 


I f religious an has nor been 
so prominent in British 
art during the 19th and 
20th centuries as it has in the 
rest of Europe, that has been 
largely due to the paucity of 
church commissions. In the 
second half of the 20th centu¬ 
ry, however, the situation has 
changed dramatically. To a 
significant degree, that has 
come about through the exam¬ 
ple of St Matthew's Church. 
Northampton, during the in¬ 
cumbency of Walter Hussey. It 
is particularly appropriate, 
therefore, that the church’s 
centenary (it is a handsome 
Victorian gothic structure in 
the suburbs of Northampton) 
should be celebrated by an 
ambitious show’ on the subject 
of Images Of Christ in 20th- 
centuiy British art. 

Prominent among these, 
natura lly, are the Henry 
Moore Madonna And Child 
of 1943-44 and the Graham 
Sutherland Crucifixion 'of 
1946. both commissioned by 
St Matthew’s. These remain 
in die church, along with the 
more recently commissioned 
Risen Christ of 1992. by the 
local artist Malcolm Pollard, 
which is suspended in the 
chancel arch, and a handful of 
loans. The rest of the show is in 
Northampton Museum and 
Art Gallery: the two parts will 
be combined for a London 
showing at St Paul's in June. 

Fortunately the devisers of 
the show have avoided the 
normal tide formula. “The 
Image of Christ”, since one 
tiring is abundantly clean 
there is no kind of consensus 
about how modem artists see 
Christ beyond that He is 
bearded and looks fairly gen¬ 
tle. This formula enables An¬ 
thony Green to assimilate his 
version of the Ciudfixion. 


Golden Crucifix (1965). tofas 
endless series of obN—fab 
autobiographical works; he 
himself is crucified in die 
centre of the composition and. 
as God the Father, watches 1 
from above, while his wife 
plays Saint Veronfcq-and 
Mary Magdalene wfth’ a 
plunging neckline arid son* 
scarlet knickers. 

On the other hand, 
F.N. Souza's Crucifixion of 
1959 is far from gentle, and 
seems to borrow much of its 
imagery from non-Christian 
tribal art, while Giyn Phflpors 
Resurgam (1929-30). one of 
the show’s more remarkable 
rediscoveries, sees Christ ris¬ 
ing from the tomb bodily 
renewed into a lissom 
adolescent 

Some rather unlikely artiste 
are also included, even apart 
from a chocolate-box Nativity 
Scene by Beryl Cook. Tbere is 
a slightly Vortirist Cruafixm 
by William Roberts, a rather 
Dunkirk-spirit wartime Depo¬ 
sition by Michael Rothen- 
stein. and Anthony Cam’s 
1990 bronze Descent From 
The Cross (after Rembrandt), 
where die shape and feeling of 
the original are evoked with¬ 
out any clearly representation¬ 
al details. 

The oldest living artist 
included. Hans Feibusch, is 
represented by, among others, 
one of the most recent pieces, 
his painting of The Foot¬ 
washing. which is powerful in 
its confident simplicity and 
vibrancy of colour. It was done 
when he was already in his 
nineties.

oliday brochures are not 
whai they were — more's the 
pity. Contemporary publica¬ 
tions seem staid compared 
with those of a generation ago, when the 
writer depended largely on a dictionary 
and a poetic imagination. 

For instance, in a delightful booklet 
published in 1971 describing the resort of 
La Corufia, m northwest Spain, visitors 
wfli, we are told, be "refreshed by the mild 
comb of the sea breeze which interweaves 
love songs at the green leaves hanging 
from the Garden of San Carlos" 

“The walker"", we are assured, “comes 


down, confident, merry, because the sun 
in the zenith paints in old gold the crystal 
whitenesses which lean over the Bay to 
look at themselves, being narcissistic of 
their agpe luminous images." 

The visitor can make “an appointment 
with the gloomy barnacle, of strange 
figure, the mysterious lobster or Her 
Majesty the spiny lobster, the wide spider- 
crab ... the lively and attractive prawn, 
the slipping oyster, the golden musseL the 
seigneurial dam...all this sea marvel 
made meat which is offered as a 
tempting, irresistible mosaic, in dozens of 
onthological shop-windows." which 


sounds more appetising than “the wood¬ 
en dish full of turgid and soft octoous". 

“Ferocious resonances when die sea 
roars savagely and dashes its foam 
tongues against the diffs" are accompa¬ 
nied by “the luminous \uictr of the 
Hercules Lighthouse, a frightful eye in the 
dark night, which lights up as an 
affectionate friend of those who. from the 
sea. watch the gloomy horizon to find 
their way". Match that if you can.

The Raft of the Medusa 
Tomorrow, BBC2. SJOpm 
The French ship The Medusa 
was wrecked at sea in 1316. 
The captain (whose incompe¬ 
tence had caused the wreck), 
the more important members 
of his crew and the rich 
passengers all went to the 
lifeboats. The poorest ones 
aboard were forcibly bundled 
on to a raft and cut adrift to go 
to their likely deaths.

1818, Theodore Gericault 
painted his picture of the

Madmen". 


Andrew Graham-Dixon, 
the art critic, is a fully paid-up 
member of the cult. In this 
film he visits some others. 
Each has an entirely different 
version of the meaning of the 
painting, each has an entirely 
different vision of die artist 
who died at the age of 34 and 
whose life is still a mystery 
(despite the fact that almost 
everyone whom Graham-Dix¬ 
on meets has written a book 
about Gericault. and one. 
Hans-Werner Henze, has 
composed a revolutionary ora¬ 
torio inspired by the painting). 

It gets over-wordy towards 
the end. when Graham-Dixon 
tries too hard to reconcile the 
irreconcilable, but this is a 
fascinating programme, the 
result of what happens when 
an art critic’s obsession turns 
him into a cultural detective.

Arena Special: Edgar Reitz 
— Return to Heimat 
Monday. BBC2. 830pm 
Edgar Reitz was the first 
member of his family to leave 
his south German village for a 
university education and life 
in the city. He stayed away, 
hitched up with the avant- 
gardists of the 1960s and 
started to make awkward, 
experimental films with tides 
such as Speed and Commun¬ 
ication. 

After 25 years, two failed 
marriages and the comraer- 
rial flop of his latest feature 
film, he retired to a remote 
island to make notes about 
what had gone wrong with his 
life. Those notes turned into 
the film masterpiece Heimat 
{or Homeland), a 164iour 
intimate epic of 60 years in the 
life of a south German village. 
Now. after four years of film¬ 
ing. he has finished his Sec¬ 
ond Heimat, which explores 
the other half of his life: the 
awkward experiments — 
avant garde ait. Baader- 
Meinhof terrorism, and sexu¬ 
al round-robins — of the 
“fatherless generation” of the 
1960s. 

This study of Reitz's life and 
work (the two have become 
nearly identical), by the writer 
Carole Angier. is weak on 
insight and strong on gush¬ 
ing, but Reitz is interesting 
enough to survive Angler's 
presentation. Heimat was 16 
hours long. The Second 
Heimat is 26 hours long. 
They’re worth it, but don’t be 
alarmed: this programme 
lasts only an hour.

N EVER mind, at least you got 
a lovely cheap stereo. 

“It wasn’t lovely though; ft 
was completely useless," she 
laughs. 

However, the Kkelihood of 
Ms Horsfield ever having to 
buy another tacky second¬ 
hand stereo is distinctly slim 
after the marvellous, lauded, 
bawdy Making Out crowned 
the BBC drama department 
for three seasons. 

“Malting Out was just won¬ 
derful to do. And the thing 
was. with each series, it be¬ 
came more enojyable. 1 don’t 
think many people can say 
that about their job. i got 
increasingly involved in the 
actual production with the 
third series — the director had 
worked a lot in theatre and 
was keen to have me around. 
For one scene, where Margi 
Clarke was giving birth, foe 
director kind of let roe take 
over. He said, ‘I’m middle- 
aged. and I’ve never given 
birth — you have a go’. 


“Well. I didn’t want to make 
it ail Hollywood; actresses 
writhing around on silk sheets 
and screaming in agony. 
That’s not what giving birth is 
like...well the agony bit 
sometimes. I suppose. But we 
made it more realistic, emo¬ 
tionally realistic" 

Ms Horsfield’s new series, 
The Riff Raff Element, is now 
on its second episode. It is 
quality stuff from the writer 
who is the Marks & Spencer of 
English comedy/drama. 

“I’m glad you like it After 
writing three series of Making 
Out. to start writing episode 
one, series one with completely 
new characters, it feels a bit 
thin. There’s no past history to 
rest on; you have to try doubly 
hard to make things, wefl, 
sumptuous." 

She was even more involved 
with Riff Raff than Making 
Out. “I was around a lot 
during the shooting. It's fun 
for one thing. There is a small 
temptation to change the 
script while shooting, but you 


have to mentally slap yoursell 
let go.” 

Riff Raff is centred around 
two families: the shabbily ele¬ 
gant Tun dishes, each of 
whom was boro with an entire 
canteen of silver cutlery in 
their mouths, and foe 
Belchers. Carmen and Dedan 
Belcher are on the lam, their 
father is one sandwich short of 
a picnic; sister Pet is trying to 
make the best of a bad job. 
and the whole family scrounge 
around to survive. 


OBTUSE people call Debbie 
Horsfield “the next Carla 
Lane”, which is unfair to Ms 
Horsfield. since Riff Raff is 
funnier than Bread ever was. 

“People fed a need to pi¬ 
geon-hole and bracket.

After afl, you have a frustrated 
drunken housewife; a bohemi¬ 
an black sheep; a dpoJaUy 
grandmother. 

“No, I hope not And if they 
seem to be stereotypes at the 
beginning of the series, then 
tbeyH have trampled all over 
their moulds by the end. The 
characters are set up as traps to 
snare foe viewer. Then we 
snap foe trap shut and sur¬ 
prise them by behaving out of 
character. As I said before, foe 
whole concept of RiffRtff isn't 
the most original idea m foe 
worid. But it’s all in the 
interpretation, isn’t it?"
